I,  Washini^n  Gardner,  Secretaiy  of  State  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  do 
hereby  oerti^  that  I  have  compared  the  annexed  and  foregoing  list  of  all 
the  members  elect  of  Senate  or  State  of  Michigan,  for  the  years  1895  and 
1896,  with  the  original  returns,  as  transmitted  to  me  by  the  clerks  of  the 
various  counties  of  the  State,  and  that  it  is  a  true  and  correct  list. 

In  Testimony  Whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  affixed  the 
Great  Seal  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  at  Lansing,  this 
(Seal)  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,   one  thou- 

sand eight  hundred  and  ninety-five.

Whereupon  it  appeared  that  all  the  Senators  elect  were  present, 

The  Senators  elect  then  came  forward,  took  and  subscribed  the  consti- 
tutional oath  of  offic*  and  entered  upon  the  .dischaT^^e  of  their  duties  aa 
Senators. 

The  Secretary  then  called  the  roll,  and  a  quorum  of  the  Senate  was 
found  to  be  present. 

The  President  then  addressed  the  Senate  as  follows: 

Gentlemen  of  tbe  Senate— The  time  has  arrived  for  the  Senate  of  1895 
to  be  called  to  order  and  proceed  with  the  business  of  the  session. 

1  congratulate  you  one  and  all  on  your  election  to  this  honorable  body, 
and  hope  our  association  may  be  mutually  pleasant  and  agreeable. 

We  meet  under  somewhat  peculiar  circumstances.  For  the  first  time  in 
the  history  of  this  State  every  Senator,  together  with  your  presiding  otHtier, 
is  a  member  of  and  owes  alle^ance  to  the  same  political  party.  The  voters  of 
Michigan  have  not  in  their  judgment  seen  fit  to  send  a  single  democrat, 
populist,  or  prohibitionist  to  this  end  of  the  capitol. 

But  reposing  confidence  in  your  patriotiBm  and  ability  have  eutrustod  to 
your  keeping  the  legislative  control  of  our  State  government  for  the  ensu- 
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ing  two  years.     "With   this  great  confideace,  bo  genoroualy  beetov«d,   also 
tomw  great  and  coire^mnding  responsibility. 

Whatever  you  shall  do  here  during  your  deliberations  that  shall  redound) 
to  the  best  interestB  of  all  the  people  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  will  be 
placed  to  your  credit  as  individuals  and  Senators,  and  will  also  reflect 
cratit  and  honor  to  the  great  politiral  party  that  sent  you  here. 

On  the  other  band  whatever,  if  anything,  you  shall  do  here  which  shall 
not  receive  the  approval  of  the  people  of  this  State,  will  be  charged  up 
minst  yuQ  and  the  party  which  has  honored  you  with  its  nomination  and 
fiectian  will  suffer  thereby, 

1  have  a  strong  abiding  faith  that  the  affairs  of  State  have  fallen  into 
eixd  hands,  and  that  the  people  of  Michigan  will  have  no  cause  to  regret, 
in  leaving  their  cause  in  your  hands. 

There  are,  it  seems  to  me,  a  few  demands  which  the  voters  of  this  State 
at  asking  for  with  no  uncertain  voice,  but  with  an  earnestness  that  is  bom 
'f  Deceaaity. 

The  first  of  these  is  that  your  deliberations  shall  not  be  procrastinated. 
bal  diat  you  shall  proceed  to  the  business  in  hand  with  promptness  ai^ 
lispetch  the  same  in  a  prompt  and  business  like   manner.     There  is  a 
^wing  impression  that  the  legislative  session  should  be  shortened,  and 
lery  many  believe,  and  it  seems  to  me  with  reason,   that  all  the  business 
'J:at  is  demanded  by  the  State  can  and  ought  to  be  performed  in  a  hundred 
dftys.     Many  states  have  constitutional  limitations  fixing  their  time  to  db 
their  woi^'at  even  much  shorter  times  than  this,  but  I  should  be  satisfied 
lod  much  pleased  could  I  be  assured  that  the  present  session  would  gA" 
i>«ii  into  history  and  be  known  as  the  one  hundred  day  session  of  18to.  ■'■ 
Another  demand  which  the  people  come  to  as  with  is  that  in  the  appro- 'I 
{nation  of  pnblio  money,  you  shall  exercise  the  very  strictest  econooiy 
roosistent  with  the  carrying  on  of  our  State  government  and  the  oare  0t 
-nr  great  and  nomerous  State  institutions. 

Doriiig  the  last  few  years  we  have  been  passing  through  a  great  financial ' 
Tisis.    Btisiness  of  all  kinds  has  been  almost  at  a  standstill. 

The  Earmer,  the  mechanic,  the  merchant,  the  laboring  man,  in  fact  aH 
"iassee  of  people  have  had  hard  work  to  make  both  ends  meet.  Yet  during 
[bis  same  time,  national.  State,  county  and  municipal  taxes  have  been 
acTGosing  in  an  adverse  ratio,  until  the  payment  of  heavy  taxes  has  become 
vjmanj  of  onr  citizens  an  absolute  burden.  It  is  for  you  to  decide 
'it^er  their  requests  are  reasonable  and  should  be  granted  or  not. 

I  believe  that  yon  fully  realize  the  situation  and  will  ^ant  such  relief  as 
*iO  be  satisfactory  to  a  great  majority  of  our  people.  You  will  find  me 
*illinz  and  anxious  at  all  times  to  aid  you  in  tbe  attainments  of  all  land- 
iTHB  objects. 

In  presiding  over  your  deliberations,  I  shall  endeavor  to  do  so  with  fair- 
V9K  and  strict  impartiality  and  promise  you  my  best  efforts  to  push  along 
:«  business  of  the  session  in  a  prompt  and  businesslike  way.  I  ask  you 
■'arty  co-operation  in  this  work. 

And  DOW,  gentlemen,  what  is  the  pleasure  of  the  Senate.

In  aocordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  8,  of  artiole  V,  of  the  con- 
stitution of  this  State,  I  submit  the  following  information  in  relation  to 
the  condition  of  the  State,  and  recommendations  in  relation  to  meanures 
deemed  expedient : 

FINANCIAL  LEGISLATION. 

()n  November  1,  1S93.  after  the  apportionraent  of  the  primary  school 
fund  was  made,  for  the  first  time  in  many  years,  Michigan  confronted  an 
empty  treasury.  This  was  not  caused  so  much  by  increased  expenditures, 
as  it  was  by  the  failure  of  the  legislature  of  1S91  to  levy  taxes  sufficient  to 
-meet  what  might  reasonably  have  been  contemplated  would  bo  the  needs 
of  the  State,  and  while  there  was  no  direct  authority  for  hiring  money,  the 
railroads  were  offered  an  inducement  of  bis  per  cent  discount  from  Novem- 
ber 1  to  January  1  following,  to  advance  their  taxes  due  in  January,  This 
was  done  by  the  Michigan  Central  and  Lake  Shore  &  Michigan  Southern 
railroads  to  the  amount  of  nearly  $200,000.  Through  the  First  National 
bank  of  Det,roit  an  additional  $150,000  was  obtained.  Owing  to  this,  on 
November  1,  1894,  a  similar  conditiot  of  affairs  presented  itself,  except 
that  only  $250,000  was  then  needed  to  bridge  over.  Section  •!,  of  Article 
XIV,  of  tbeconstitution,  provides  than  the  State  ehall  not  contract  debt*  to 
meet  deficits  in  revenue  to  aggregate  more  than  $60,000  at  any  one  time. 
Under  this  provision  of  the  constitution,  perhaps  the  obligation  entered 
into  may  not  have  been  strictly  legal,  but  it  was  a  necessity,  in  order  to 
carry  on  the  State  institutions  and  general  branches  of  the  State  govern- 
ment, and  was  paid  out  of  the  first  money  received.  This  provision  of  the 
constitution  was  adopted  more  than  forty  years  ago,  when  $50,000  repre- 
sented more  than  five  times  that  amount  does  today.  It  would  seem  to  me 
advisable  to  provide  for  so  amending  the  constitution,  as  with  proper 
reetriotions,  to  put  it  within  the  power  of  the  State  to  borrow  money  in  oases 
of  necessity,  rather  than  carry  so  large  a  balance.     It  may  reasonably  be  pre- 
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earned  that  the  people  have  to  pay  at  least  six  per  cent  intereat.  Banks 
\isiially  pay  tbree  per  cent  on  Stale  deposits.  While  it  is  desirable  to  have 
enough  in  the  State  treasury  to  meet  all  legitimate  demands  upon  it,  it  is 
very  undesirable  to  carry  lai^e  balances,  to  be  loaned  at  a  low  rate  of  inter- 
est when  not  needed  to  meet  the  expenses  of  government 

Another  reason  why  this  power  should  be  given  is  that  none  of  our  State 
institutions  are  insured,  nor  should  they  be,  but  in  cases  of  fire,  similar  to 
the  one  that  occurred  at  the  Pontiac  asylum  a  little  more  than  two  years 
ago,  there  ought  to  be  provision  made  for  some  authority,  under  proper 
reetrictions,  to  meet  similar  emet^encies  in  the  future.  It  does  not  seem 
wise  to  provide  for  a  fund  to  be  carried  in  the  State  treasury  to  anticipate 
Buch  an  event,  but  authority  might  be  given  the  boards  of  control  of  the 
several  institutions,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Auditors  and  the 
Governor,  to  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  State  and  repair  or  rebuild 
their  respective  institutions.  This  would  not  only  save  calling  the  legisla- 
ture tt^ether,  but  would  guarantee  a  prompt  restoration  of  property 
destroyed. 

In  other  respects  the  financial  affairs  of  the  State  are  in  good  condition. 
There  have  been  no  calls  for  a  change  in  the  tax  laws  of  the  State,  the 
one  passed  in  1893  proving  very  generally  satisfactory  to  all  interested. 
It  is  thought  hardly  probable  that  our  people  desire  to  change  the  manner 
of  disposing  of  specific  taxes  arising  from  railroads,  insurance  companies, 
and  other  corporations.  The  present  apportionment  proves  of  inestimable 
benefit  to  the  poorer  sections  of  our  State,  emd  provides  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  schools  of  better  quality  than  would  otherwise  be  the  case,  and  it 
0068  to  support  the  only  school  wnich  all  the  children  of  the  State  can  have 
flie  benefit  of. 

lUELROAD  TAXATION. 

Act  No.  i'6'd,  public  acts  of  1891.  required  all  railroad  companies, 
organized  or  existing  under  any  special  acts  of  incorporation,  or  special , 
acte  of  consolidation,  or  which  had  heretofore  been  taxed  under  any  special 
act  or  acts  of  the  legislature,  from  and  after  December  31,  1891,  for  all 
purposes  of  taxation,  to  be  subject  in  all  respects  to  the  provisions  of 
chapter  75,  of  the  compiled  laws  of  1871,  and  all  acts  amendatory  thereof. 
TbiB  was  designed  more  especially  to  reach  the  Lake  Shore  &  Michigan 
SoDthem  railroad,  which  at  that  time  was  paying  considerable  less  tas^ 
than  they  would  have  been  paying  under  the  general  law.  The  taxes  at 
that  time  under  the  general  law  were  computed  on  the  percentage  of  the 
mileaKe  in  Michigan  to  the  total  mileage  of  the  road,  but  the  courts  decided 
that  the  State  could  only  tax  the  actual  earnings  in  Michigan.  Under  this 
ooDsbuction  the  Lake  Shore  &  Michigan  Southern  paid  under  its  charter 
provisions  considerably  more  than  it  would  under  the  general  law.  They 
have  declined  to  pay  their  taxes  under  the  general  law,  and  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  State  is  not  snifering  any  loss,  no  action  has  been  commenced 
gainst  them. 

By  Act  No.  179,  public  acts  of  1893,  the  Michigan  Central  railroad 
charter  was  amended  so  as  to  place  that  road  under  the  general  law  for  the 
pnrpoaes  of  taxation.  By  the  provisions  of  the  charter  this  act  conld  not 
become  operative  until  accepted  by  the  company,  which  it  did  on  the  2d 
day  of  February,  1894.  I  desire  to  renew  my  recommendation  of  two  years 
«go  that  if  possible  some  means  be  devised  for  the  abrc^ation  of  these  old 
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apeoial  charters,  so  that  all  our  railroads  may  be  placed  upon  the  same 
ImbIb  bo  far  as  taxation  and  supervision  and  other  l^slation  is  concerned. 

UNIVERSITY  OP  MICHEGAN. 

Our  Htate  University  stands  not  only  at  the  head  of  our  own  educational 
institutions,  but  well  up  in  the  front  rank  of  universities  in  this  and  for- 
eign countries.  The  action  of  the  l^slature  two  years  ago,  in  providing 
for  the  one-sixth  mill  tax,  places  the  institution  upon  a  proper  and  sub- 
stantial foundation.  It  is  known  in  advance  what  the  University  has,  and 
saves  the  time  of  our  legislature  in  considering  that  matter.  It  also  guar- 
antees the  University  itaelf  a  permanent  income,  and  with  the  increased 
amount  now  charged  for  tuition,  and  a  gradual  increase  of  the  fund  as  the 
valuation  of  taxable  pro^rty  in  the  State  increases,  it  will  place  this  insti- 
tution beyond  the  need  of  asking  further  aid  from  the  legislature  for  years 
to  come. 

AGRIUULTUBAL  COLLEGE  AND  STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

The  Agricultural  Ck)llege  and  State  Normal  School  will  require  the  usual 
appropriations.  These  InstitutionB  are  worthy  of  the  generous  support 
they  have  enjoyed  in  the  past. 

MICHIGAN  MININ<!  SCHOOL. 

The  Michigan  Mining  School,  when  age  and  all  things  are  considered, 
stands  at  the  nead  of  this  class  of  inetitutiona.  It  is  very  properly  located 
in  the  midst  of  a  mining  region,  and  the  practical  part  of  mining  is 
taught  as  well  as  the  theoretical,  but  in  the  nature  of  things  it  is  a  very 
expensive  school.  The  appropriations  made  two  years  ago  were  t75,00O 
for  current  expenses,  and  $35,000  for  buildings  and  equipments.  The 
targeat  class  graduated  was  in  1894,  when  sixteen  finished  the  course,  tea 
of  these  being  Michigan  students,  and  the  remainder  from  other  parts  of 
the  world.  In  addition  to  the  graduates  many  students  have  more  or  less 
advantage  from  education  obtained  there.  It  is  an  institution  that  should 
be  maintained  and  built  up,  but  it  is  understood  that  tuition  is  free  there, 
the  law  providing  that  for  Michigan  students  no  tuition  shall  be  chained 
beyond  $30  to  provide  for  contingent  expenses.  The  law  does  not  compel 
the  institution  to  purchase  books.  I  am  not  informed  as  to  whether 
this  is  done  or  not.  Now  while  the  additional  students  from  out- 
side do  not  increase  the  expenses  of  the  institution  in  proportion  to 
their  number,  it  does  add  to  the  total  expense,  and  it  seems  to  me 
that  while  the  State  is  contributing  so  much,  students  from  Michi- 
gan should  contribute  something  for  their  own  education,  and  that  students 
from  other  states  and  countries  should  be  charged  tuition,  which  will 
remunerate  the  State  for  the  increased  expense  incurred  by  reason  of  their 
attendance.  This  is  more  particularly  the  case  in  view  of  the  number  of 
educational,  reformatory  and  charitable  institutions  which  the  State  is  sup- 
porting, and  the  difficulty  which  our  citizens  find  in  meeting  the  demands 
made  npon  them  for  State,  county  and  municipal  taxes.  I  would  recom- 
mend that  you  take  some  measures,  if  {wssible,  without  in  any  way  injur- 
ing the  school,  to  provide  that  those  having  the  benefit  of  it  shall  bear  some 
portion  of  the  large  expense  necessary  to  maintain  it. 
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ASYLUMS  FOR  THE  INSANfc. 

The  Bubstanoe  of  the  following  faotB  and  reoomm.endetions  are  taken  from 
■B  paper  read  by  Dr.  W.  H.  Edwards,  medical  superintendent  of  the  Michi- 
gan Asylnm,  before  the  joint  asylum  boards  at  Traverse  City,  November  16, 
18d4.  The  recommendationa  aeem  bo  practical  and  reasonable  that  I 
endorse  them. 

"At  present  the  Michigan  Asylum  for  the  Insane  has  1, 176  beds  and  1, 174 
inmatee.  The  Eastern  Michigan  Asylum  has  1,060  bedB  and  1,008  inmates. 
The  Northern  Michigan  Asylum  has  1,000  beds  and  982  inmates.  The 
Michigan  Asylum  tor  Dangerous  and  Criminal  Insane  has  193  beds  and 
207  inmates.  The  Wayne  County  Asylum  has  300  beds  and  293  inmates. 
Aocx>rding  to  these  figures  there  are  in  our  public  asylums  3,719  beds  and 
3,684  inmates.  In  the  principal  State  asylums  there  are  3,226  beds  and 
3,164  inmates,  leaving  62  unoccupied  beds.  For  ten  .years  past  the  average 
annual  increase  in  the  number  admitted  to  the'  State  asylums  has  been 
about  165,  BO  that  there  is  today  provision  for  less  than  the  average  num- 
ber of  inmates  who  would  normally  be  admitted  to  the  asylums  within  the 
next  sis  months.  At  the  new  upper  peninsula  asylum  cottages  are  being 
oonstructed  to  accommodate  100  inmates.  These  cannot  be  opened  until 
the  legislature  makes  an  appropriation  for  fumlBbing,  so  that  at  the  best, 
all  the  available  room  for  patientB  will  be  theoretically  occupied  before  this 
institution  is  opened,  though  there  may  be,  on  account  of  geographical 
conditions,  some  vacancies  at  the  Eastern  Michigan  Asylum.  Even  with 
the  upper  peninsula  asylum  opened  for  use  next  summer,  previous  condi- 
tionB  would  warrant  the  statement  that  all  the  beds  for  the  insane  will  be 
611ed. 

'  'The  new  asylum  at  Newberry  is  well  along  towards  completion,  and  will 
accommodate  100  patients.  An  appropriation  for  furniture  will  be  required 
before  the  institution  can  receive  any  patients.  Additions  to  this  institu- 
tion will  need  to  be  considered  in  connection  with  the  accommodations  at 
the  asylums  and  the  new  home  for  feeble  minded  at  Lapeer.  While  accom- 
modations for  this  unfortunate  class  must  be  provided,  it  should  only  be 
d(»e  as  fast  as  absolutely  demanded. 

"The  increased  accommodations  afforded  by  the  new  aslyum  might  be 


augmented,  at  a  minimum  expenditure,  by  enlarging  the  Home  for  Feeble 
Minded  and  Epileptic  at  Lapeer,  so  that  the  epileptics  at  present  in  our 
State  asylums  may  be  transferred  to  that  institution.  There  ie  a  growing 
tendency  in  the  United  States  to  make  separate  provision  for  the  coloniza- 
tion of  epileptics.  The  benefits  to  be  derived  &om  the  separation  of  the 
epileptics  from  the  insane  are  two  fold,  as  each  class  is  improved  by  it. 
^lileptics  can  be  better  treated  alone,  and  treatment  can  be  more  r^ular 
and  systematic.  Proper  restrictions  in  diet  can  be  made  when  it  affects 
the  entire  class,  without  exciting  jealousies.  With  the  better  claesification, 
there  can  be  given  that  special  kind  of  care  required  at  all  times,  and 
especially  at  night,  to  prevent  suffocation. " 

Aeide  from  providing  for  the  increase  in  the  number  of  the  insane,  there 
does  not  seem  to  be  any  necessity  for  additional  legislation  in  regard  to 
-insane  asylums.  Various  changes  are  suggested  by  the  joint  board  of 
UuBteeB  in  case  the  subject  is  l^islated  upon,  but  taken  as  a  whole,  prob- 
ably oar  laws  governing  the  managvntent  of  the  insane  are  as  nearly  right 
as  uiey  aiB  lively  to  be  mad^.     In  providing  for  the  increased  number  of

insane,  in  addition  to  tbe  reasons  given  above  for  the  care  of  the  epileptic 
in  case  tbe  epileptics  are  removea  from  the  existing  aslyums,  it  leaves 
vacant  beds  in  all  the  existing  asylums  which  will  accommodate  the  people  of 
all  the  State  much  better  than  it  would  with  a  new  asylum  alone,  and  it  is 
believed  that  tbe  epileptics  would  not  only  be  better  cared  for  but  fully  as 
economically. 

HOME  FOR  FEEBLE  MINDED  AND  EPILEFTia 

This  institution  cannot  receive  inmates  until  an  approprit-tion  for  furn- 
ishing is  made.  If  this  appropriation  is  made  early,  tbe  institution  will  be 
ready  for  occupancy  sometime  in  March,  1895.  The  present  buildings 
consist  of  two  cottages,  capable  of  accommodating  100  patients  each.  Also 
sections  of  dining  room,  kitchen,  and  boiler  bouse.  From  present  indica- 
tions some  additional  accommodations  will  be  necessary  independent  of 
provision  for  the  epileptics  now  confined  in  the  several  asylums  for,  the 
insane. 

STATE  PRISONS. 

A.— COST   OF    MAINTENANCE. 

The  state  Prison  Jackson,  State  House  of  Correction  and  Reformatory, 
at  Ionia,  and  Branch  Prison  at  Marquette,  constituting  the  prisons  of  the 
State,  continue  to  be  a  heavy  burden  upon  the  taxable  property  of  the 
State.  The  total  cost  of  keeping  the  1,306  prisoners,  which  was  the 
average  number  for  the  past  two  years  was  $644,358.30.  The  cost  over  and 
above  the  earnings  was  $210,841.12.  The  cost  at  Jackson,  where  there 
was  an  average  ot  819  prisoners,  was  41.6  cents  per  inmate  per  day.  •  At 
Ionia  it  was  $1.08.8  per  day,  and  at  Marquette  $1.13.1  per  day.  The  net 
cost  at  Jackson  was  1.25  cents  per  day  per  inmate,  at  Ionia  59  cents,  and 
at  Marquette  6.01  cents.  This  shows  a  great  difference  in  tbe  cost  of  keep- 
ing prisoners  at  tbe  several  prisons.  Comparing  Jackson  with  Marquette, 
there  would  be  many  things  to  the  advantage  of  Jackson,  in  tbe  reduction 
of  cost  The  executive  expenses  would  be  comparatively  small,  while  the 
number  of  prisoners  would  be  very  large.  The  conditions  at  Jackson  have 
been  much  better  than  at  Marquette,  although  there  has  been  a  portion  of 
the  time  more  than  200  idle  men  at  Jackson,  because  no  employment  could 
be  found  for  them.  At  Marqutete  the  executive  expenses  are  conipara- 
tively  large,  as  tbe  number  of  inmates  cared  for  is  limited,  and  owing  to 
the  rigorous  climate,  and  distance  from  supplies,   tbe  expense  of  keeping 

Srisoners  there  is  larger.  Comparing  Jackson  with  Ionia,  there  is  still  a 
iffereoce  in  favor  of  Jackson,  but  there  should  be  no  such  difference  in 
cost  as  is  shown.  There  must  have  been  something  either  radically  wrong 
in  the  management  at  Ionia,  or  the  business  was  run  in  such  a  way  that  a 
large  amount  of  money  was  lost.  The  expense  of  keeping  an  inmate  in  the 
State  House  of  Correction  was  more  than  twice  what  it  was  to  keep  an 
inmate  in  tbe  Asylum  for  Dangerous  and  Criminal  Insane  in  tbe  same 
yard,  and  in  tbe  first  instance  the  inmate  is  supposed  to  be  earning  a  large 
portion  of  his  keeping  while  in  the  latter  he  earns  nothing.  In  Ionia  there 
were  some  men  working  on  contract,  but  there  were  more  in  ^moportion 
working' on  State  account  or  on  piece  price  than  at  Jackson.  The  result 
abowB  a  ven  disastrous  state  of  afFaiis  for  the  taxpay^s  of  the  State.  Tbe 
former  warden  of  this  institution  was  removed  for  cause.  Since  the  obange 
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in  wardens  there  has  been  a  marked  reduction  in  the  prices  of  artioles 
bought,  but  it  is  not  probable  that  all  the  reforms  needed  have  yet  been 
adopted.  The  State  Accountant  has  been  ordered  to  conduct  an  investiga- 
tion, and  he  reports  verbally  that  the  system  of  keeping  accounts  is  imper- 
fect, and  that  many  of  the  practices  there  should  be  changed.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  law  may  be  amended  so  as  to  provide  for  better  methods  and 
mncb  less  expense  to  the  State  for  keeping  prisoners. 

B.— OOHTBACT  LABOR. 

This  brings  up  the  question  of  contract  labor.  In  Jackson  prison,  where 
most  of  the  prisoners  are  on  contract,  the  result  is  such  as  to.  show  that 
had  all  the  men  been  employed  the  prison  would  have  been  self  support- 
ing, and  poeeibly  a  little  more,  and  it  can  hardly  be  said  that  there  was 
any  serious  interference  with  free  labor  there.  All  the  food,  all  the  cloth- 
ing, and  all  the  material  for  manufactured  articles  purchased  there,  werf 
the  products  of  free  labor.  The  goods  produced  there  were  not  to  any  consid- 
erable extent  sold  below  the  market  price.  It  is  clearly  shown  that  contract- 
era  of  prison  labor  do  not  usually  make  larger  profits  than  those  who 
employ  free  labor,  so  that  the  competitioD  cannot  be  very  severe.  This'i^ 
illustrated  by  the  fact  that  the  Austin;  Tomlinson  &  Webster  oonuiany 
engaged  in  me  manufaoture  of  wagons  have  surrendered  125  out  of  150 
men,  preferring  to  have  free  labor.  At  Ionia  where  the  State  account  sys- 
tem and  piece  price  plan  have  been  practiced,  the  result  has  been  a  severe 
burden  on  the  taxpayers  of  the  State.  It  cannot  be  said  that  competition 
with  free  labor  has  been  less.  In  the  experience  of  prisons  in  this  and 
other  states  where  bneinese  is  conducted  on  state  account,  it  has  univerBally 
shown  disastrous  results  finanoially.  This  is  in  accordance  with  fixed 
busineeB  principles.  Ko  warden,  however  competent  he  may  be,  is  capa- 
Ue  of  carrying  on  successfully,  in  all  their  details,  anywhere  from  ten  to 
twenty-five  different  branches  of  business.  Then,  the  number  of  prisoners 
employed  on  prodootive  labor  compared  with  the  number  engaged  in  free 
labor  IS  infinitesimal,  and  the  only  way  in  which  their  labor  can  seriously 
injure  free  labor  is  by  putting  the  product  of  convict  labor  upon  the 
market  at  such  a  price  as  to  reduce  the  market  value  of  goods  produced  by 
free  labor.  This  I  think  statistics  clearly  prove  is  not  the  case.  On  the 
other  hand  it  is  not  the  wealthy  person  alone  who  pays  the  taxes,  but  the 
home  of  every  farmer  and  laboring  man  has  to  contribute  to  the  support 
of  these  men  engaged  in  unprofitable  industries  or  entirely  idle.  It  is 
needless  to  coll  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  is  not  practicable  or 
reformatory  to  keep  priBoneis  without  labor.  It  is  sincerely  hoped 
that  na  aotion  will  be  taken  to  deprive  the  prison  management  of  the  right 
to  contract  the  labor  of  the  prisonera 

a— APPOINTMENT  OP  WAEDES. 

Section  5,  of  Act  No.  118,  public  acts  of  1893,  provides  that  the  board 
of  control  shall  appoint  a  warden,  who  shall  hold  his  office  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  board.  The  same  section  also  provides  that  no  warden 
shall  be  removed  except  for  cause.  This  section  was  evidently  designed  to 
have  the  warden  appointed  so  that  he  should  retain  his  place  as  long  as  he  was 
AsuocBBsful  warden,  and  that  he  should  not  be  removed  upon  the  mere 
whim  of  the  board,  or  on  account  of  change  in  the  political  complexion 
thereof,  but  our  courts  have  construed  "cause"  to  be  such  that  under  the 
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present  law  the  warden  is  practioally  appointed  for  life,  unless  he  doe^ 
eome  sucb  overt  act  as  to  warrant  bis  removal;  but  he  may  become  indif- 
ferent or  incompetent,  and  may  even  be  defiant  in  bis  attitude  towards  the 
board,  and  yet  there  is  no  power  to  remove  him.  This  is  protection  for 
tbe  warden,  but  is  not,  be  intended,  protection  to  the  intereste  of  the  State. 
It  would  seem  to  me  that  this  section  should  be  so  amended  as  to  provide, 
what  was  originally  intended,  that  tbe  warden  should  be  removed  only  for 
such  cause  as  would  justify  bis  removal  for  business  reasons  in  private 
buainesB  affairs. 

D. — FABDONINO   POWER. 

Seotiob  11,  of  Art.  V,  of  the  constitution  of  Michigan,  relative  to  the 
duties  of  the  governor,  provides  that  be  may  grant  reprieves,  oommuta- 
tions,  and  pardons,  after  cgnviotion,  for  all  offenses  except  treason  and 
oases  of  impeachment,  upon  such  conditions,  and  with  snob  restrictions 
and  limitations  as  he  may  think  proper,  subject  to  regulations  provided  by 
law  relative  to  the  manner  of  applying  for  pardons.  It  seems  to  me  that  a 
law  should  be  enacted  so  as  to  make  it  practicable,  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  tbe  proper  board,  that  this  provision  of  tbe  constitution  oould  be 
carried  out  literally.  There  are  many  oases  where  it  would  seem  proper 
and  wise  to  permit  prisoners,  and  especially  some  young  men,  to  be  liber- 
ated upon  certain  conditions,  notably  that  of  abs^ning  from  the  use  of 
intoxicating  liquors,  provided  that  in  case  of  violation  of  this  they  may  be 
returned  to  prison  without  tbe  ezpenfle  of  another  trial.  There  is  no 
dotabt  that  men  liberated  upon  these  conditions  would  be  much  less  likely  to 
enter  upon  a  career  of  crime,  and  would  be  able  to  get  a  start  in  life  before 
this  restraint  were  removftd.  It  would  materially  increase  the  chances  of 
returning  these  men  to  the  industrial  pursuits  of  life,  and  to  good  citizen- 
ship, and  at  tbe  same  time  relieve  tbe  State  of  tbe  burden  of  their  support. 
It  is  hoped  that  some  action  will  be  taken  to  bring  about  this  result. 

It  is  also  desirable  that  some  provision  be  made,  in  case  of  persons  sen- 
tenced for  a  term  of  years,  by  providing  either  for  tbe  filing  of  tbe  testi- 
mony complete,  or  of  a  history  of  tbe  case,  with  any  aggravating  or  mitigating 
circumstances  connected  therewith  in  tbe  executive  office  to  be  used  in 
cases  where  after  years  have  elapsed  an  application  for  pardon  is  made. 
Anyone  connected  with  pardon  matters  today  realizes  that  many  times  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  get  at  the  real  facts  in  the  case,  and  many  times  it  is 
made  to  appear  that  the  most  hardened  criminals  serving  a  long  term  of 
imprisonment  for  crimes  committed,  really  deserved  reward  at  the 
time  instead  of  punishment,  Tbe  statement  of  tbe  case  is  all  tbe 
argument  needed. 

E. — CONTRACTS    WITH    PRISON    OFFICERS. 

There  is  some  donbt  as  to  the  construction  to  be  placed  on  Ejection  21, 
of  act  No.  118,  public  acts  of  1893.  This  section  should  be  so  amended 
as  to  clearly  and  unequivocally  forbid  tbe  warden  of  any  prison  acting  for 
the  prison  under  bis  charge,  dealing  in  any  manner,  except  to  pay  in  the 
regular  way  in  cash  for  services  rendered  with  any  member  of  the  board  of 
control,  or  any  officer  connected  with  the  prison,  or  with  himself,  either 
directlv  or  indirectly.  Officers  should  be  paid  their  salaries,  and  purohaee 
what  they  need  as  other  people  do. 
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STATE  CHARITABLE  AND  REPORMATOBY  IN8T1TUTIOKS. 

The  School  for  th©  Deaf  at  Flint,  School  for  the  Blind  at  Lansing,  State 
Public  School  at  Coldwater,  Industrial  School  for  Boys  at  LanBing,  and  . 
Industrial  Home  for  Girls  at  Adrian,  are  fulfilling  the  purposes  and  objects 
for  which  they  were  created.  They  are  all  under  control  of  competent 
boards,  and  bo  far  as  known  the  snperintendente  and  aBsistants  are  very 
efficient,  and  weU  calcalated  for  their  poeiticms.  Each  of  these  inetitu- 
tionB  will  wont  the  oeual  appr(»>riation  for  oarreat  expenses,  and  in  some 
oases  special  appropriations  will  be  asked  for,  which  will  be  made  known 
to  yoB  in  detail  through  the  respeotive  boards  of  control,  and  the  reports 
of  the  Beveral  institutions. 

APPOINTIVE  STATE  OPPICERS. 

The  Commissioner  of  Bailroads,  Commissioner  of  Insorance,  Commis- 
nozier  of  Labor,  Commissioner  of  the  State  Blinking  Department,  and  the 
State  Inspector  of  Oils,  have  all  proven  especially  competent  for  the  work 
of  their  respective  offices,  and  have  devoted  their  entire  time  to  their 
dnties.  For  farther  information  in  regard  to  these  important  departments 
you  are  reepectfally  referred  to  their  several  reports, 

DAIRY  AND  POOD  COMMISSIONER. 

Bt  act  No.  211,  public  acts  of  1893,  the  appointment  of  a  Dairy  and 
Food  Commissioner  was  authorized.  Major  C.  E.  Storrs,  of  Musk^on, 
was  appointed  to  this  office,  and  since  that  time  has  siven  his  entire  time 
and  attention  to  the  duties  of  the  office ;  but  owing  to  the  insuffioient  power 
given  under  the  act,  and  the  insufficient  appropriation  for  continuing  th© 
analysis  and  prosecuting  the  violators  of  the  law,  he  has  not  been  able  to 
acoomplish  as  much  as  he  otherwise  would.  However,  a.  lai^e  amount  of 
information  has  been  collected,  and,  when  placed  before  the  legislature,  will 
enable  it  to  provide  means  for  successfully  carrying  on  the  work.  There  is  no 
more  important  measure  to  be  considered  at  this  time  than  the  question  of 
pure  food.  I  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  commissioner,  |and 
recommend  a  substantial  compliance  with  his  recommendations. 

FACTORY  INSPECTION. 

Act  Na  126,  public  acts  of  1893,  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  the 
employment  of  women  and  children  in  manufacturing  establishments  of 
this  State,  to  provide  for  the  inspection  and  regulation  of  such  manufact- 
uring establishments,  and  to  j^ovide  for  the  enforcement  of  such  rwula- 
tion  and  inspection,"  has  proven  a  good  one.  Under  this  act  the  Com- 
misBioner  of  Labor  has  appointed  factory  inspectors,  who  have  inspected 
more  than  400  factories,  and  caused  a  huge  number  of  improvements  tu 
be  made  in  machinery,  fire  esospee,  etc.,  and  has  also  prevented  the  viola- 
tion of  the  law  in  reg^  to  the  employment  of  women  and  children,  has 
preserved  labor  from  unfair  competition,  and  has  had  a  tendency  to  keep. 
children,  who  have  been  in  factories,  and  who  should  have  been  in  school. 
is  their  proper  places.  There  is  no  doubt  but  this  work  could  properly  be 
extended  futiiOT  than  it  has  been,  and  I  renpeotfally  refer  you  to  th» 
rqxwt  of  the  CommiBBiooer  of  Labor  on  factory  inspection.  tn>>-'it. 
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REMOVAL  OP  STATE  OPPICEES. 


Dttriog  the  year  just  passed  it  became  my  unpleasant  duty,  in  accordauce 
with  the  provisions  of  section  8,  of  article  XII,  of  the  constitution,  to 
cause  the  removal  of  three  elective  State  officers,  viz. :  The  Secretary  of 
State,  State  Treasurer,  and  Commiseioner  of  the  State  Land  Office,  for 
gross  neglect  of  duty  in  coDnection  with  the  canvass  of  votes  on  the  joint 
resolation  submitted  to  the  people  in  April,  1893,  in  relation  to  salaries  of 
State  officers.  G-roning  out  of  this  it  was.  also  discovered  that  there  had 
been  fraud  in  canvassing  the  vote  increasing  thesalary  of  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral in  1891.  After  this  action  had  been  taken  by  the  executive,  criminal  pro- 
ceedings were  commenced  againet  all  these  officers,  and  two  trials  have 
been  held,  both  resulting  in  a  disagreement  of  the  jury.  These  and  the 
remaining  cases  are  now  pending  in  the  circuit  court  for  the  county  of 
Ingham.  All  the  papers  pertaining  to  the  removal  of  the  State  officers  will 
be  submitted  under  separate  cover  for  your  information  and  consideration. 
It  appeared  to  be  necessary,  in  order  to  protect  the  intereets  of  the  State, 
that  the  prosecuting  attorney  of  Ingham  county,  where  the  oases  must  be 
tried,  should  have  assistance.  This  could  not  be  rendered  by  the  Attor- 
ney General,  because  he  was  also  one  of  the  indicted  parties.  Under  the 
frovisions  of  Section  342,  of  Howell's  Annotated  Statutes,  I.  engaged  the 
rms  of  Cehill  &  Ostrander  and  M.  V.  &  B.  A.  Montgom^,  to  assist  in 
the  prosecntion.  These  bills  amounted  to  (2,690.40,  and  have  been  paid 
by  the  Board  of  State  Auditors.  There  was  also  a  large  expense  incurred 
amounting  to  $5,765.85,  which  was  entirely  incidental  to  and  a  part  of  said 
cases.  It  seems  only  justice  that  the  State  should  assume  at  least  tbe 
major  portion  of  these  billa,  rather  than  that  they  should  be  paid  by 
Ingham  county  alone,  vfhich  is  no  more  interested  in  tbe  result  than  were 
all  the  people  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  I  respectfully  recommend  that 
the  legislature  provide  in  some  manner  for  paying  all  or  such  portion  of 
this  amount  as  shall  be  deemed  equitable. 

Soon  after  Mr.  Gardner,  tbe  new  Secretary  of  Sta^  took  possession,  it 
was  discovered  that  Mr.  August  W.  Lindbolm,  who  was  Deputy  Secretary 
of  State,  was  a  defaulter  to  a  considerable  amount.  In  the  meantime  Mr. 
Lindhohn  had  left  for  parts  unknown.  After  the  excitement  had  subsided 
somewhat,  it  was  learned  through  the  postoffice  authorities  that  Mr.  Lind- 
bolm had  returned  to  Sweden.  Extradition  papers  T^ere  procured,  and  be 
was  brought  back  for  trial.  He  has  been  bound  over  to  the  circuit  court 
for  trial,  and  is  out  on  bail. 


I  cannot  too  strongly  urge  that  you  again  submit  to  the  people  an  amend- 
ment to  the  constitution  increasing  the  salaries  of  State  offioera  While 
the  people  failed  to  vote  this  increase  in  both  1891  and  1893,  the  resolu- 
tion was  a  meritorious  one  and  had  the  people  understood' the  real  situa- 
tion they  would  have  voted  it  cheerfully.  The  officers  comprising  the 
Board  of  State  Auditors  also  hold  the  important  positions  of  Secretary  of 
State,  State  Treasurer,  and  Commissioner  of  the-  State  Land  Office, 
respectively,  two  of  whom  receive  only  $800  per  annum,  while  the  other, 
the  State  Treasurer,  receives  but  $1,000.  Owing  to  the  meager  salary  and 
the  impossibility  of  compelling  a  man  of  ordinary  means  to  leave  hie  bnsi- 
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neflB  aod  live  at  the  capitol,  or  of  even  attending  habitually  to  his  dutieB, 
it  has  made  it  Decessary  to  employ  deputies  who  are  competent  to  do  the 
work  of  the  principal,  and  paying  them  a  liberal  salary.  Then  a  chief  olerk 
has  been  appointed  who  has  had  general  supervision  of  the  ofiGoe,  and  who 
has  QBDEdly  done  the  work  which  the  deputy  would  do  in  case  the  principal 
were  present  attending  personally  to  the  duties  of  the  office.  The  men  who 
have  occapied  the  position  of  deputy  have  b^en  good  men,  and  have  with 
few  exceptions  done  their  work  well  but  there  is  a  difference  between 
power  and  responsibility  and  power  without  responsibility.  It  cannot  be 
doabted  that  the  interests  of  the  State  of  Michigan  woald  be  greatly 
benefited  by  requiring  all  the  State  officers  to  attend  personally  to  the 
dnties  of  their  offices.  If  this  were  done  enough  would  be  saved  in  salaries 
of  depatiee  and  clerks  about  the  offices  to  largely  compensate  for  the 
increase  but  even  if  this  were  not  done,  the  important  duties  which  devolve 
upon  these  officers,  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Canvassers  and  especially 
as  members  of  the  Board  of  State  Auditors,  all  requiring  personal  atten- 
tion, woold  justify  it.  It  is  not  only  in  the  interest  of  economy,  but  in  the 
interest  of  good  government.  It  is  not  just  to  those  holding  these  import- 
ant offices  that  the  pay  should  be  so  meager  that  they  must  turn  over  the 
most  reroonsible  duties  to  subordinates.  I  believe  it  would  be  a  saving  of 
thousands  of  dollars  to  the  taxpayers  of  Michigan  should  an  amendment  be 
adopted  ^ving  fair  compensation  to  these  officers  and  requiring  them  to 
give  personal  attention  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  is  another  important  State 
official  of  ivhom  very  much  is  expected,  and  who  is  only  paid  $1,000  per 
year.  There  are  substantiaUy  the  same  reasons  why  he  should  have  a  fair 
salary  and  be  required  to  attend  personally  to  the  duties  of  his  office  as 
there  are  in  the  other  cases. 

Important  as  are  the  officials  above  mentioned,  the  case  of  the  Attorney 
*7eneTal  is  none  the  lees  so.  He  is  paid  only  the  insignificant  salary  of 
S800  per  annnm,  and  he  is  expected  to  be  the  legal  adviser  of  all  the  State 
ofiioerB,  elective  and  appointive,  and  the  lagal  adviser  to  the  prosecuting 
sttomejs  of  the  State,  and  various  other  officials,  and  is  expected  to  give 
legal  aavioe  in  real  estate,  and  criminal  matters,  also  in  railroad,  insurance, 
and  verions  other  departments  of  law  where  corporations  employ  attorneys 
edaoated  and  experienced  in  these  particular  branches.  It  cannot  help 
resulting  in  a  loss  to  the  State.  I  believe  the  State  is  losing  enough  to 
pay  a  reasonable  salary  to  four  Attorneys  General  through  lack  of  paying  a 
fair  oompensation  to  one.  The  same  provision  should  be  applied  here, 
and  the  Attorney  General  given  a  fair  salary,  and  be  required  to  attend 
perscmally  to  the  duties  of  his  office.  As  an  illustration  of  the  amount  lost 
in  this  way  on  account  of  the  small  salary  paid  to  this  officer,  in  the  year 
1890  alone  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  allowed  for  attorney  fees  and 
■•xpensee  the  sum  of  $12,981.84.  That  occasions  may  ariBe  when  additional 
comsel  is  needed  is  altogether  probable,  but  if  this  provision  were  adopted 
tbe  amount  saved  in  extra  counsel  would  pay  the  additional  salary  of  the 
Attorney  General  several  times  over,  and  I  believe  he  would  save  the  State 
mncfa  more  by  having  the  cases  attended  to  promptly  and  properly. 

OFFICIAL  BONDS. 

Up  to  the  present  time  neither  the  Secretary  of  State  nor  his  deputy 
bave  ever  been  required  to  give  official  bonds.     The  reason  for  this  prob- 
i 
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ably  is  that  originally  the  Secretary  of  State  was  merely  a  record  keeper, 
and  no  moneys  passed  through  his  hands,  but  in  later  years  large  sums  of 
money  are  received  by  him  from  yariouB  Bources,  and  as  was  shown  in  the  case 
of  the  late  Deputy  Secretary  of  State,  there  is  a  chsDoe  for  embezzlement. 
It  would  seem  proper  that  both  the  Secretary  of  State  and  hia  deputy 
should  be  required  to  give  adequate  bonds  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  responsible  duties,  and  for  the  safe  payment  of  all  moneys  coming 
into  their  hands. 

No  bobd  has  ever  berai  required  for  mone^  received  as  notary  public  fees. 
It  might  be  well  to  place  this  duty  of  receiving  this  fund  and  aooountii^ 
for  it  upon  either  the  private  secretary  or  executive  clerk  to  the  Govemor, 
and  require  bonds  for  the  safe  custody  of  the  funds. 

There  ia  another  officer  who  is  performing  important  dtities  and  handling 
considerable  money,  and  while  he  is  not  holding  office  in  violation  of  law, 
yet  is  not  Tooogniz&d  either  by  the  constitution  or  the  statutes.  This  is 
the  clerk  of  the  Board  of  State  Auditors.  It  seems  to  me  it  would  be  wise 
to  authorize  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  by  statute  to  appoint  a  secretary, 
to  be  removed  at  will,  and  to  require  him  to  enter  into  a  bond  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  bis  duties,  end  the  safe  custody  of  money  and 
property  intrusted  to  his  keeping. 

Another  office  of  similar  tenure  is  the  Engineer  and  Superintendent  of 
Buildings  and  Orounds.  I  think  this  officer  should  also  be  authorized  by 
statute,  his  duties  and  responsibilities  fixed,  to  be  appointed  or  removed 
by  the  Board  of  State  Auditors,  who  are  the  proper  and  lawful  custodians 
of  the  State  property.  He  should  also  be  required  to  give  a  bond  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  the  safe  custody  of  property 
intrusted  to  his  care. 

POSTAGE  ACCOUNTS. 

Under  the  present  system  of  purchasing  stamps  for  the  various  depart- 
ments abases  are  liable  to  creep  in,  and  undoubtedly  have  existed  in  the 
past  It  would  seem  as  tbougli  this  postage  account  had  become  of  suffi- 
cient importance  that  some  proper,  and  convenient  system  for  protecting 
the  State  and  preventing  nnnecessary  losses  on  this  account  should  be 
provided. 

SUPREME  COURT, 

During  the  legislative  session  of  1893  several  plans  were  proposed  for  the 
relief  of  the  supreme  court.  The  one  finally  adopted  required  the  judees 
to  reside  at  Lansing,  and  an  increase  of  salary  was  given  them  in  consider- 
ation thereof.  At  the  time  of  the  adjournment  ot  the  legislature  there 
were  upwards  of  one  hundred  cases  ready  for  hearing  but  which  could  not  be 
reached.  In  the  eighteen  months  since  that  time  the  calendar  has  been 
cleared  and  the  court  feels  that  under  the  present  condition  of  affairs  they 
will  be  able  to  keep  up  with  the  work.  The  judges  have  been  where  they 
could  constantly  consult  together,  and  I  am  fully  satisfied  that  the  relief 
granted  has  been  the  most  practicable  that  could  have  been  given,  and  that 
it  cannot  help  bat  improve  the  character  of  the  decisions,  in  giving  the 
opinions  of  the  full  court  to  a  greater  extent  than  ever  before  by  being 
where  they  can  at  ell  times  consult  together  and  have  access  to  the  State 
library.     If  farther  relief  is  needed  it  seems  to  me  the  most  practicable 
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plan  would  be  to  limit  the  oases  which  may  be  appealed  to  the  supreme 
court  under  some  proper  safeguard.  Should  an  intermediate  court  be 
created,  Ktigants  would  be  no  letter  eatisfied  when  their  caees  are  decided 
hy  this  court  than  they  are  now  in  the  circuit  court,  and  would  not  be  con- 
tent with  anything  short  of  a  decision  by  the  highest  judicial  tribunal  in  ■ 
the  State.  Some  provision  might  be  made  creating  some  authority  to 
decide  whether  a  case  raises  questions  that  should  be  passed  upon  by  a 
higher  court.  It  might  be  uiged  that  this  would  be  a  denial  of  justice  in 
casee  where  the  amount  involved  is  small,  but  there  is  little  doubt  that  poor 
litigants  are  more  times  deprived  of  inBtiioe  by  vexatious  appeals  than  by  a 
denial  of  the  privilege  of  going  to  the  supreme  conrt,  and  some  cases  are 
now  taken  there  which  involve  so  small  an  amount  that  the  court  ahooU 
never  be  compelled  to  devote  any  time  to  it  It  tends  to  belittle  the  court 
and  is  not  conducive  to  the  just  determination  of  results.  Within  a  short 
time  a  case  appeared  in  our  aupreme  court  which  involved  four  geese  and  six- 
teen goslings  only,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  no  injustice  can  be  done  when  pro- 
vision ia  mede'that  trivial  oases  of  this  character  can  not  be  appealed  to  the 
mpreme  court. 

FARMERS'  INSTITUTES. 

The  following  resolution,  which  was  unanimously  adopted  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  State  Orange,  meets  thejviews  of  a  very  laige  majority  of 
the  farmers  throughout  the  State,  and  is  heartily  recommended  for  ^our 
oonsideration  -. 

"We  advocate  that  the  State  appropriate  annually  the  sum  of  $5,000,  or 
such  amount  as  will  be  sufficient  to  hold  a  two  day  institute  in  every  county 
in  the  State  where  the  agricultural  interesta  are  sufficienly  important  to 
demand  it  We  believe  the  success  of  the  institutes  will  be  greatest  where 
the  local  interest  is  the  greatest.  We  therefore  suggest  that  the  law  require 
the  formation  of  county  institute  societies  under  whost  auspices  the  insti- 
totes  shall  be  held,  and  which  shall  provide  local  speakers  to  occupy  about 
one-half  the  time  of  the  institute,  and  for  local  expenses." 

STATE  HORTIOUI-TURAL  SOCIETY. 

The  State  Horticultural  Society  has  been  doing  a  good  work  in  this  State 
and  the  horticultural  products  of  the  State  are  becoming  a  very  important 
aonroe  of  revenue.  They  are  increasing  rapidly  from  year  to  year.  The 
State  has  been  in  the  habit  of  bearing  the  expense  of  printing  its  rejKirts. 
They  are  now  called  upon  to  meet  some  new  insect  pests  which  threaten 
des^ctiou  to  some  of  the  most  valuable  fruits  in  the  State,  I  hope  that 
when  the  needs  of  the  society  are  presented  they  will  receive  the  attention 
their  importance  merits. 

CHICKAMAUGA  COMMISSION. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Act  No.  55,  Public  Acts  of  1893,  the  following 
oommieaion  was  appointed  to  ascertain,  fix,  and  mark  the  positions  occu- 
pei  hy  the  several  independent  organizations  of  this  State  in  the  battles 
of  Chickamauga,  Chattanooga,  and  Mission  Sidge:  Charles  E.  Belknap, 
of  Grand  Rapids;  Lucius  L.  Church,  of  Howard  City;  James  M.  Whallon, 
of  Fitchbnig;  Edgar  A.  Crane,  of  Kalamazoo;  and  Sylvester  F.  Dwight 
(tf  Hillsdale. 
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The  oommisedoa  has  made  8  partial  report  of  its  doings,  but  as  the  report 
was  not  complete  it  waB  withheld  for  completion.  The  commiSBion  has 
asked  for  an  appropriation  of  $20,000  to  mark  the  positiona  ocoapied  by 
the  several  Michigan  regiments  and  batteriea  After  this  is  done  the  gov- 
.emment  will  take  care  or  the  monumeutB,  and  the  State  will  be  to  no  fur- 
ther expense.  I  think  this  appropriation  should  be  made.  It  is  less  than 
any  other  State  has  appropriated  in  proportion,  but  from  plans  submitted 
by  the  commission  I  am  satisfied  the  work  can  be  well  done  for  this  amount, 
and  recommend  that  the  appropriation  be  made. 

ANTIETAM  COMMISSION. 

Upon  the  request  of  the  Antietam  Board,  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of 
War,  to  carry  out  the  provisionfl  of  an  act  of  congress  approved  August  30, 
1890,  appropriating  money  for  the  purpose  of  surveyiiuf,  locating  and  pre- 
serving the  battle  fines  at  the  battle  of  Antietam,  Gen.  W,  H.  Withington, 
W.  H.  Brearley,  Maj.  R.  W.  Jaoklin,  Col.  J.  D.  Sumner,  and  A.  T. 
Navarre,  were  appointed  a  commission  to  mark  the  positions  of  Michigan 
regiments  and  Mtteries  upon  the  field  of  battle.  The  work  of  this  com- 
mission has  been  nearly  completed.  There  is  no  provision  of  law  author- 
izing the  payment  of  the  actual  expenses  of  this  commission  while 
engaged  in  this  work,  and  I  would  recommend  that  an  act  be  passed 
making  provision  for  its  expenses.  The  work  is  along  the  same  line  as 
that  per&rmed  by  the  Chiokamauga  Commission,  and  is  deserving  of  the 
same  consideration. 

LABOR  STRIKES. 

During  the  summer  of  1894,  Michigan,  as  well  as  her  sister  states,  suf- 
fered from  the  great  labor  strikes,  which  occurred  during  the  last  days  of 


June  and  early  days  of  July.  Great  damcwe  was  done  by  the  suspen- 
sion of  railway  traffic,  and  the  incidental  damage  done  to  all  kinds 
of   business.   It   is  undoubtedly   the   tact,   however,   that   those  engaged 


in  the  strike  were  the  greatest  sufferers  therefrom  as  in  many 
they  were  thrown  out  of  employment  and  were  compelled  to  seek 
employment  elsewhere.  In  many  oases  it  became  necessary  for  men 
who  had  comfortable  homes  either  wholly  or  partially  paid  for, 
and  who  had  established  social  and  business  ties  which,  were  of  great 
value  to  them,  found  it  necessary  to  sever  all  these  connections,  and  seek 
employment  amid  strange  scenes  and  surroundings.  Others  have  been 
unable  to  get  employment,  owing  to  the  number  of  men  thrown  out  of 
employment,  and  from  other  causes.  Fortunately  but  little  damage  was 
done  by  the  wanton  destruction  of  property.  There  was,  however,  one 
very  serious  wreck,  causing  the  loss  of  two  lives,  and  the  endangering  of 
many  others,  brought  about  by  the  removing  of  a  rail  from  the  track  of  the 
Chicago  &  Grand  Trunk  railroad  west  of  Battle  Creek,  on  the  night  of  July 
16,  1S®4,  which,  while  not  the  work  of  the  oi^anization,  was  caused  by  the 
feeling  engendered  during  the  strike.  Those. engaged  in  this  diabolical 
work  have  confessed  their  crime,  and  it  is  possible  will  be  punisheil  for  it. 
Soon  after  midnight  on  the  night  of  July  2,  upon  the  representation  of 
the  sheriff  of  Calhoun  county,  other  citizens  and  railroad  officials  of  the 
danger  of  the  destruction  of  property  by  the  lawless  element  which  almost 
always  accompanies  a  strike,  the  companies  composing  the  first  regiment 
of  the  Michigan  National  Guard   viz. : 
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Company  A,  Ann  Arbor,'  Captain,  John  C.  Fischer. 
Company  B,  Adrian,  Captain,  Joseph  C.  Buck. 
Company  C,  Tecumseh,  Captain  Will  H.  Hayden. 
Company  D,  Jackson,  Captain,  Horry  A.  Lincoln. 
Company  E,  Lansing,  Captain,  Herbert  H,  Herrick. 
Company  P,  Mason,  Captain,  John  G.  Snook. 
Company  G,  Ypeilanti,  Captain,  Marcua  T.  Woodruff. 
Company  H,  Jackeon,  Captain,  Frank  M.  Drumm, 

were  ordered  into  their  respective  armories.  All  the  companies  responded 
with  commendable  alacrity,  and  practically  all  the  membere  of  each  com- 
pany who  were  at  home  and  in  condition  for  dnty  responded  promptly, 
Fortimately  their  services  were  not  needed,  and  they  were  relieved  on  the 
evening  of  July  3. 

On  tbe  3d  of  July  an  urgent  call  was  made  for  military  aid  by  the  sheriff 
of  Gogebic  county,  on  account  of  the  striking  miners.  After  a  brief  but 
thorough  investigation  as  the  circumstances  would  permit  the  following 
companies  of  the  5th  regiment,  Companies  D,  of  Calumet,  C^taiu  Elwood 
S,  Grierson;  E,  of  Menominee,  Captain  Robert  W.  Chester;  F,  of  Hough- 
ton. Captain  Geoi^  Miller;  G,  of  Marquette,  Captain  James  E. 
Ball ;  and  H,  of  Ironwood,  Captain  William  L;  Winslow,  under  command 
of  Colonel  Frank  B.  Lyon,  were  ordered  to  report  for  duty  at  Ironwood  at 
<mce.  The  companies  immediately  responded  and  while  it  was  found 
necessary  to  keep  the  troops  on  the  ground  for  twenty-six  days,  there  were 
no  excesses  on  the  part  of  the  troops,  no  blood  was  shed,  and  good  order 
was  maintained.  The  good  behavior  of  the  troops  is  the  more  to  be  com- 
mended  from  the  fact  that  upon  their  arrival  they  were  hooted  at  and 
stoned,  and  two  or  three  of  their  number  considerably  injured,  but  under 
the  command  of  Colonel  Lyon,  whose  excellent  judgment  and  soldierly 
qualities  cannot  be  too  highly  commended,  the  troops  behaved  like  veter- 
Knfi  and  showed  that  they  felt  the  responsibilties  of  the  soldier.  When  all 
do  so  well  it  seems  unwise  to  make  special  mention,  but  I  cannot  refrain 
from  mentioning  the  case  of  Company  H,  Captain  Winslow,  of  the  5th 
regiment,  located  at  Ironwood,  who  were  the  first  to  respond  to  the  call  of 
the  sheriff,  and  while  among  the  strikers  were  their  neighbors  and  friends, 
they  stood  from  first  to  last  ready  to  do  their  full  duty,  and  when  the  col- 
onel, owing  to  lack  of  accommodations,  intsructed  them  to  go  to  their 
req>ective  homes,  subject  to  call,  were  reluctant  to  do  so  until  assured  by 
the  commanding  officer  that  there  was  no  lack  of  confidence  in  their  loyalty 
or  reliability  in  case  of  need.  There  is  an  almost  unanimous  opinion  on 
the  part  of  the  citizens  of  Ironwood  that  the  presence  of  the  troops  alone 
prevented  great  destruction  of  property  and  possible  loss  of  life. 

The  two  events  mentioned  above  demonstrate  clearly  that  the  Michigan 
National  Onard  is  under  good  discipline,  and  recognize  their  duty  to  th« 
Stste^  not  only  as  soldiers,  but  as  citizens,  and  it  is  not  too  much  to  say 
that  thej  may  be  relied  upon  in  any  emergency  in  which  the  interest  of 
the  State  or  its  people  are  in  danger. 

MICHIGAN  NATIONAL  GUARD. 

Id  tbia  oonneoti<m  it  is  proper  to  say  that  the  Michigan  National  Guard 
has  abown  great  improvement  in  maintaining  order  and  discipline.  During 
4e  last  encampment  one  r^meot  was  placM  at  all  timee^on  regular  gaanl 
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duty,  and  it  was  so  well  performed  that  it  vbb  found  impossible  for  either 
officers  or  men  to  pass  the  lines  without  the  proper  countersign.  The  last 
encampment  was  emphatically  a  camp  of  instruction.  This  I  believe  to 
be  of  the  greatest  importance  to  a  border  state  like  Michigan.  The  effi- 
ciency of  the  Michigan  National  Guard  is  important  not  only  to  the  State 
itself,  but  as  a  part  of  the  military  forces  of  the  United  States  in  case  o£  an 
emei^ncy. 

MICHIGAN  NAVAL  BRIQADB. 

Under  the  provisions  of  act  No.  184,  public  acts  of  1893,  two  divisions 
of  the  Michigan  Naval  Brigade  have  been  mustered  into  service.  The 
first,  mustered  in  at  Detroit  in  March  last,  has  become  quite  well  drilled, 
and  during  the  summer  had  a  week's  experience  on  board  the  U.  S.  steam- 
ship, "Michigan."  The  brigade oonsista  of  men  who  are  young,  educated, 
energetic,  and  interested  in  the  subject,  and  in  case  of  war  their  services 
and  their  knowledge  of  our  rivers  and  lakes  which  they  are  rapidly  obtain- 
ing would  be  of  incalculable  service  to  the  State  and  nation.  At  present 
the  brigade,  including  both  infantry  and  naval,  from  adjutant  general  to  cor- 
poral, is  well  officered  and  the  men  are  the  equals  of  any  in  any  likie  organi- 
zation, either  in  military  knowledge  or,  in  what  tends  to  make  a  good  sol- 
dier, good  citizenship. 

OROAMZATIONS  OP  LABOR. 

The  strikes  mentioned  above,  and  others  in  this  and  adjoining  states, 
oansing  incalculable  dam^e  to  many  interests,  and  some  damage  to  all 
interests,  raises  the  pertinent  question,  what  can  be  done  to  prevent  them 
in  the  future?  Is  there  not  some  way  in  which  the  differences  between 
capital  and  labor  can  be  adjusted  witiioat  the  disastrous  resort  to  strikes? 
Oapital  is  sensitive,  and  it  may  be  questioned  whether  the  very  means  used 
by  labor  organizations  to  increase  wages  and  get  other  concessions  to  better 
their  conditions  does  not  in  the  end  have  the  opposite  effect  in  causing 
capital  to  seek  investment  in  some  other  line  which  does  not  require  the 
employment  of  labor.  Labor  otKanizations  have  done  much  in  educating 
and  aiding  each  other  in  times  of  need.  By  their  organization  they  have 
wielded  a  power  which  has  compelled  concessions  from  employers  which 
individually  they  could  not  have  obtained.  No  matter  how  orderly  the 
managers  of  a  sbike  start  in,  or  how  strong  the  resolutions  passed  to  pre- 
serve order  and  refrain  from  violence  or  dam^e  to  property,  it  almost 
invariably  happens  that  before  a  settlement  is  effected  there  is  more  or  less 
violence  used.  In  any  event  it  is  a  place  where  the  lawless  element  con- 
gregate ready  for  the  first  opportunity  for  violence  and  plunder.  Among 
all  the  numerous  sufferers  horn  strikes  none  suffer  so  severely,  and  in  the 
■end  so  disastrously  as  those  engaged  in  the  strike.  They  also  find  it  much 
more  difficult  to  recover  from  its  effect  than  any  others.  Arbitration,  com- 
plusory  and  voluntary,  are  proposed  as  a  remedy  for  the  existing  evils,  but 
neither  of  these  seems  to  meet  the  requirement.  Voluntary  arbitration 
involves  a  mutual  agreement  to  submit  matters  of  difference  to  arbitrators  to 
be  agreed  upon,  and  a  further  agreement  to  abide  by  the  decision  when  ren  - 
dered.  There  is  ample  legal  machinery  for  this  now.  Compulsory  arbi- 
tration will  be  only  establishing  another  court  or  courts,  in  which  these 
-difficulties  can  be  settled.  In  case  one  pwrty  to  the  disagreement  should 
'invoke  the  aid  of  this  new  court  he  must  show  a  violation  pf  contract  and 
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an  infringemeiit  of  pereoual  pr  property  rights,  or  the  court  would  have  no 
jurisdiction.  If  an;  of  these  things  have  been  done,  then  the  courts  now 
eiifitiue  have  jurisdiction  and  can  furnish  the  remedy.  It  will  be  found 
imposmble  under  our  form  of  government  to  compel  any  corporation  or 
indiridDal  to  employ  men,  or  to  pay  them  auy  x>artioular  wages.  Men  of 
means  will  suspend  or  abandon  busioess  if  its  management  is  taken  from 
their  control.  It  will  be  found  equally  useless  to  try  and  compel  men  to 
work  Dcleas  it  is  for  their  interest  to  do  so.  In  the  end  there  must  be 
muloal  aereement  between  employer  and  employe,  such  as  will  be  mutually 
benefidaJ,  or  such  relation  cannot  long  exist.  Any  agreement  of  this 
fiaracter  must  also  be  based  on  principles  of  equity  and  justice.  The 
demands  of  civilization  have  made  the  creation  of  artificial  persons  a  neces- 
sity, aud  much  as  corporations  are  condemned,  modem  civilization  cannot 
^t  along  without  them.  Laws  have  been  enacted  providing  for  the  asso- 
ciation  of  capital  to  carry  on  large  operations  which  would  be  impossible 
for  an  individual  to  do,  and  many  times  the  investment  is  of  such  a  char- 
aclei  that  no  prudent  man  would  be  witling  to  invest  his  all  in  it,  but  is 
rilling  to  venture  a  fixed  amount  which  if  lost  will  not  ruin  him.  Thus 
mrporations  are  given  certain  powers  and  privileges  and  upon  them  is 
imposed  certain  limited  liabilities  and  responsibilities.  On  the  other  hand 
kbor  has  been  left  to  fight  on  single  handed  so  far  as  law  is  concerned. 
The  necessities  of  labor  have,  however,  caused  them  to  organize  among 
tbemselves,  but  in  order  to  accomplish  their  object  they  have  been  led  to 
do  many  things  not  authorized  by  law  and  in  some  instances  in  direct  vio- 
Lition  of  law.  Under  the  existing  oiroumstances  it  would  seem  to  be  the 
part  of  wisdom  and  justice  to  provide  for  the  organizations  of  corporationa 
of  labor,  with  as  much  power  and  no  greater  liability  than  is  imposed  on 
oOTporations  of  (»pital.  Create  them  as  a  body  corporate,  which  may 
iD&ke  contracts  and  enforce  them,  and  be  empowered  in  turn  to  sue  and  be 
toed,  and  in  short  to  do  anything  they  may  be  authorized  to  do  in  the 
nticles  of  incorporation.  This  would  place  them  on  an  equality,  and  diffi- 
cdtiee  between  capital  and  labor  would  be  settled  as  other  difficulties  and 
diawieements  are  settled,  through  the  courts.  It  is  hardly  consistent  to 
motemn  labor  organizations  for  taking  the  law  into  their  own  hands  unless 
nme  lawful  and  practicable  method  is  provided  for  the  protection  of  their 
tatereets.  There  is  little  doubt  that  there  are  difficulties  in  the  way  of 
arrying  out  this  plan,  and  it  is  hardly  probable  that  any  law  enacted 
•oald  at  first  be  satisfactory,  but  with  the  object  kept  steadily  in  view  of 
providing  for  equitable  contracts  and  an  equitable  and  practical  method 
nv  their  enforcement,,  in  the  end  euocees  is  certain. 

GEOLOGICAL  8UEVEY. 

The  State  Ueolcwist,  Dr.  L.  L.  Hubbard,  makes  a  report,  which  is  now 
Jt  print,  which  will  prove  a  valuable  addition  to  the  reports  heretofore 
made.  With  the  exception  of  a  small  volume  two  years  ago,  this  is  the 
fiiEl  report  in  fourteen  years.  It  is  nearly  two  years  since  Dr.  Hubbard 
ifceived  the  appointment  of  State  Oeologist,  and  entered  actively  on  the 
<iiscliai^  of  his  duties.  It  was  some  months  4ater  that  Dr.  IJane  was 
ippninted  as  his  assistant.  £oth  these  gentlemen  had  been  engaged  in 
'ii«  work,  and  were  able  to  take  hold  intelligently  where  their  predecessor 
;eftoff. 

Heretofore  alilbe  specimens' and  paraphernalia  connected  with  the  sur- 
M  bad  been  keptat-  the  Mining  8t>ho<M,   but  it  was'  evident  that  while 
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there  was  a  certain  similarity  of  purpose,  it  was  to  the  interest  of  both  the 
survey  and  the  echool  that  they  should  not  occupy  the  same  building, 
although  it  vaa  deeirable  tbey  Bhould  remain  in  close  prozimity  to  each 
other.  The  liberal  people  of  Houghton  contributed  $1,000  toward  the 
erection  of  a  building,  and  the  Mining  School  board  kindly  permitted  thi< 
building  to  be  erected  on  the  Mining  School  grounds.  There  was  appro- 
priated the  Bum  of  $1,250  from  the  survey  fund  to  finish  and  equip  the 
building,  which  makes  for  the  survey  a  comfortable  and  convenient  home. 
It  is  now  believed  that  this  work  will  be  pushed  with  the  vigor  and  indus- 
try which  its  importance  demands,  and  the  public  promptly  given  the 
result  of  the  work. 

As  the  law  now  stands  the  'appropriations  for  the  use  of  the  geological 
survey  a!re  paid  out  upon  the  onier  of  the  Governor,  There  seems  to  w  no 
good  reason  why  this  fund  should  not  take  the  regular  course  of  other 
appropriations. 

STATE  PIONEER  SOUIBTY. 

This  society  since  its  organization  has  rescued  from  oblivion  many 
valuable  and  interesting  facts  connected  with  the  early  settlement  of  Mich- 
igan, and  which  will  prove  doubly  valuable  when  all  those  who  took  part 
in  this  work  have  passed  away.  Their,  work  is  one  of  love  for  the  object  in 
which  they  are  engaged,  and  for  which  they  have  neither  asked  nor 
received  any  compensation.  They  only  ask  that  the  State  print  the  results 
of  their  labors,  that  it  may  be  preserved.  The  usual  amount  of  $1,000  wilt 
be  needed  for  the  ensuing  two  yeara 

ELECTION  LAWS. 

There  is  very  little,  if  any,  complaint  with  reference  to  the  present  ©lec- 
tion law,  but  in  the  interest  of  accuracy  and  to  avoid  any  change  in  the 
returns  I  renew  the  recommendation  of  two  years  ago  that  provision  be 
made  for  counting  the  vote  at  intervals  during  the  day  by  a  separate  board. 
As  fast  as  the  result  is  known  it  should  also  be  posted  in  at  least  one  pub- 
lic place,  and  signed  by  the  board,  and  further  results  should  be  added  to 
it  during  the  day.  This  would  prevent  any  changes  for  partisan  purposes 
later  in  the  day.  With  this  arrangement  the  reeult  of  election  in  moet 
cases  would  be  known  and  the  returns  made  out  as  early  as  6  or  7  o'clock 
in  the  evening,  and  as  boards  usually  receive  pay  for  two  days,  there  woald 
be  no  increase  in  expense,  but  there  would  be  a  gua^nty  of  greater  accu- 
racy, because  the  men  would  be  fresh  and  would  have  ample  time  to  count 
the  votes  and  declare  the  result. 

COUNTY  CANVASS. 

The  present  method  of  canvassing  votes  by  the  tx^rd  of  county  can 
VBSsers  is  expensive,  and  no  better  done  than  it  could  be  by  a  much 
smaller  board.     This  is  a  matter  well  worthy  of  your  consideranon. 

MICHIGAN  MUNICIPAL  COMMISSION. 

By  the  provisions  of  act  No.  169,  public  acts  of  1893,  the  Governor 
was  aatborized  to  appoint  a  commission  to  prepare  and  report  a  geueral 
mtuiioipal  corporation  bill,  under  which  all  munioipalitiee  may  Deooin& 
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inooiporsted,  and  Hon.  William  Hartsuff,  Hon.  Gorrit  J.  Diekema  and 
Hon.  Edwin  F.  Conelv  were  appointed  as  such  commissioners.  Soon  after 
appointment  Hon.  William  HartsufF  resigned,  owing  to  press  of  other 
bmsineas,  and  Hon.  Mark  S.  Brewer  was  appointed  in  bis  place.  This 
commission  baa  worked  faithfully  and  earnestly  to  Bccomplieb  what  tbe  act 
impoeed  uptm  them.  It  ie  my  understanding  that  they  have  not  attempted 
to  introduce  any  new  or  startling  provisions  into  the  municipal  law,  but  it 
has  been  their  aim  to  introduce  only  well-tried  and  tested  provisions,  those 
which  have  been  found  after  years  of  nse  to  be  satisfactory.  It  is  hoped 
that  this  report  will  be  such  tbat  without  material  amendment  or  alteration 
it  may  be  passed  early  in  tbe  session  and  become  a  law.  I  would  also  urge 
that  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  be  early  submitted  to  the  people, 
providing  that  the  legislature  shall  hereafter  not  be  permitted  to  enact 
q)ecial  municipal  charters.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  call  your  attention  to 
toe  great  saving  of  time,  litigation  and  annoyance  that  would  be  gained  if 
all  villages  and  cities  of  tbe  same  class  were  brongbt  under  tbe  same  pro- 
risioiiB  of  law. 

A  bill  providing  for  the  incorporation  of  v!llages,and  one  for  the  smaller 

cities  is  already  prepared  and  in  print,  and  will  be  found  upon  your  desks. 

If  these  bUla  are  passed  early  in  the  session  it  will  save  a  great  deal  of 

work  on  proposed  amendments  to  various  city  and  village  charters  througb- 

ont  the  State. 

BUILDING  AND  LOAN  ASSOCIATIONS. 

The  number  of  building  and  loan  and  similar  asBooiations  in  tbe  State, 
the  large  amount  of  money  which  they  have  loaned  and  on  deposit,  and  the 
QDmber  of  people  who  are  interested  in  their  management,  would  seem  to 
demand  that  the  State  should  require  reports  to  be  made  from  these  asso- 
oietionB,  and  that  tbey  should  also  be  subjected  to  some  State  supervision. 
Ton  are  respectfully  uiged  to  give  this  important  matter  your  careful 
txmmderation. 

CONCLUSION. 

Yaa  are  charged  with  vast  responsibilities.  You  are  to  legislate  for  two 
and  a  qoarter  million  of  people,  with  as  great  a  variety  of  interest  as  any 
eqoal  number  of  people  in  the  world. 

Yon  are  to  provide  for  institutions  which  have  cost  tbe  State  more  tban 
ten  million  dollars,  and  the  maintenance  of  which  costs  a  vast  amount 
every  year.  Every  institution, every  interest,and  every  class  of  our  people 
demand  careful  consideration  at  your  hands.  The  same  rule  in  expendi- 
tures should  govern  you  that  governs  expenditures  in  private  business 
afFaira  What  is  worth  doing  at  all  is  worth  doing  well.  The  more 
promptly  and  thoroughly  your  work  is  done,  the  more  hearty  will  be  tbe 
welcome  and  approval  of  your  constituents.

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Municipal  Commission: 

To  tke  Oovemor: 

The  Municipal  Commission  is  prepared  to  report  progress  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  duties  devolving  upon  it  Soon  after  the  Board  had  been 
organized,  and  before  any  actual  work  had  been  undertaken,  Qen.  Hartsuff, 
one  ot  the  members,  resigned,  and  the  vacancy  was  filled  in  June  last. 
Several  oonferenoee  were  soon  after  held  in  order  to  consider  the  scope  of 
the  work  devolving  upon  the  Commission.  After  full  consideration  it  was 
found  neceesaiy,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commission,  to  divide  the  cities 
into  four  olaasea  This  neoessitated  the  preparing  of  font  billB,lMeidee  the

bill  relating  to  villages.  Steps  were  taken  to  gatber  such  neoeasary  iafor- 
mation  touching  the  wants  of  the  cities  of  the  several  classes  as  was  within 
reach  of  the  Commission.  One  city  of  each  of  the  several  classes  was  vis- 
ited by  the  ComiDission,  and  circular  letters  with  formulated  questions 
were  prepared  and  sent  to  nearly  every  city  in  the  State,  as  well  as  to  the 
most  important  villagee.  Much  information  was  procured  in  this  manner, 
which  has  Deen  of  use  to  the  Oummission.  One  of  the  members  of  the 
Commission  had  made  bis  arrangements  to  visit  Europe  in  June,  with  the 
expectation  of  returning  about  the  middle  of  September.  During  his 
absence  several  conferences  were  held  by  a  majority  of  the  Commiasion,  for 
the  purpose  of  arranging  for  their  work  and  putting  in  shape  for  use  suob 
information  as  they  were  able  to  gather.  During  tne  last  two  months  the 
Commission,  or  a  majority  of  the  same,  have  devoted  nearly  their  entire 
time  to  the  preparation  of  the  necessary  bills  to  carry  out  the  object  of  the 
act  nnder  which  the  Commiseion  was  created.  After  mature  consideration, 
it  was  thought  advisable  to  classify  the  cities  as  follows  i  The  first  class  t^ 
include  all  cities  with  a  population  above  150,000',  second, those  cities  hav- 
ing a  population  exceeding  50,000,  and  less  than  160,000;  third,  those 
cities  having  a  population  of  10,000  and  not  ezoeeding  50,000;  fourth, 
cities  having  a  population  of  less  than  10,000. 

The  bill  for  the  incorporation  of  villages  is  now  prepared  and  printed,  as 
well  as  the  bill  incorporating  or  reincorporating  cities  of  the  fourth  class. 
We  present  herewith  copies  of  such  bills,  suggesting  that  the  same  be  laid 
before  the  Legislature  without  delay  for  consideration.  The  bill  for  the 
reincorporation  of  cities  of  the  third  class  is  now  under  consideration  and 
partiallv  completed.  It  is  the  expectation  of  the  Commission  that  suob 
bill  will  be  ready  to  lay  before  the  Legislature  by  the  l&th  inst.  Bills  gov- 
erning cities  of  the  first  and  second  class  will  be  prepared  without  delay. 
No  one  unfamiliar  with  such  work  can  realize  the  difficulties,  as  well  as 
the  labor,  involved  in  the  preparation  of  such  bills.  The  difference  in  the 
municipal  machinery  of  cities  of  the  third  and  fourth  class,  and  in  the 
officials  in  such  municipalities,  as  well  aa  the  difference  in  the  power  of 
taxation,  salaries  of  officials  and  other  matters,  creates  obstacles  difficult  to 
overcome,  and  which  require  the  greatest  study  and  care,  yet  we  apprehend 
the  object  desired  by  the  Legislature  will  be  reached. 

In  1S73  the  Legislature  passed  a  general  law  for  the  incorporation  of  vil- 
lages, as  well  as  such  a  law  for  the  incorporation  of  cities.  These  law& 
were  not  compulsory,  and  hence  cities  ana  villages  have  become  incorpo- 
rated under  them  or  not,  as  they  saw  fit.  Uiwn  the  voluntary  action  of  the 
cities  and  villages,  we  find,  upon  examination,  that  about  three-fourths  of 
all  the  villages  in  the  State  have  become  incorporated  under  suoh  general 
village  law,  and  sixteen  out  of  seventy  of  existing  cities  are  incorporated 
nnder  such  general  law  for  the  incorporation  of  cities.  From  investigation 
given  to  the  matter,  the  Commission  have  found  such  cities  and  villages  as 
are  incorporated  under  such  general  laws,  generally  well  satined,  and  their 
officers  have  but  few  suggestions  to  give  or  make  towards  material  changes. 
The  machinery  under  the  former  law  for  the  incorporation  of  cities  was  too 
limited,  apparently,  for  large  cities,  and  hence  no  la^e  city  availed  itself 
of  its  provisions.  The  Commission  have  made  such  former  acts  somewhat 
the  groundwork  of  their  bills  enlarging  the  powers  of  the  officials  as  well 
as  of  the  corporation,  so  as  to  make  the  same  as  complete  as  possible,  in 
order  to  carry  out  the  necessary  duties  which  should  devolve  upon  suoh 
mnnicipaltiy.     The  Commission  have  not  thought  it  advisable  to  make 
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many  radical  ohangee  in  the  government  of  onr  munioipalitiee,  but  hav* 
deemed  it  more  important,  for  the  present,  to  formulate  general  laws  nude 
which  saoh  mncicipalities  might,  with  unity,  act,  belieTing  that  anoh 
improvement  as  might  be  thought  advisable  in  the  direction  of  reforms  in 
administratioii  could  better  hereafter  be  made  as  public  sentiment  should 
warrant  the  same.

To  the  Honorable  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Michigan  : 

The  board  of  soperyisors  of  the  county  of  Qogebic,  in  regular  meeting 
aasembled,  reepectfally  petition  your  honorable  body  to  repeal  the  law 
known  as  the  county  road  law,  or  so  modify  same  as  to  vest  in  the  board 
o^  supervisors  anlhority  to  levy  a  county  road  tax,  if  so  determined  by 
vote  of  the  people  in  the  county,  and  to  expend  same  in  building  county 
roads,  or  in  assuming  and  maintaining  roads  already  bnilt  as  county  roads. 
We  respectfully  submit,  that  our  county  adopted  the  presentconnty  road 
system,  bat  we  find  it  as  now  constituted,  with  separate  and  independent 
board  of  commiasioDere,  a  moet  cumbersome,  impracticable  and  unneces- 
aarily  expensive  syatem,  entirely  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  benelit 
derived.  By  granting  this  additional  authority  to  the  county  board  of 
■apervisors,  cJl  the  benefits  of  county  roads  are  obtained  at  a  much  lees 
expense,  the  management  is  concentrated  into  more  respoosible  hands  who 
are  more  directly  reeponsible  to  the  people  of  their  respective  cities  and 
towns,  the  needs  and  uniformity  of  the  system  would  be  better  subserved 
•8  the  several  cities  and  towns  of  the  county  would  have  equal  and  pro- 
pc»tionate  voice  and  in&aence  as  to  where  and  how  roads  are  needed  and 
sfamild  be  bnilt 
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We  further  submit  that,  whatever  argnmentg  may  hold  in  favor  of  the 
present  system  under  the  control  of  a  special  board  in  thickly  and  fairly 
evenly  settled  and  populated  connties,  do  not  apply  up  here  where  the 
population  is  concentrated  in  a  few  spots  while  the  balance  of  the  county 
IS  practically  a  wildemesB. 

For  the  granting  of  this  our  petition  as  far  as  upper  peninsula  is  con-

Thft  committee  on  Military  Affairs,  to  whom  was  referred 
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Senate  bill  Na  35,  entitled 

A  bill  to  make  aa  appropriatioo  for  marking  by  monnments  the  placea 
occupied  by  the  9th,  10th,  llth,  litth,  3l6t,  and  22a  regiments  of  Michigan 
infantry;  the  2d  and  ith  regiments  of  cavalry;  the  Ist  regiment  Michigan 
engineers  and  mechanics,  and  batteries  A.  and  D.,  let  Michigan  artillery, 
who  participated  in  the  campaignB  and  battles  of  Chickamauga  and  Chattii- 
noc^a,  within  the  National  Military  Park  of  Chickamaaga  and  Chatta- 
nooga, and  providing  for  the  erection  of  the  same; 

Respectfully  report  that  they  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  . 
and  have  directed  me  to  return  the  same  to  the  Senate  with  the  following 
explanation  of  the  origin  and  development  of  the  Chickamauga  and  Ohatta- 
DOt^a  Park  project : 

A  visit  of  a  number  of  Union  soldiers  to  the  Chickamauga  battlefield  in 
June,  1888,  led  to  the  publictaion  of  a  series  of  letters  in  the  Cincinnati 
Commercial  Gazette,  in  which  the  suggestion  was  made  that  the  field 
should  be  secured  and  preserved,  and  all  the  lines  of  battle  be  permanently 
marked. 

In  September  following,  the  secretary  of  the  society  of  the  Anny  of  the 
Camberland,  by  a  resolution,  brought  the  subject  before  the  society 
at  its  meeting  in  Chicago,  A  committee  was  appointed,  which  met 
in  Wasbii^^n  the  following  February,  and  a  conference  secured  with 
prominent  Confederate  veterans  who  were  in  Washington  with  a  view  of 
forming  a  joint  Memorial  Battlefield  Association,  and  a  plan  for  preserving 
and  marking  the  field  was  approved.  After  much  preliminary  work,  in 
which  the  entire  ooaatry  became  interested,  a  bill  was  introduced  in  the 
United  States  Senate  in  June,  1890,  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  a 
National  Military  Park  at  the  battlefield  of  Chickamauga." 

This  bill  provided  for  the  purchase  outright  of  the  thirteen  square  miles 
of  territory  which  embraced  the  battlefield,  and  thecession  of  thirty-eight 
miles  of  roads  outside  of  this  tract,  which  include  those  along  Missionary 
Ridge  and  over  the  north  point  of  Lookout  Mountain.  Over  this  territory 
and  along  these  approaches  Congress  was  to  assume  full  jurisdiction  ana 
estabUsb  them  as  a  National  Military  Park  under  the  direct  care  of  the 
Secretary  of  War.  All  the  leading  influences  of  the  House  and  Senate 
quickly  manifested  their  interest  and,  though  the  bill  carried  a  large  appro- 
priation, it  was  taken  up  out  of  its  order,  by  unanimous  consent,  and 
passed  without  a  dissenting  vote  in  either  body.  The  bill  under  title, 
"Public  act  No.  234,"  was  approved  August  19,  1890. 

Under  authority  of  Ihis  act,  the  Secretary  of  War  appointed  a  commis- 
sion under  whose  supervision  work'was  at  once  commenced.  Titles  to  the 
land  were  secured,  and  a  laige  force  of  men  began  the  construction  of  roads 
and  tbe  removal  of  underbrush  in  the  forests,  and  other  improvements  were 
made.  As  the  result  of  this  commission's  work,  the  fighting  lines  of  all 
divisions  have  been  asoertained  and  historical  tablets  have  been  placed.and 
seventeen  monuments  to  general  offioeis  and  r^ular  ot^anizations  erected 
in  tbe  park  by  the  United  States, 

Dnring  tbe  past  two  years  the  United  States,  through  its  commissions 
have  called  upon  all  tbe  States  having  troops  in  the  campaigns  and  battles 
of  Chickamauga  and  Chattanooga  to  provide  state  commissions  to  co-oper- 
ate with  them,  and  all  the  states  have  done  so.  At  this  time  the  positions 
of  nearly  all  the  troops  of  both  Union  and  Confederate  armies  have  been 
marked,  and  some  of  the  states  have  erected  their  monuments,  and  nearly 
all  the  states  have  made  appropriations  for  monuments  to  be  erected  the 
coming  season. 
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The  State  of  Ohio  has  oompleted  tbe  ereotion  of  fifty-six  monuments  at 
a  cost  of  195,000;  Minnesota  has  five  at  a  cost  of  $15,000;  New  York  has 
appropriated  $81,000  for  eixteen  monumentB,  which  will  soon  be  completed; 
and  other  states  of  the  Union  are  taking  an  equally  active  interest. 

By  an  act  of  Congress,  the  19th  and  20th  days  of  September,  1895,  have 
been  designated  as  the  dates  of  the  dedication,  and  tne  President  of  the 
United  States  instruoted  to  extend  invitations  to  the  Governors  of  all  tbe 
states  to  participate,  and  it  is  expected  that  all  the  states  having  troops  in 
the  battles  will  have  their  monumente  in  place  for  state  dedication  at  the 
same  time.  The  State  of  Michigan  had  eleven  organizations  in  these  bat- 
tles, each  one  bearing  most  honorable  part,  and  the  sum  appropriated  by 
this  bill  is,  in  proportion  to  numbers  engaged,  very  small  as  compared 
with  other  states. 

Tbe  act  of  Congress  leaves  it  to  the  states  to  erect  monaments  to  regi- 
ments and  batteries,  and  to  lai^r  organizations  of  the  army,  snch  as  corps, 
divisions  and  brigades,  to  erect  their  own.  One  sncb  is  now  being  erected 
to  the  memory  of  the  Wilder  birgado,  by  its  commander,  at  a  cost  of 
$40,000.  Tbe  sites,  designs  and  inBcriptions  for  all  monuments  must, 
ander  the  law,  receive  the  approval  of  tbe  Secretary  of  War,  before  they 
can  be  erected. 

The  park,  when  completed,  will  be  tbe  most  comprehensive  and  extended 
military  object  lesson  in  the  world.  The  central  drive,  now  completed, 
from  the  southern  limits  of  the  Cbickamauga  field  to  the  North  end  of 
Missionary  Ridge,  twenty-two  miles  in  length,  passes  through  and  over- 
looks heavy  fighting  grounds,  and  with  the  other  highways  oompleted  and 
nnder  construction  to  the  six  battlefields,  Cbickamauga,  Wauhatchie, 
Brown's  Ferry,  Orchard  Snob,  Lookout  Mountain  and  Missionary  Kidge, 
over  every  mile  of  territory  msde  sacred  by  the  valor  of  Michigan's  sons, 
of  which  the  space  of  this  report  will  permit  only  to  say  that  at  Cbicka- 
mauga alone  Michigan's  loss  aggregatea  seven  hundred  and  thirty  three 
men.  Add  to  these  the  casualties  of  Chattanooga,  Missionary  Kidge  and 
other  engagements,  those  who  yielded  up  their  lives  to  privation  and  dis- 
ease, and  Michigan's  loss  will  fall  little  short  of  fifteen  hundred  men. 

The  statement  of  casualties  show  Cbickamauga  to  rank,  for  the  numbera 
engaged  and  the  time  of  their  fighting,  among  the  most  noted  battles  of 
modem  times.  Wellington  lost  12  per  cent  at  Waterloo;  Napoleon  14t 
per  cent  at  Austerlitz,  and  14  per  cent  at  Merengo.  The  average  losses  of 
both  armies  at  Magenta  and  Solferenio  in  1859  was  less  than  9  per  cent. 
At  Koniggratz  in  1866  it  was  6  per  cent  At  Worth  and  Mars-La-TonrB, 
Gravellotte  and  Sedan,  in  1870,  the  average  loss  was  12  per  cent.  The 
marvel  of  German  fighting  in  the  Franco -Prussian  war  was  by  tbe  Third 
Westphalian  Infantry  at  Mars- La-Tours,  where  its  loss  was  49  per  cent. 
Next  to  this  was  the  Garde  Sohutzen  Battalion,  which  lost  46  per  cent. 

There  were  several  brigades  on  each  side  at  Cbickamauga,  and  very 
many  regiments  whose  loss  exceeds  these  figures  for  Mara-lii-Tour  and 
Metz.  Tbe  average  loss  on  each  side  for  the  troops  who  fought  at  Cbicka- 
mauga was  fully  S3  per  cent,  while  for  many  portions  of  the  Tine  the  losses 
reached  50  per  cent,  and  in  some  regiments  75  per  cent. 

A  field  so  renowned  as  this  for  the  stubbornness  and  brilliancy  of  its 
fighting,  not  only  in  our  own  war,  but  also  when  compared  with  all  modem 
wars,  has  an  importance  to  the  nation  as  an  object  lesson  of  what  is  possi- 
ble in  American  fighting,  and  tbe  national  value  of  tbe  preservation  of 
such  fields  for  historical  and  professional  study  must  be  apparent  to  all 
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leflootive  minds.  Tbe  political  questions  which  were  involved  in  this  oon- 
teet  do  not  enter  into  this  view  of  the  subject,  nor  do  they  belong  to  it. 
The  eetabli&hing  of  the  [urk  is  in  all  its  Bspects  a  purely  nistorical  and 
military  project. 

There  is  probably  do  other  battlefields  in  the  world  which  present  more 
formidable  nattjral  obstaoles  to  great  military  operations  than  tbe  slopes  of 
Lookont  Mountain  and  Missionary  Bidge;  and  there  is  no  field  that  sur- 
passes Chiokamauga  in  tbe  deadliness  and  persistence  of  its  fighting,  and 
the  preservation  of  these  fields  will  save  to  the  nation  for  historical  and 
mUitary  study,  the  best  efforts  American  veterans  were  able  to  put  forth. 

The  National  Government  has  appropriated  more  than  half  a  million 
dollars  for  the  purchase  and  improvement  of  these  grounds. 

The  design,  as  it  now  stands,  is  without  a  bistonoal  parallel.  No  gov- 
emment,  no  nation,  has  ever  undertaken  to  purchase  and  restore  any  of 
the  fields  of  its  great  battles,  and  place  upon  them,  by  means  of  tablets 
and  monuments,  the  movemeots  of  tbe  contending  forces.  Only  two 
eiamples  can  is  any  way  be  compared  to  this  enterprise — Waterloo  and 
Gettysbui^g — and  they  are  but  fragments. 

Tbe  north  and  south  have  an  equal  interest  in  recording  the  deeds  of 
their  gallant  sons,  and  the  plan  is  a  national  one  to  whicn  one  word  of 
opposition  has  never  been  raised  in  Congress. 

At  this  time  twenty-three  states  are  actively  engaged  oo-ojwrating  with 
the  National  Commission. 

The  commission  appointed  by  His  Excellency  the  Qoveruor  of  the  State, 
two  years  ago,  baye  faithfully  performed  their  daties  up  to  this  time,  and 
to  enable  them  to  complete  their  work  and  thus  have  Michigan  properly 
represented  in  the  national  dedication  of  these  historic  grounds,  in  Sept- 
ember next,  there  should  be  no  delay  in  the  passage  of  this  bill. 

The  committee  have  therefore  nnanimouely  directed  me  to  report  the 
same  back  to  the  Senate,  without  amendment,  and  recommend  that  it  do 
pass,  and  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject.

Whebkas,  Under  the  present  law,  which  baa  not  been  amended  since 
1869,  the  registration  of  vital  statistics  has  failed  to  give  accurate  results, 
and  to  present  them  sofficiently  early  to  be  of  the  greatest  practical  sani- 
tary nae  and  Dublic  interest;  therefore 

Beaolved,  That  the  Michigan  Btate  Board  of  Health  earnestly  recom- 
mends the  enactment  of  an  improved  law  for  the  registration  and  return 
of  deaths  (and  also  of  births),  which  law  shall  provide  for  their  immediate 
record,  and  prompt  report  to  the  State  department; 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  by  this  Board  to  present  the 
subject  to  the  Le^Iatnre,  and  to  urge  sncb  action;  said  committee  to  act 
independently  or  in  conjunction  with  similar  committees  of  the  Michigan 
Btate  Medical  Society,  Michigan  Academy  of  Science,  or  other  organi- 
sations, as  may  be  deemed  advisable.

Sia  Excellency,  Hon.  John  T.  Rich,  Qovemor  of  Michigan; 

Dear  Sir — The  undersigned,  having  been  appointed  by  you,  commission- 
ers to  locate  and  mark  the  positions  and  places  ooonpied  by  the  Michigan 
Foments  and  batteries,  who  were  engaged  upon  the  rattle  fields  of  Chicka- 
mauga, Chattanooga  and  Missionary  Ridge,  most  respectfully  report 
prepress,  but  owing  to  the  character  of  the  duties  to  be  accomplished,  a  foil 
and  complete  report  cannot  be  made  at  this  time. 

We  respeotfnlly  request  your  attention  to  the  following  supplementary 
report  of  the  duties  performed  by  tbe  oommiasion,  and  a  brief  synopsis  at 
the  plans  and  designs  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  for  making 
the  fields  of  Chiokamauga  and  Chattanooga  a  National  Military  Park. 
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rPnbllo  Aot,  No.  2».) 

AK  ACT  to  eetablisli  8  National  Military  Park  at  the  battlefield  of 
Chickamauga. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Kepresentativea  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  for  the  purpose  of  preserv* 
ing  and  suitably  marking  for  historical  and  professional  military  study, 
tbe  fields  of  some  of  the  most  remarkable  maneuvres  and  most  brilliant  ' 
fightisg  in  the  war  o{  the  rebellion,  and  npon  the  ceding  of  juriBdiotion 
to  the  United  States  by  the  States  of  Tennessee  and  Georgia,  respectively, 
and  the  report  of  the  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States  that  the  title 
of  the  lands  thus  ceded  is  perfect,  the  following  described  highways  in  those 
states  are  hereby  declared  to  be  approaches  to  the  parts  of  the  Ohickamauga 
and  Chattanooga  National  Military  Park,  as  established  by  the  second  sec- 
tion  of  this  act,  to  wit :  First,  The  Missionary  Ridge  Crest  road  from 
Sherman  Heights  at  the  north  end  of  Missionary  Ridge,  in  Tennessee, 
ffhere  the  said  road  enters  upon  the  ground  occupied  by  the  Army  of  the 
Tennessee  nnder  Major  General  William  T.  Sherman,  in  the  military 
(merations  of  November  24  and  25,  1863 ;  thenoe  along  said  road  through 
the  positions  ooonpied  by  the  armv  of  General  Braxton  Bragg  on  Novem- 
ber 25,  1863,  and  which  was  assaulted  by  the  Army  of  the  Combwland 
under  Major  General  George  H.  Thomas  on  that  date,  to  where  the  said 
road  crossefl  the  southern  boundary  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  near  Hoss- 
filleGac^  Georgia,  upon  the  ground  occupied  by  the  troops  of  Major  General 
Joseph  Hooker,  from  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  and  thenoe  in  the -State  of 
Geo^a  to  tbe  junction  of  said  road  with  the  Chattanooga  and  Lafayette 
or  State  road  at  Sossville  Gap;  Second,  Tbe  Lafayette  or  State  road  from 
BoBsville,  Geonria,  to  Lee  and  Gordon's  Mills,  Georgia;  Third,  The  road 
from  Lee  and  Gordon's  Mills,  Georgia,  to  Crawfish  Springs,  Georgia; 
Fourth,  The  road  from  Crawfish  Springs,  Georgia,  to  the  crossing  of  the 
Cbiokamauga  at  Glass  Mills,  Georgia;  Fifth,  The  Dry  Valley  road. from 
Boeaville,  Georgia,  to  the  southern  limits  of  McFarland'e  Gap  in  Mission- 
ary Bidge;  Sixth,  The  Dry  Valley  and  Crawfish  Springs  road  from  Mc- 
Farknd's  Gap  to  the  intersection  of  the  road  from  Crawfish  Springs  to 
Lee  and  Gordon's  Mills;  Seventh,  The  road  from  Ringgold,  Georgia,  to 
Beed's  Bridge  on  the  Chickamaaga  river;  Eighth,  The  roads  from  the 
crossing  of  Lookout  Creek  across  the  northern  sTope  of  Lookout  Mountain 
and  thence  to  the  old  Summertown  road  and  to  the  valley  on  the  east  slope 
of  the  said  mountain,  and  thenoe  by  the  route  of  General  Joseph  Hooker's 
troops  to  'Rossville,  Geo}:gia  and  each  and  all  of  these  herein  described 
roads  shall,  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  remain  open  as  free  public  high- 
ways, and  all  rights  of  way  now  existing  through  tbe  grounds  of  said  park 
and  its  approaches  shall  be  continued. 

Sec.  2.  That  upon  the  ceding  of  jurisdiction  by  the  legislature  of  the 
State  of  Georgia,  and  the  report  of  the  Attorney  General  of  the  United 
States,  tliat  a  perfect  title  has  been  secured  under  the  provisions  of  the  act 
approved  Ausrust  1,  1888,  entitled  "An  aot  to  authorize  condemnation  of 
land  for  sites  of  public  buildings,  and  for  other  purposes,"  the  lands  and 
roads  embraced  in  the  area  bounded  as  herein  described,  together  with  the 
roads  described  in  section  1  of  this  act,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  national 
park,  to  be  known  as  the  Chickamauga  and  Chattanooga  National  Park; 
that  is  to  say,  the  area  inclosed  by  a  line  beginning  on  the  Lafayette  or 
State  road,  in  Georgia,  at  a  point  where  the  bottom  of  the  ravine  nest 
north  of  the  hoase  known  on  the  field  of  Cbiokamauga  as  the  Cloud  Hoase, 
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and  being  about  eix  hundred  yardfl  nortb  of  Bald  house,  due  east  of  the 
Chickamauga  river,  and  due  west  to  the  intersection  of  the  Dry  Valley 
road  at  McFarland's  Gap;  theuoe  along  the  weet  side  of  Dry  Valley  and 
Crawfish  Springs  roads  to  the  south  side  of  the  road  from  Crawfish  Springs 
to  Lee  and  Gonlon's  Mills;  thence  along  the  south  side  of  the  last  named 
road  to  Lee  and  Gordon's  Mills;  thence  along  the  channel  of  the  Chicka- 
'  manga  river  to  the  line  forming  the  northern  boundary  of  the  park,  as 
hereinbefore  deacribed,  containing  7,600  acres,  more  or leHS. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  said  Chickamauga  and  Chattanooga  National  Park, 
and  the  approaches  thereto,  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Secretary  of 
War,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  ac^  to 
notify  the  Attorney  General  of  the  purpose  of  the  United  btates  to  acquire 
title  to  the  roads  and  the  lands  described  in  the  previous  sections  of  this 
act  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  August  I,  1688;  and  the  said  secre- 
tary, upon  receiving  notice  from  the  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States 
that  pfflfeot  titles  have  been  secured  to  the  said  lands  and  roads,  shall  at 
once  proceed  to  establish  and  subtantially  mark  the  boundaries  of  the  said 
park. 

Sea  4.  That  the  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into 
agreements,  upon  such  nominal  terms  as  he  may  prescribe,  with  such 
present  owners  of  the  land  as  may  desire  to  remain  upon  it,  to  occupy  and 
cultivate  their  present  holdings,  upon  condition  that  they  will  preserve  the 
present  buildings  and  roads,  and  the  present  outlines  of  field  and  forest, 
and  that  they  will  only  cut  trees  or  underbrush  under  such  regulations  as 
the  Sooretarv  mav  prescribe,  and  that  they  will  assist  in  oaring  for  and 
protecting  all  tablets,  monuments  or  such  other  artificial  works  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  erected  by  proper  authority. 

Sea  6.  That  the  affairs  of  the  Chickamauga  and  Chattanooga  National 
Park  shall,  subject  to  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  Secretary  of 
War,  be  in  charge  of  three  commissioners,  each  of  whom  shall  nave 
actively  participated  in  the  battle  of  Chickamauga  or  one  of  the  battles 
about  Chattanooga,  two  to  be  appointed  from  civil  life  by  the  Secretary  of 
War,  and  a  third,  who  shall  be  detailed  by  the  Secretary  of  War  from 
among  those  officers  of  the  army  best  acquainted  with  the  details  of  the 
battles  of  Chickamauga  and  Chattanoc^a,  who  shall  act  as  secretary  of  the 
commission.  The  said  commissioners  and  secretary  shall  have  an  office  in 
the  War  Department  building,  and  while  on  actual  duty  shall  be  paid  such 
compensation,  out  of  the  appropriation  provided  in  this  act,  as  the  Secre- 
tory of  War  shall  deem  reasonable  and  just, 

Sec,  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  named  in  the 
preceding  section,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War  ,to  super- 
intend the  opening  of  such  roads  as  mav  be  necessary  to  the  purposes  of 
the  park,  and  the  repair  of  the  roads  of  the  same,  and  to  ascertain  and 
definitely  mark  the  fines  of  battle  of  all  troops  engaged  in  the  battles  of 
Chickamauga  and  Chattanooga  so  far  as  the  same  shall  fall  within  the  lines 
of  the  park  as  defined  in  the  previous  sections  of  this  act,  and, "  for  the 
purpose  of  assisting  them  in  their  duties  and  in  ascertaining  these  lines,  the 
Secretary  of  War  shall  have  authority  to  employ,  at  such  compensation  as 
he  may  deem  reasonable  and  just,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  made 
by  this  act  some  person  recognized  as  well  informed  in  regard  to  the 
details  of  the  battles  of  Chickamauga  and  Chattanooga,  and  who  shall  have 
actively  participated  in  one  of  those  battles,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  War,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  through  the  oom- 
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miasiondrs,  end  tbeir  aBaistants  in  hiBtorical  work,  and  onder  the  act 
approved  Angoat  1,  1888,  regulating  the  cxindemnation  of  land  for  publio 
usee,  to  proceed  with  the  preliniinary  work  of  eetAblishing  the  park  and 
itfl  approaches  aB  the  Bame  are  defined  in  this  act,  and  the  expenses  thus 
incnrred  ahall  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  provided  by  this  act. 

Sec.  7.  Thaf^t  ahall  be  the  duty  of  the  commiBsioners,  acting  under 
the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  ascertain  and  substantially  mark 
the  locatioiu  of  the  regular  troops,  both  infantry  and  artillery,  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  park,  and  to  erect  monuments  upon  those  positions  as 
Congress  may  provide  the  necessary  appropriations;  and  the  Secretary  of 
War  in  the  same  way  may  ascertain  and  mark  all  lines  of  battle  within  the 
'boundaries  of  the  park  and  erect  plain  and  substantial  historical  tablets  at 
-such  points  in  the  vicinity  of  the  park  and  its  approaches  as  he  may  deem 
£tting  and  necessary  to  clearly  designate  positions  and  movements,  which, 
«lthoagb  without  the  limits  of  the  park,  were  directly  connected  with  the 
battles  of  Chickamanga  and  Chattanooga. 

Sec.  8.  That  it  shall  t>e  lawful  for  the  antborities  of  any  State  having 
troops  engaged  either  at  Chattanooga  or  Cbickamauga,  and  for  the  officers 
-and  directors  of  the  Chiokamauga  Memorial  Association,  a  corporation 
-chartered  under  the  laws  of  Georgia,  to  enter  upon  the  lands  and  approaches 
of  the  Chickamanga  and  Chattanooga  National  Park  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  and  marking  the  lines  of  battle  of  troops  engaged  therein: 
Provided,  That  before  any  such  lineu  are  permanently  designated,  the 
position  of  the  lines  and  the  proposed  methods  of  marking  them  by  mono* 
ments,  tablets  or  otherwise,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  and 
sball  first  receive  the  written  approval  of  the  Secretary,  which  approval 
shall  be  based  upon  formal  written  proofs,  which  must  be  made  to  him  in 
«ach  case  by  the  commissioners  of  the  park. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  Secretary  of  War,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  United  States,  shall  have  the  power  to  make,  and  shall  make, 
all  needed  regulations  for  the  care  of  the  park  and  for  the  establishment 
and  marking  of  the  lines  of  battle  and  other  historical  features  of  the  park: 

Sec.  10.  That  if  any  person  shall  wilfully  destroy,  mutilate,  deface, 
injure  or  remove  any  monument,  column,  statues,  memorial  structure  or 
work  of  art  that  shall  be  erected  or  placed  upon  the  grounds  of  the  park 
by  lawful  authority,  or  shall  wilfully  destroy  or  remove  any  fence,  .railing, 
inclosure  or  other  work  for  the  protection  or  ornament  of  said  park,  or  any 
portion  thereof,  or  shall  wilfully  destroy,  cut,  beck,  bark,  break  down  or 
otherwise  injure  any  tree,  bush  or  shrubbery,  that  may  be  growing  on 
eaid  park,  or  shall  cut  down  or  fell,  or  remove  any  timber,  battle  relio, 
tree  or  trees  growing  or  being  upon  such  park,  except  by  permission  of  the 
Secretary  of  War,  or  shall  wilfully  remove  or  destroy  any  breastworks,  earth- 
works, walls  or  other  defenses  or  shelter,  or  any  part  thereof  constructed  by 
the  armies  formerly  engaged  in  the  battles  on  the  lands  or  approacheB  to  the 
park,  any  person  so  offending  and  found  guilty  thereof,  before  any  jtistioe 
of  the  peaoe  of  the  country  in  which  the  offense  may  be  committee],  shall 
for  each  and  every  such  offense  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  justice,  according  to  the  aggravation  of  the  offense,  of  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  one-half  to  the  use  of  the  park  and  the 
other  half  to  the  informer,  to  be  enforced  and  recovered  berore  such  jns- 
tdce  in  like  manner  as  debts  of  like  nature  are  now  by  law  recoverable  in 
the  several  coantiee  where  the  offense  may  be  committed. 
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Seo.  Jl.  That  to  enable  the  Secretary  of  War  to  begin  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  of  this  act,  inclndiDg  the  condemnatioa  and  purchase  of  the 
neoessary  and,  marking  the  boundaries  of  the  park,  opening  or  repairing 
necessary  roads,  maps  and  surveys,  and  the  pay  and  expenses  of  the  com- 
misBionere  and  their  assistants,  the  sum  of  $125,000,  or  such  portion  thereof 
as  may  be  neceasary,  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  ai^  moaeye  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  and  disbursementa  under  this  act 
shall  require  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  he  shall  make 
annual  report  of  the  same  to  Congress. 

Approved  August  19,   1890. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  commissions  were  appointed 
by  the  President  of  the  United  States  tinder  the  title  of  the 

CHICKAM.AUQA     AND     CHATTANOOGA     NATIONAL     MILITARY     PARK 
COMMISSION. 

The  oommission,  ooDBiBting  of  Gen.  J.  S.  Fullerton,  Oea.  A.  P.  Stewart 
and  Col.  S.  C.  Kellogg,  U.  S.  A.,  commiBsioner  and  secretary,  vith  Gen. 
E.  V.  Boynton,  assistant  in  historical  work,  engaged  under  the  direction 
of  the  Secretary  of  War  in  establishing  the  Chickaniauga  and  Chattanooga 
Kational  Militarv  Park,  have  progressed  so  far  with  their  work  as  to  be 
oo-operating  with  commissions  appointed  by  the  states  which  bad  troops 
in  the  battles  of  Chickamauga  and  Chattanoc^a,  including  Lookout  Mount- 
ain and  Missionaiy  Ridge,  in  locating  the  positions  of  regiments  and 
batteries  on  those  fields.  Gen.  Stewart  is  the  representative  of  the  con- 
federate army. 

As  the  result  of  careful  study  by  the  National  Commission,  the  fighting 
lines  of  all  divisions  on  each  side  have  been  ascertained  with  sufficient 
accuracy  to  justify  the  erection  of  historical  tablets  for  divisions,  and  these 
have  been  prepared  for  the  battlefield  of  Chickamauga,  and  are  in  course 
of  preparation  for  Chattanooga,  Many  of  the  brigade  positions  on  each 
Bide  have  been  definitely  determined,  and  aU  of  them  are  approximately 
ascertained. 

The  state  of  Ohio  has  had  a  commission  of  eight  gentlemen  who  served 
in  the  battles,  at  work  during  two  sessions  locating  the  regiments  and  bat- 
teries from  that  state,  and  their  work  in  the  Chickamaugn  field  is  nearly 
completed.  Ohio  had  fifty-six  organizations  in  the  battle  of  Chickamauga 
and  seventy-one  at  Lookout  Mountain  and  Missionary  Ridge.  This  state 
has  appropriated  $95,000  for  monuments  on  the  Chickamaugn  field  and 
$5,000  for  the  expenses  of  her  commissioners.  Designs  have  been  selected 
for  fifty-three  tablets  to  mark  the  positions  of   her  troops  at  Chickamauga. 

The  monuments  are  now  all  in  position  and  the  labors  of  the  commissioD 
upon  the  Chickamauga  field  about  complete. 

The  state  of  Minnesota  has  apporpriated  $15,000  for  her  three  organiza- 
tions. The  sites  have  been  selected  and  the  monuments,  five  in  number, 
placed  in  position. 

The  state  of  Kew  York  has  made  a  large  appropriation ;  locations  are 
established  and  monuments  will  be  erect^  early  in  the  coming  year  on 
the  fields  of  Lookout  Mountain,  Waubatchie,  Missionary  Ridge  and  Ring- 
gold. The  state  proposes  to  make  these  monuments  the  most  imposing 
ever  erected  on  a  battlefield  of  tfaia  country. 

During  the  past  two  years  i  he  legislatures  of  nearly  all  the  states  having 
organizations  in  these  campaigns  and  battles,  have  provided  for  oommis- 
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flioDS  to  aesiat  the  National  Commiasion  in  tbe  work  of  locating  [KwitionB, 
and  at  thia  time  all  tbe  State  Commiaaions  have  been  choaeo,  except  Weat 
Virginia,  Maryland  and  Connecticut,  and  many  of  the  atatea  have  made 
Hberal  appropriationB  for  monuments. 

A  brief  statement  will  show  tbe  condition  of  tbe  project.  Under  the 
act  of  congress  of  August  19,  1890,  establishing  the  park  and  siibsequeDt 
amendments,  tbe  government  has  purchased,  or  proceedings  are  penaing, 
for  tbe  purchase  of  7,600  acres  of  the  Chickamauga  lield,  embracing  meet 
<^  the  heavy  fighting  ground  and  covering  ten  square  miles. 

The  state  of  Georgia  has  ceded  jurisdiction  to  the  United  States  over 
the  Chiokamanga  field  and  the  roads  approacbing  it.  The  state  of  Ten- 
nessee has  ceded  to  tbe  United  States  the  roads  over  Lookout  Mountain 
through  the  battlefield,  the  road  thence  to  Rossville,  and  from  Rossville 
along  the  crest  of  Missionary  Ri(^e  to  Gen.  Sherman'a  position  at  the 
nortb  end  of  Missionary  Ridge.  Historical  tablets  along  these  latter  roads 
will  set  forth  all  the  details  of  the  three  days'  fighting  atx>ut  Chattanooga. 

Tbe  government  has  concluded  negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  the  field  ' 
works  of  General  Sherman's  army  beyond  the  north  end  of  Miasionarr 
Bidge,  which  are  in  an  excellent  state  of  preservation.  Orchard  Knob  and 
the  site  of  General  Bregg's  headquarters  on  Missionary  Ridge.  Five 
obeervation  towers  of  iron  and  steel,  seventy  feet  high,  have  been  erected. 
Two  of  these  are  on  Misaionarr  Ridge,  and  three  on  the  Chickamauga 
field.  The  monument  of  the  Wilder  Brigade,  now  being  erected  near  the 
Widow  Glenn  hoaae  oA  tbe  Chickamauga  field  ia  to  be  110  feet  high  and 
will  also  serve  as  a  tower. 

The  new  growth  of  timber  and  the  onderbruBb  have  been  cat  out  over  a 
large  area  of  tbe  Chickamauga  field,  so  that  tbe  work  of  finding  the  poai- 
tiona  of  tbe  battle  has  been  much  aimplified. 

The  old  roads  of  tbe  battlefield  have  been  reopened,  new  roads  closed 
and  tbe  work  of  restoring  tbe  fields  to  their  condition  at  tbe  time  of  the 
battle  is  rapidly  progressing.  Over  fifty  miles  of  tbe  main  roads  of  tbe  field 
have  been  rebuilt  in  a  substantial  manner  and  a  heavy  force  is  engaged  in 
prosecuting  this  portion  of  tbe  work. 

The  Society  of  the  Army  of  tbe  Tennessee  and  the  Society  of  the  Army 
of  the  Potomac  at  recent  meetings  appointed  ]arg6  committees  of  distin- 
guished soldiers  to  co-operate  with  the  National  Commission  in  locating 
and  marking  tbe  positions  of  General  Sherman's  army  and  that  of  General 
Hooker  on  Lookout  Mountain  and  Missionary  Ridge. 

Designs  have  been  approved  for  monuments  to  mark  tbe  positions  of  the 
r^nlar  regiments  and  batteries  nine  in  number  on  the  Chickamauga  field 
and  all  have  been  erected. 

Under  the  authority  given  by  Congress,  tbe  National  Commission  have 
prepared  and  erected  historical  tablets  for  army  headquarters  corps  divis- 
ions and  brigades  on  both  aides.  These  tablets  set  forth  the  composition 
and  commanders  of  each  of  these  organizations  the  brigade  tablets  carrying 
their  designs  as  far  as  the  commanders  of  regiments  and  batteries.  The 
part  taken  by  each  organization  throughout  tbe  battles  will  be  concisely 
•et  forth  on  these  tablets. 

The  act  of  Congress  leaves  it  to  the  states  to  erect  monuments  to  r^- 
ments  and  batteries  and  to  larger  organizationa  of  the  army  snob  as  corps 
divisions  and  brigadea  to  erect  their  own  monumenta  Tbe  sitea,  desicrnB 
and  inscriptions  for  all  monuments  must,  under  the  law,  receive  the 
iiqm>val  (UE  tbe  Secretory  of  War  before  they  can  be  erected. 
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Tbe  KatioDsl  CommisslaD  will  permanently  mark  and  keep  a  recx]rdr 
through  itB  own  engineers,  of  locations  agreed  upon  with  state  commis- 
sioQS,  nntil  auch  time  as  the  states  may  make  appropriations  for  the  erec- 
tion of  monuments.  Tbe  expense  of  each  state,  therefoie,  will  be  Tery 
email  for  determining  tbe  locations  of  its  troops  and  having  these  perman- 
ently marked  by  the  National  Commission  an^l  sacb  time  aa  the  state  may 
choose  to  erect  monuments. 

Under  recent  authority  of  Congress,  the  material  for  foundations  for 
state  monuments,  with  the  exception  of  cement,  will  be  furnished  from 
the  park  without  expense  to  tbe  states. 

The  park  when  completed  wilt  be  the  most  comprehensive  and  extended 
military  object  lesson  in  the  world.  Tbe  central  drive,  now  being  carried 
northward  from  the  southern  limits  of  tbe  Cfaickameuga  field  to  Sherman 
Heights  at  the  north  end  of  Missionary  Gidge,  has  already  been  cumpleted 
twenty  miles  in  length,  and  all  of  it  passes  through  or  overlooks  heavy 
fighting  ground.  On  the  federal  side,  two  corps  from  the  Army  of  th» 
'  Potomac,  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee,  and  tbe  Army  of  tbe  Cumberland, 
were  engaged,  and  on  tbe  other  the  confederate  army  of  General  Bragg 
with  reinforcements  from  East  Tennessee  and  Mississippi,  and  Longstreet 
corps  from  the  Anny  of  Northern  Virginia. 

Tbe  details  of  six  battles  will  be  set  forth  upon  tbe  historical  tablets  ta 
be  erected  by  tbe  National  Commission  within  the  park  and  its  approaches, 
viz. :  Wauhatcbie,  Brown's  Ferry,  Orchard  Enob,  Lookout  Mountain, 
Missionary  Ridge  and  the  three  days  fighting  at  Chickamauga. 

The  grounds  will  be  a  park  only  in  the  sense  of  being  restored  to  their 
condition  at  the  time  of  the  battle.  No  work  will  be  done  for  purely 
decorative  purposea  Tbe  old  lines  of  works,  and  tbe  old  houses  which 
were  landmarks  in  tbe  battles,  and  which  were  destroyed,  are  to  be 
restored. 

The  organizations  from  the  several  states  in  these  battles  were  as 
follows: 
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In  addition  to  tbe  above  fall  organizations,  Indiana  and  IllinolB  had  each 
three  re^ments  of  monnted  in&ntiy,  and  Ohio  had  one  oompany  of 
■barpshooteis. 

Besides  the  above  full  organizations,  Alabama  had  7  battalions  of 
in^try;  Georgia,  4;  LouiBiana,  1;  MiesiBsippi,  3;  South  Carolina,  2  and 
Teonessee  5,  and  West  Virginia  had  4  full  companies  in  one  of  the  Vir- 
l^nia  infantry  regiments  included  above,  and  numerous  representatives  id 
other  companies  of  each  of  the  regments  from  Virginia.  Alabama  hBd.two 
cunpanies  of  cavalry;  Georgia,  1;  Louisiana,  2;  Mississippi,  1,  and 
Teniiee8ee2. 
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In  addition  to  the  above,  Illinoia  and  Indiana  had  each  one  regiment  of 
mounted  infantry,  and  Ohio  had  one  battalion  of  Bharpshooters. 

The  above  represents  General  Bragg's  army  before  the  detachment  o( 
forces  to  East  Tenneeeee.  Besides  the  complete  oi^anizations  named, 
Alabama  bad  five  battalions  of  Infantry,  Georgia,  6-,  Kentucky,  1;  Lonis^ 
iana,  2;  Miasissippi,  2;  South  Carolina.  2  and  Tennessee  3;  Kentucky  had 
3  battalions  of  Cavalry,  Tennessee  2  and  Virginia  1.  The  Maryland  Bat- 
tery, entered  in  the  table,  was  organized  shortly  before  the  battle  of  Chat' 
tanot^a,  and  became  a  Geoivia  battery,  giving  the  latter  state  ten  batteries. 

Oongreea  has  antborized  the  construction  ot  two  models  in  relief,  one  of 
the  fields  aboat  Chattanoc^,  including  Lookout  Mountain,  Missionary' 
Bidge  Orchard  Knob,  Wauhatohie  and  Brown's  Ferry  and  another  of  the 
Chickamanga  field;  and  the  surv^s  neoeaeary  to  b^in  these  models  an 
completed. 

The  19th  and  20tb  days  of  September,  1895,  have  been  by  act  of  Con- 
greas  named  as  the  dates  for  the  dedication  of  the  park  and  an  appropria- 
tion of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  made  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the 
suae  which  will  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War.  The 
President  and  his  cabinet,  the  officials  of  the  army  and  navy,  the  Senators 
ud  members  of  Congress  the  Governors  of  all  the  states  and  surriyors  of 
the  war  are  expected  to  be  present. 

It  will  be  seen  by  this  report  that  of  the  thirty -six  states  which  oompoeed 
the  nnion  at  the  breaking  out  of  the  war  all  but  four  of  those  lying  east  of 
the  Bocky  Mountains  hfra  soldiers  in  battles  about  Chattano<^.  These 
four  were  Delaware  New  Hampshire  Rhode  Island  and  Vermont  Besides 
the  states'  troops  fangaged  each  side  bad  a  large  contingent  of  regulars.     . 

The  park  when  oompleted  will  be  the  most  oompreheosive  and  extended 
military  object  lesson  in  the  world. 

In  accordance  with  the  act  providing  for  the  Michigan  Commission 
lepreeentatives  from  all  of  Miobigan's  oi^nizations,  persons  actually 
engaged  in  the  campaigns  and  battles,  proceeded  to  the  battlefields  Octob^ 
16,  1893,  where  several  days  were  spent  in  association  with  the  National 
Commission,  and  the  positions  occupied  bv  the  different  regiments  aud 
batteries  located,  but  owing  to  the  incomplete  work  of  the  National  Com* 
mission,  the  locations  to  be  designated  by  monnments  could  not  be 
completed. 

In  May,  1894,  the  National  Commission,  having  decided  upon  the  pur- 
chase of  other  additions  to  the  park,  requested  the  presence  of  one  of  the 
members  of  this  Commission,  who  bad  knowledge  of  the  localities  desired, 
which  affected  the  positions  occupied  by  the  Tenth  Infantry  at  the  battle 
of  Missionary  Bidge,  and  the  Second  Cavalry  at  the  battle  of  Cbickamauga. 

As  ar  as  possible  the  work  of  the  commission  has  been  most  CBrefully 
done,  but  much  still  remains  to  be  accompilshed  the  coming  year  to  prop- 
erly represent  the  State's  interest  in  this  important  matter. 

HICQIQAN'S    INTERBST    IN    THE    NATIONAL    MILITARY    PARR. 

The  prominent  and  most  distinguished  position  which  Michigan  held 
throoghout  all  the  campaigns  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland,  is  known  to 
every  citizen  of  the  State  and  forms  a  brillant  chapter  in  her  imperiabable 
war  history.  It  will  be  therefore  a  matter  of  interest  to  all  her  citizens, 
both  those  who  served  in  the  field  and  those  who  supported  them  at  home, 
to  know  that  the  National  Commission  engaged  tor  the  War  Department 
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in  establishing  a  National  Military  Park  at  Chickamanga  and  Chattanooga 
has  called  upon  the  State  Legislature  to  oo-operate  with  them  in  ascertain- 
ing and  permanently  marking  the  fighting  positions  of  her  indomitable 
troops  on  those  famons  fields,  and  by  the  erection  of  suitable  monuments 
in  keeping  with  the  subject. 

Michigan  had  ten  organizationa  engaged  at  Chickamsnga  five  regiments 
of  infan&y,  two  of  cavalry,  two  batteries  of  atrillery.  and  one  regiment  of 
engineers.  While  eleven  were  engaged  in  the  battles  of  Chattiuiooga  sev- 
era!  of  her  regiments  were  performing  engineer  duty  there  of  the  higheet 
character,  without  which  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  either  supply  tho 
ormv  or  fight  the  battle. 

Tne  Ninth  Infantry  under  the  command  of  Colonel  John  Q.  Parkhurst 
was  attached  to  General  Bosecrans'  headquarters,  and  both  in  the  cam- 
paigns and  in  the  battles  performed  a  great  variety  of  important  service. 

The  location  selected  for  the  monuments  of  this  regiment  is  in  the 
extreme  southwest  comer  of  the  psrk,  three-fourths  of  a  mile  from  the 
Videte  House  on  an  eminenoe  about  200  feet  above  the  road  leading 
through  McFarland's  Gap  and  overlooking  the  Dry  Valley  road,  and  tbe 
scenes  of  the  disaster  to  the  right  wing  of  the  army  on  Sunday,  the  20th  of 
September,  and  near  the  position  of  the  regiment  where  it  checked  the 
routed  troops  that  Sunday  afternoon  The  petition  of  this  monument  is 
one  of  graet  beauty  and  prominence. 

The  Eleventh  Michigan,  under  Colonel  Wm.  L.  Stonghton,  fought  in 
the  center  on  Saturday  afternoon  and  took  a  prominent  part  in  restoring 
the  lines  in  the  rear  of  the  Brotherton  House,  and,  after  Colonel  Stanley 
was  wounded.  Colonel  Stoughton  came  into  command  of  the  brigade. 

The  Eleventh  Michigan  fought  with  conspicuous  courage  and  effect 
throughout  all  Sunday  afteroon  at  the  most  exposed  point  of  tbe  Horse- 
shoe, and  received  abundant  and  well  meritbd  praise  in  the  reports  of  the 
battle.  Here  Lieutenant  Colonel  Mudge,  of  the  Eleventh,  was  severely 
wounded,  and  Captain  Newberry  was  killed.  The  monument  to  be  erected 
for  this  regiment  will  be  on  Suodgrass  Hill. 

The  Eleveuth,  also  under  Major  Benjamine  G.  Bennett,  participated  in 
the  assault  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland  upon  Missionary  Ridge,  in 
Moore's,  later  Stoughton 'e,  brigade  of  Johnson's  division,  which  held  the 
right  of  tbe  storming  column ;  and  a  monument  or  marker  of  some  kind 
'  should  be  erected  to  commemorate  its  deeds  upon  this  field,  bnt  no  posi- 
tion has  been  selected. 

The  Thirteenth  Michigan,  Colonel  Joshua  H.  Culver,  was  heavily 
engaged  on  the  afternoon  of  the  liKh  iu  the  center  of  the  Union  line  near 
the  Vineyard  House  and  fought  desperately  and  successfully  from  3 
o'clock  in  tbe  afternoon  until  sundown,  the  loss,  both  in  men  and  officers, 
being  very  severe.  Among  those  disabled  was  Colonel  Culver,  when  tbe 
command  of  the  regiment  devolved  upon  Major  W.  G.  Eaton,  whose  oon- 
dact  is  highly  commended  in  the  report  of  the  battle.  The  position 
selected  for  its  monument  is  in  tbe  open  field,  east  of  the  Vineyard  House, 
south  of  the  Lafayette  road,  the  scene  of  its  desperate  fighting  on  Saturday 
tbe  IShh,  and  where  so  many  of  its  members  were  kilted  and  wounded. 

The  Twenty-first  Michigan,  Col.  Wm.  B.  McOreery,  fought,  with  the 
famous  Lytle  Brigade,  and  did  everytbing  that  officers  and  men  could  do  in 
the  vortex  of  the  field  where  Lytle's  Brigade  was  overwhelmed  in  its  gal- 
lant and  desperate  attempt  to  resist  tbe  advance  of  Hindman's  division 
after  the  Union  line  bad  bee^  taken  to  the  left  of  them,  allowing  their 
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poatioB-  to  be  tamed  on  both  flanks  at  the  same  time  that  it  was  sssaulted  ■ 
in  the  front  Here  Colonel  MoCreery  was  very  severely  wounded,  Lieuten- 
ant Colonel  WellB  killed  and  Captain  Smith  mortally  wounded. 

The  position  eeleoted  for  its  monument  is  in  the  thick  woods,  where 
Uentenant  Colonel  Wells  and  General  Lytle  and  so  many  others  of  the 
regiment  gave  np  their  lives,  the  scene  of  the  most  desperate  fighting  o{ 
Sheridan's  division. 

The  Twenty-second  Michigan,  Colonel  Heber  LeFavour,  was  t«mpor- 
srily  attached  to  Whitaker'e  brigade  of  Steedman's  diviBion,  and  bore  most 
honorable  part.  It  arrived  on  the  field  with  this  portion  of  Gordon  Gran- 
ger's reserve  corps,  and  with  that  line  went'  immediately  into  action, 
charged  with  it  in  to  the  face  of  that  part  of  the  confederate  column  vhich 
had  turned  the  union  right,  and  contributed  its  full  ahare  to  the  assault  hy 
which  the  enemy  was  driven  back,  the  Hue  restored  and  the  day  SRved. 
The  r^ment  was  commanded  in  Buocession  by  Colonel  Le  Favour,  Lien- 
tenant  Colonel  William  Sanborn  and  Capatin  Alonzo  Keeler,  Its  monu- 
ment will  be  erected  on  Snodgrass  Hill,  the  location  of  its  action  that  day. 

BatteryA,  First  Light  Artillery,  commanded  first  by  Lieutenant  G.  W. 
Van  Pelt,  and  after  his  death  by  Lieutenant  Almerick  W.  Wilbur,  was 
attached  to  Scribner's  Brigade  of  Baird's  Division,  and  foaght  with  great 
courage  and  devotion.  Battery  D,  First  Light  Artillery,  Captain  Josiah 
W.  Church,  served  with  great  distinction  in  Connell's  Brigade  of  Bran- 
nan's  division,  being  engaged  at  the  front  on  the  left  at  the  opening  of  the 
hattle  on  jSaturday,  contributing  in  large  degree  to  the  final  and  successful 
repulse  of  the  heavy  assault  made  by  the  enemy  on  the  extreme  left  that 
day. 

The  monument  to  Battery  A  will  be  placed  where  Lieutenant  Van  Pelt 
was  killed  and  the  battery  suffered  suon  a  great  loss  in  both  men  and 
niateriaL 

The  monument  to  Battery  D  will  be  placed  near  the  Poe  House  on  the 
edge  of  the  cleared  field,  bordering  the  Lafayette  road. 

The  Second  Michigan  Cavali^,  Colonel  Leonidas  S.  Soranton,  served 
with  Colonel  Campbell's  brigade  on  the  extreme  right  at  Chickamauga, 
and  performed  efficient  serivce  both  before,  during,  and  after  the  battle, 
while  the  Fourth  Michigan  Cavalry,  under  Major  Horace  Gray,  rerily 
opened  the  battle  of  Chickamauga  on  the  afternoon  of  the  18th  of  Septem- 
ber, while  stubbornly  resisting  the  advance  of  Bushrod  •Tohnson's  column 
from  Hinggold  to  the  field  upon  the  extreme  left.  The  regiment  was  in 
the  noted  Minty  Brigade  of  General  Crook's  division,  commanded  by  the 
ootonel  of  the  Fourth  Michigan,  Robert  H.  G.  Minty,  and  for  them  it  was 
a  battle  of  five  days. 

The  monument  of  the  Second  Cavalry  is  on  the  Glass  Mill  road,  the 
extreme  right  of  the  battlefield  proper,  in  a  grove  of  oaks  and  pines,  where 
it  fought  on  the  19th,  and  near  the  scene  of  Captain  Hawley's  death. 

The  monument  of  the  Fotirth  Cavalry  is  on  the  extreme  left,  near  Seed's 
Bridge,  where  the  regiment  did  such  gallant  work  on  the  opening  days  of 
the  battle.  Thus  Michigan  Cavalry  monuments  will  occupy  the  exfareme 
poeitions  of  the  field. 

The  First  Michigan  Engineers  (detachment),  under  command  of  Lieu- 
tenant Colonel  P.  V.  Fox,  daring  the  battle  of  Chickamauga,  were  engaged 
in  engineer  duty  in  both  campaigns.  The  location  of  the  monuments  to 
the  r^ment  has  not  been  selected,  but  will  be  early  in  the  coming  year, 
either  at  Brown's  Ferry   Missionary  Sidge  or  in  the  city  of  Chattuioi^lia. 
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The  Tenth  Micbigan,  Lieutenant  Colonel  C.  J.  Dickerson,  was  in  the 
brigade  of  General  James  D.  Morgan  of  Davis'  diviBion,  assisting  in 
securing  the  orossing  of  Sherman's  annv  and  holding  the  flank  of  it  dar- 
ing the  assault  of  Missionary  Ridge.  Its  monument  will  be  located  on 
Sherman  Heights,  the  extreme  north  end  of  Missionary  Bidge,  the  exact 
luoation  not  seleoted. 

In  the  battle  of  Chattanowa,  the  Ninth  Michigan  was  assigned,  with 
two  other  regiments,  under  G^eral  John  Q.  Farkhurst  to  the  charge  of 
the  post  at  Cbattanoc^a.  It  was  there  commanded  by  Lieutenant  Colonel 
Wm.  Wilkinson. 

The  First  Michigan  Engineers  under  Lieutenant  Colonel  P.  V.  Fox,  th© 
Thirteenth  Infantry  Major  Willard  Q.  Katon,  the  Twenty-first  Captain 
Loomis  E.  Bishop  and  the  Twenty-aeoond  Major  Henry  S.  Dean  were  all 
assigned  to  the  engineer  division  commanded  by  Brigadier  General  Wm. 
F.  Smith.  The  important  servioes  performed  by  Captain  Fox  were  of  the 
highest  order  and  invaluable  to  the  tirmy.  Indeed  no  bridge  or  boat  build- 
ing aervioes  rendered  daring  the  war  in  any  of  the  armies  were  more 
important  that  that  performed  by  the  Michigan  troojH  at  Chattanooaa 
onaer  his  direction  and  the  same  is  true  of  the  work  performed  by  the 
Thirteenth,  Twenty-first  and  Twenty-second  in  this  department  of  service. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  Michigan  has  a  record  in  connection  with  the 
battles  that  took  plaoe  within  the  limits  of  the  National  Military  Park 
which  calls  powerfully  upon  her  citizens  to  preserve  npon  the  monumentB 
and  historical  tablets  which  will  illustrate  the  history  of  this  notable  ser* 
vice  on  the  very  ground  where  it  occurred. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  Michigan  occupies  an  honorable  position  in  the 
history  of  these  engagements  and  the  casualty  list  will  still  further  empha- 
size this  fact  The  Eleventh  Infantry  lost  66,  the  Thirteenth  107 ;  the 
Twenty -first  106;  and  the  Twenty-second,  389.  The  loss  of  Battery  A, 
First  Artillery,  was  25;  and  that  of  Battery  D,  11.  The  loss  of  the  Second 
Michigan  Cavalry  was  11  and  the  Fourth  Michigan  19. 

These  losses  are  for  the  battle  of  Chiokamauga  alone,  and  a^r^iate 
seven  hundred  and  thirtv-three  men.  Add  to  these  the  oesnalties  ca  Chat- 
tanooga, Missionary  Kidge,  Brown's  Ferry  and  those  who  yielded  np  their 
lives  to  privation  and  disease,  and  Michigan's  loss  will  tall  but  little  short 
of  fifteen  hundred  men  in  these  memorable  campaigns. 

In  conclusion,  your  commissioners  respectfully  requst  early  attention  to 
the  matter  of  proper  appropriations  for  the  erection  upon  the  fields  of  snit- 
able  monuments  in  accordance  with  the  plans  of  the  National  Government 
that  the  State  may  be  properly  represented  at  the  national  dedication, 
September  19  and  20,  1895,  when  it  is  proposed  to  have  dedication  services 
by  all  the  statea  having  organizations  in  the  campaigns,  both  federal  and 
confederate.

Whebeas,  The  members  of  the  Senate  have  received  the  sad  and 
unwelcome  intelligence  of  the  death  of  one  of  our  associates,  Hon.  John 
W.  Watts,  Senator  from  the  tenth  district,  who  departed  this  life  at  his 
home  in  Jackson  on  Saturday,  February  2,  after  an  illness  of  only  five 
days  of  typhoid  pnenmonia;  therefore, 

Beaolved,  That  in  the  death  of  Hon.  John  W.  Watts,  the  Senate,  the 
L^slature  and  the  State  has  lost  an  able,  conscientious  and   faithfnl 

Enblio  servant;  one  who  has  earned  the  respect  of  the  public,  as  well  as 
is  immediate  constituents  by  long  service  in  local  affairs,  three  terms  as 
a  Representative,  and  as  a  member  of  this  Senate,  in  the  course  of  which 
he  exemplified  candor,  good  judgment  and  a  fearless  discharge  of  evei^ 
pnblie  duty.  His  career  has  been  constant  evidence  that  a  public  office  is 
a  public  tmst,  and  he  was  one  of  those  of  whom  it  can  be  truthfully  said, 
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that  while  he  bore  honors  modestly,  he  dischai^ied  all  duties  faithfnlly, 
and  thus  retamed  honor  to  those  who  houored  him.  That  he  has  been 
called  hence  in  the  prime  o(  his  manhood,  with  the  full  measure  of  nse- 
falnesB  not  fulfilled  is  to  all  of  as  a  matter  of  sincere  regret,  while  we 
tender   to  his   bereaved  family   our   warm   and  tender  sympathy. 

Resolved,  That  as  a  mark  of  respect  (the  Honse  concnrring),  tbata  joint 
committee  of  five  members  of  the  Senate  and  five  members  of  the  Honae 
of  Bepresentatives  be  appointed  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the  respective 
Houses  to  attend  the  funeral  of  the  deceased  at  Jackson  on  Wednesday, 
February  6,  as  honorary  bearers. 

Sesolved,  That  as  a  further  mark  of  respect  the  members  of  the  Senate 
attend  the  funeral  of  the  deceased  Senator  as  a  body. 

Resolved,  That  an  engroaaed  copy  of  these  resouitions,  duly  signed  by 
the  President  of  the  Senate,  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  and  His  Excellency 
the  Governor,  be  forwarded  to  the  widow  and  family  of  the  deceased. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  resolution, 

Senator  Bmndage  spoke  as  follows: 

"  As  we  gather  here  tonight,  a  deep  sadness  pervades  our  chamber.  A 
ahock,  sudden  and  unexpected  as  the  lightning  flash  from  the  noon-day 
sky,  has  pierced  our  souls,  One  of  our  number,  Senator  Watts,  whom, 
daring  our  brief  acquaintance  of  one  short  month,  we  had  learned  to 
esteem  and  love— esteem  for  his  well  equipped  mind  and  legislative 
ability,  acquired  by  years  of  training  and  close  application  to  the  dntiee 
he  assumed— one  we  had  learned  to  love  for  his  manly  and  business-like 
deportment,  for  his  pleasant  greeting  and  oordial  hand-shake,  has  been 
snadenly  taken  from  us. 

"  His  seat  is  vacant,  and  the  drapery  which  encircles  it  reminds  us  that 
no  more  shall  we  listen  to  his  kind  words  of  cheer  or  look  upon  his  kindly 
face  as  be  proffered  words  of  guidance  and  ezperieoce,  And  as  the  days 
go  by  we  shall  miss  him  from  our  numbers;  shall  miss  him  from  our  coun- 
cils. The  beautiful  bouquet  of  flowers  upon  his  desk  is  a  fitting  emblem 
<d  his  peaceful  reet  from  his  labors." 

Appropriate  remarks  were  also  made  by  Senators  Kilpatrick,  Clapp, 
HcLangblin,  and  the  President  of  the  Senate. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  resolutions,  the  same  were 
unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote.

On  demand  of  Mr.  Chittenden, 

The  memorial  was  read  at  length  and  spread  at  large  on  the  Journal,  as 
follows: 

To  the  Honorahle  the  Legislature  of  Michigan: 

At  the  twenty-ninth  annnal  meeting  of  the  Michigan  State  Medical 
Society,  held  at  Lansing,  May  3  and  4,  1894,  it  was  unanimously  voted 
that  a  committee  of  five  members  shoald  be  appointed  to  memorialize  the 
Legislature  for  the  passage  of  an  improved  law  for  the  registration  of 
InrthB  and  deaths  in  this  State.  The  undersigned  were  appointed  such 
committee  and  accordingly  beg  to  lav  before  your  honorable  body  certain 
statements  bearint;  on  the  necessity  for  the  enactment  of  such  a  law,  the 
benefits  that  it  will  afford  to  the  people  of  the  State,  and  certain  well- 
known  requisites  of  modem  vital  registration  to  which  it  should  conform. 

It  should  be  said  at  the  outset  that  medical  men,  as  such,  have  no 
peculiar  personal  interests  to  be  subserved  by  the  passage  of  each  a  bill, 
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other  tliBn  those  advantagee  which  will  accrue  to  all  claeseB  of  the  commnn- 
itv.  Indeed,  the  bill  that  the  committee  has  examined  (Senate  bill  No.  61, 
House  bill  No.  131),  and  which  it  indorsee  as  likely  to  fumieh  an  accurate 
and  nsefnl  system  of  registration  for  the  State,  imposes  certain  additional 
hardens  open  the  medical  profession,  without  recompense  therefor.  One 
object  proposed  to  be  gained  by  the  bill— prompt  and  reliable  information 
concerning  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  State — will,  in  the  opimon  of 
this  committee,  be  accepted  by  enlightened  professional  opinion  as  a 
reward  for  the  labor  of  supplying  accurate  statistical  details  coucerning 
causes  of  death. 

The  present  registratioit  law  of  Michigan,  which  was  enacted  in  1867 
and  last  amended  in  1869,  was  intended  to,  but  does  not,  accomplish  the 
results  that  the  proposed  bill  will  obtain.  These  objects  may  be  summar- 
ized briefly  as  follows:  (1)  An  accurate  record  of  every  birth  and  of 
every  death  for  legal  purposee;  (2)  Knowledge  of  the  distribution  in 
each  part  of  the  State,  of  mortality  from  all  causes  and  from  diseases  of 
importance,  such  ae  consumption,  diphtheria,  typhoid  fever,  etc.,  thus 
enabling  the  sanitary  conditions  of  different  localities  to  be  accurately 
compared,  as  well  as  that  of  the  Htate  as  a  whole  with  other  States  and 
foreign  countries;  (iJ)  Accurate  and  timely  information  for  the  people 
in  regard  to  changes  in  the  sanitary  and  social  conditions  of  the  State. 

The  old  registration  law  fails  to  fulfill  these  requirements.  Its  chief 
defects  are  the  following: 

(1.)  Owing  to  the  fact  that  births  and  deaths  are  not  r^^istered  as  they 
occur,  hot  are  enumerated  by  the  supervisors  or  assessors  in  April  and 
May  of  the  year  following  the  registration  year,  many  are  entirely  omit- 
ted and  the  facts  concerning  many  of  those  Enumerated  are  not  accurately 
^ven,  thus  invalidating  their  l^al  value.  It  has  been  ascertained,  by 
inquiry  at  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  that  requests  for  certified 
statements  of  births  and  deaths  that  undoubtedly  actually  occurred  in  the 
State,  have  been  frequently  received  at  the  State  Department,  concerning 
which  no  information  oonld  be  famished  on  accoont  of  the  imperfection 
of  the  returns.  It  is  estimated  by  the  Secretary  of  State  that  only  about 
three  births  and  deaths  are  correctly  returned  to  his  department  for  every 
five  that  actually  occur  in  the  State.  The  injustice  that  may  result  from 
sAch  neglect  to  children  whose  certificates  of  birth  are  required  for  the 
establishment  of  claims  to  inheritances,  widows  obliged  to  furnish  evidence 
of  death  for  the  establishment  of  pension  claims,  and  the  like,  is  apparent 

(2,)  The  present  returns  of  deaths  do  not  supply  Accurate  knowledge 
of  the  causes  of  death.  The  supervisors  who  make  the  enumeration  have 
no  medical  ^owledge,  nor  have  the  county  clerks  who  receive  the  original 
returns  and  transcribe  them  for  the  State  Departmant.  As  a  role  no 
information  is  obtained  under  the  present  law  from  the  physicians  last  in 
attendanee  upon  deceased  persons,  from  whom  alone  reliable  information 
can  be  had.  On  account  of  the  lar^e  number  of  omissions  in  the  returns, 
no  death  rates  for  the  State  as  a  whole,  or  for  any  portion  of  it  can  be 
obtained  that  are  at  all  reliable  for  comparison  with  Uiose  of  other  States 
or  countries  having  accurate  systems  of  registration.  Nor  from  the  great 
variation  in  accuracy  under  the  present  loose  system  in  different  countiea 
and  in  different  years,  can  the  relative  degrees  of  mortality  in  different 
parts  of  the  State  be  correctly  estimated. 

(3.)  Such  reports  on  vital  statistics  as  we  have  necessarily  appear  solate 
under  the  present  law  that  much  of  their  interest  and  value  is  lost.     As  an 
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example,  the  births  aud  deaths  for  the  past  vear,  1894,  are  Dot  ev«ti  utiiiiii- 
eiated  at  present  (Febrnary,  1695),  and  will  not  be  nntil  April  and  May 
next.  They  are  not  required  by  law  to  be  returned  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  nntil  September  1  next,  and  tbeir  compilation  being  received  in  one 
mass  for  the  entire  year  is  then  an  ardnous  task.  The  facts  contained  in 
these  returns  for  1894  will  not  be  available  until  1896,  or  nearly  two  yesrs^ 
on  an  averaj^,  after  their  occnrrence. 

The  requisites  for  an  improved  registration  law  are  few,' and  the  estab- 
lishing or  each  an  improved  system  is  no  experiment.  Such  laws  have 
been  in  operation  in  the  New  England  states,  New  York  and  New  Jersey 
sufficiently  long  to  show  their  practical  efficiency,  and  there  is  no  reason 
whatever  why  Michigan  should  not  now  establish  an  excellent  system, 
which  will  go  immediately  into  practical  operation,  and  thus  f^ive  her  a 
position  of  advantage  and  priority  in  the  general  movement  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  improved  public  health  systems  in  the  western  states.  It  can- 
not be  too  strongly  insisted  upon  that  the  fundamental  basis  of  public 
health  work  and  sanitary  efficiency  is  a  reliable  record  of  mortality.'  Facts 
are  better  than  gneases,  and  reliable  death  rates  more  satisfactory  than 
suppositions  as  to  the  relative  health  of  communities. 

The  principal  points  to  be  observed  are  (1)  that  all  births  and  deaths  be 
regifitored  immediately,  i.  a,  aa  soon  after  their  occurrence  as  practicable 
and  while  all  details  can  be  ascertained ;  ( 2 )  that  the  statement  of  cause  of 
death  in  death  certificates  shall  he  made  by  a  physician;  (3)  that  all 
returns  shall  be  promptly  made  to  the  central  office,  and  the  results  of  reg- 
istrstiou  be  promptly  given  to  the  public,  in  time  to  be  of  sanitary  valne 
and  public  interest  AH  of  these  essential  features  are  included  in  the  bill 
"To  provide  for  the  immediate  registration  and  prompt  return  of  births 
tod  deaths  in  Michigan,"  which  this  committee  therefore  fully  indorses, 
and  [ways  that  it,  or  some  equivalent  measure,  may  receive  your  sanction.

Sib — Uoder  an  act  of  coDgreea  approved  December  15,  1894,  it  is  pro- 
vided that  the  dedication  of  the  Chickamanga  and  Gh&tano<^  National 
Military  Park  shall  take  place  at  Chickamaaga,  Q-eot^a,  and  Chattanooga, 
Tennessee,  on  the  19th  and  20th  of  September  next,  and  that  the  Secretary 
of  War  shall  invite  the  governors  of  the  states  and  their  staffs,  and  the 
inrvivorfi  of  the  several  armies  engaged  in  the  battles  of  Ohickamanga 
and  ChatsnoogB  to  participate  in  the  inangnration  ceremonies. 

I  have,  therefore,  the  honor  to  request  your  presence  and  that  of  your 
staff,  together  with  snch  further  representation  from  yonr  State  as  the 
Legislature  thereof  may  see  fit  to  authorize  at  such  dedication. 

A  copy  of  the  act  of  congress  relating  to  the  dedication  is  herewith 
inclosed;  also,  a  circular  setting  forth  the  progress  made  in  establishing 
the  park.  A  prc^ram  of  the  ceremonies  will  be  sent  you  at  a  later  day.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  R^n-esentaiives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  a  national  dedication  of 
the  Chickamauga  and  Chattagooga  National  Military  Park  shall  take 
place  on  the  battlefields  of  Chickamanga  and  Chattanooga  September  19 
and  20,  1895,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  who  is  hereby 
anthorized  to  fix  upon  and  determine  the  arrangements,  ceremonies  and 
«xerciBe8  connected  with  the  dedication;  to  request  the  participation  of  the 
President,  Congress,  the  Supreme  Court,  the  heads  of  the  executive 
departments,  the  general  of  the  army  and  the  admiral  of  the  navy  therein; 
to  invite  the  governors  of  states  and  their  stafb,  and  the  survivors  of  the 
several  armies  there  engaged,  and  have  direction  and  full  authority  in  alt 
matters  which  he  may  i>eem  necessary  to  the  success  of  the  dedication. 
Be  shall  have  authority  to  procure  such  snpplies  and  services,  and  to  call 
upon  the  beads  of  the  several  staff  departments  of  the  army  for  such 
material  and  stores  as  he  may  deem  necessary  in  connection  with  the 
dedication. 

Skc.  2.  That  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  sum  of  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appro- 
priated,- out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
which  shall  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War: 
Provided,  that  the  total  expenses  to  carry  out  the  provisiona  of  this  act, 
including  the  sapplies  furnished,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  herein  named.

Sib — Conourrent  resolution  No.  7  of  the  laws  of  1891  is  as  follows: 

"Whbbeas,  There  is  a  strong  demand  among  the  people  of  the  United 
States  for  greater  uniformity  of  l^slation ;  and 

Whebeas,  Some  of  the  states  of  the  union  have  appointed  oommissionerB 
to  meet  with  like  oommiBeioners  from  other  states  to  confer  npon  the  sub- 
ject of  promoting  uniformity  of  l^slation  in  the  United  States ;  therefore 

Resolved  b}/  the  House  of  Repreaentatives  (the  Senate  oonourring),  That 
within  ten  days  after  the  passage  of  this  resolution,  the  Governor  of  this 
State  shall  appoint  three  commissioners,  who  are  hereby  constituted  a 
boaid  of  oommissioners,  by  the  name  and  style  of  "Com  mission  ere  for 
promotion  of   uniformity  of  legislation  in  the  United  States." 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  examine  the  subjects  of  marriage 
and  divorce,  insolvency,  forms  of  notarial  certificates,  acknowledgment 
and  execution  of  deeds,  execution  and  probate  of  wills,  descent  and  dis- 
tribution of  property,  and  other  subjects;  to  asoertain  the  best  means  to 
effect  an  asBimilation  and  uniforimty  in  the  laws  of  the  slates,  and  for  that 
porpoee,  in  their  diBoretion  to  meet  representatives  of  other  states  in  con- 
vention, to  draft  uniform  laws  for  submission  and  adoption  by  the  several 
states,  and  to  advise  and  reoommend  such  other  course  of  action  as  shall 
best  accomplish  the  purpose  of  this  resolution. 

The  said  oommissioners  shall  serve  without  compensation,  and  shall 
present  at  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  by  forms  of' 
bills  or  otherwise,  such  legislation  as  they  may  reoommend. 

This  resolution  does  not  in  terms  call  for  a  report  to  the  Governor,  but 
it  seems  to  the  commissioners  proper  to  advise  you  as  to  the  work  so  far 
done  by  the  commission,  and  they  therefore  submit  their  report  as  follows : 

By  the  authority  conferred  by.  concurrent  resolution.  Governor  Winans 
appointed  A.  C.  Maxwell  of  Bay  City,  C.  S.  Casgrain  and  S.  M.  Cutcheon 
of  Detroit,  as  such  oommissioQers,  The  commission  met  on  the  20th  day 
of  July,  1892,  and  organized  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Cutcheon  as  president 
and  Mr  .Casgrain  as  secretary.  Mr.  Maxwell,  on  his  election  as  judge  of 
the  oircnit  court  for  Bay  county,  resigned  from  the  commission.

At  that  time 
New  York,  MassaohuBettB,  PennsylTBnia,  Naw  JerBey,  Michigan,  Qeorgia, 
Delaware  and  MisBisaippi  had  appointed  oommiseioneis,  and  all  except 
MieaisBippi  were  represented. 

2.  At  New  York  city  on  November  16,  and  16,  1892,  when  the  same 
states  were  represented. 

3.  At  Milwaukee  on  Aaguet  31  tm.d  September  1,  1893,  when  the  fol- 
lowing additional  states  had  appointed  oommissioners :  Connectiont, 
Illinois,  Kansas,  Minnesota,  Montana,  Nebraska,  New  Hampshire,  North 
Dakota,  South  Dakota,  Wisoonsin  and  Wyoming. 

4.  At  Saratoga  Springs  on  August  22,  23  and  24,  1894,  when  the  fol- 
lowing additional  states  had  appointed  commissioners:  Iowa,  South  Caro- 
lina and  Virginia,  making  in  all  twenty-two  states  which  have  so  far  made 
such  appointments.  It  is  expected  that  the  next  oonferenoe  will  be  held 
in  Detroit  in  August,  1896,  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  that  time  between 
thirty  and"  forty  states  will  have  appointed  commissioners. 

These  several  oonferenoea  have  considered  at  length  and  have  formulated 
bills  upon  the  following  subjects : 

1.  Acknowledgment  and  execution  of  deeds. 

2.  Execution  and  probate  of  wills. 

3.  Maturity  of  notes  and  bills  of  exchange. 

4.  Weights  and  measures. 

They  have  agreed  npon  certain  recommendations  to  the  several  states  as 
,  to  marriage  ana  divorces. 

We  submit,  herewith,  in  pamphlet  fonn  a  copy  of  the  bills  and  reoom- 
mendations  as  reported  by  the  secretary  of  the  conference.  The  statutes 
of  this  State  already  contain  the  substance  of  many  of  the  recommenda- 
tions. Bills  to  carry  oat  the  remaining  recommendations  of  the  confer- 
ence will  be  submitted  to  the  Legislature  at  an  early  day  at  its  ensuing 
session,  as  provided  in  the  concurrent  resolution. 

No  provision  was  made  for  the  payment  of  expenses  of  the  commission. 
Thegenearl  expenses  of  the  several  conferences,  such  as  for  rent,  printing 
and  setnographer,  have  so  far  been  paid,  we  believe,  by  New  York  and 
Massachusetts.  Michigan  should  pay  her  share,  especially  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  next  conference  will  be  held  in  this  State.  A  large  appropri- 
ation will  not  be  required,  but  a  Fund  of  one  tbonsand  or  fifteen  hundred

A  BILL  relating  to  the  sealing  of  deeds  and  other  written  instruments. 

(Enacting  clause.) 

Section  1.  In  addition  to  the  mode  in  which  such  instruments  may  new 
be  executed  in  this  State,  hereafter  all  deeds  and  other  instruments  in 
writing  executed  by  any  person  or  by  any  private  corporation,  not  having 
a  corporate  seal,  and  now  required  to  be  under  seal,  shall  be  deemed  in 
all  respects  to  be  sealed  instruments,  and  shall  be  received  in  evidence  as 
such,  provided  the  word  "Seal"  or  the  letters  "L.  S."  are  added  in  the 
place  where  the  seal  should  be  affixed. 
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Section  2.  A  seal  of  a  oonrt,  public  officer  or  corporation  may  be 
impressed  directly  upon  the  instrument  or  writing  to  be  sealed,  or  upon . 
w^er,  wax  or  other  adhesiTs  aubstance  affixed  thereto  or  upon  paper 
or  other  similar  Bubstanoe  affixed  thereto,  by  nmcilage  or  other  adhesive 
substanoe.  An  inatmment  or  writing  duly  executed  in  the  corporate  name 
o(  a  oorporatioD,  which  shall  not  have  adopted  a  corporate  seaX  by  the 
proper  officers  of  the  corporation  under  any  seals,  snail  be  deemed  to ' 
nave  been  executed  under  the  corporate  seal. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  on  the  subjeot  of  marriage  and 
divorce : 


"Besoltfed,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  State  Legislatures  that  legis- 
lation be  adopted  requiring  some  oeremony  or  formality,  or  written  evi- 
dence, signed  by  the  parties,  and  attested  by  one  or  more  witnesses,  in  all 
marriages :  Provided,  however.  That  in  all  states  where  the  bo  called  com- 
mon law  marriage,  or  marriage  without  oeremony,  is  now  recognized  bs 
valid,  DO  such  marriage,  hereafter  contracted  shall  be  valid  nnless 
evidenced  by  a  writing,  signed  in  duplicate  by  the  parties,  and  attested  by 
at  least  two  witnesses. 

"iiesolved,  That  we  recommend  to  the  several  Legislataree  further  to 
provide  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  magistrate  or  clei^yman  solemniz- 
ing the  marriage  to  file  and  record  the  certificate  of  such  marriage  in  the 
-appropriate  public  office. 

"Resolved,  That  in  oases  of  common  law  marriages,  so  called,  evidenced 
in  writing,  as  above  provided,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  parties  to  such 
marriage  to  file  or  cause  to  be  filed  suoh  written  evidence  of  their  mar- 
riage, in  an  approtpriate  public  office,  within  ninety  days  after  suoh  mar- 
riage shall  have  tagen  place,   and  that  a  failure  so  to  do  shall  be  a  misde-. 


"Beaoloed,  That  it  be  further  recommended  to  the  legislatures  that  in 
-ease  the  certificate  last  mentioned  be  not  filed  as  aforesaid,  or  if  no  subse- 
-qnent  ratification  by  both  parties,  evidenced  as  aforesaid  by  like  writing, 
be  filed,  then  neither  party  shall  have  any  right  or  interest  in  the  proper^ 
of  the  other. 

"Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  all  the  states  that  stringent  provis-

"£esoIue<i,  That  the  age  of  consent  to  marriage  should  be  raised  to 
eighteen  in  the  male,  ana  sixteen  in  the  female. "

decree  of  divorce  should  be  granted  unless  the  defendant  be  domioiled 
within  the  State  in  which  the  action  is  brought,  or  shall  have  been  domi- 
oiled therein  at  the  time  the  cause  of  action  arose,,  or  unless  the  defendant 
shall  have  been  personally  served  with  process  within  said  state,  or  Bhall 
have  voluntarily  appeared  in  such  action  or  proceeding.

A  BILL  relative  to  the  probate  in  this  State  of  foreign  wills. 

( Enacting  clanse. ) 

First,  That  any  will  duly  admitted  to  probate  withont  this  State,  and  ii» 
the  place  of  the  testator's  domicile,  may  be  duly  admitted  to  probate  and 
recorded  in  this  State  by  duly  filing  an  exemplified  copy  of  said  will  and 
of  the  record  admitting  the  same  to  probate;  and  sucn  will  shall  then 
have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  originally  proved  and  allowed  in  this-

In  announcing  his  vote.  Senator  Clapp  stated  his  reasons  therefor  and 
asked  that  the  same  be  spread  on  the  Jo-amal,  which  request  was  granted. 

The  reasons  as  stated  are  as  follows: 

"  The  State  has  heretofore  endowed  the  city  of  Detroit  with  the  privi- 
lege of  self  government.  That  has  become  a  right  through  enjoyment.  It 
should  not  be  taken  away  unless  the  people  are  incapable  of  controlling 
and  managing  themselves. 

To  remove  that  right  in  order  to  displace  an  unsuitable  officer  (one  of 
the  reasons  given)  is  to  make  a  right  and  the  State's  action  thereon,  sub- 
servient to  every  temporary  storm  of  emotion  and  sentiment  The  paople 
can  regulate  this  matter  themselves  in  time.  The  disturbance  is  only' 
temporaiy. 

If  the  legislation  is  sought  in  order  to  rebuke  a  certain  other  public 
officer,  as  is  also  claimed,  the  question  of  policy  arises  as  to  whether  the 
power  of  the  State  should  be  used  for  any  such  purpose. 

As  one  who  does  not  worship  the  official  referred  to,  I  believe  that  the 
passage  of  any  bill  with  that  in  view  will  result  in  his  being  considered  a 
martyr,  and  that  the  people  will  crown  him  with  their  support  in  their 
determination  to  show  hostility  to  a  power  not  wisely  invoked. 

On  the  ground  of  danger  to  the  health  of  the  State  the  passage  of  the 
bill  does  not  seem  necessary  at  present. 
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Future  danger  csn  be  oTercome  by  giving  an  advisory  or  aupervisory 
power  to  the  State  board  over  local  boards  of  health. 

Now  the  State  board  can,  when  necessary,  qoarautine  t^j^sinst  any  locality 
and  can  stop  the  travel  of  infected  persooB.

BEPOBTB  OF  BTAKDINQ  COHHITTBES. 

Bv  the  committee  on  Fisheries: 

The  committee  on  Fisheries  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

During  the  recess  of  the  Senate, as  is  the  custom,  your  committee  visited 

the  office  and  stations  of  the  State  Board  of  Fish  Commissioners,  and  beg 

leave  to  report  as  follows: 
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The  office  of  theimard  in  Detroit  was  first  visited,  a  careful  investiga- 
tion was  made  ae  to  the  method  of  keeping  the  financial  and  historical 
recrords  of  the  business  and  work  of  the  board.  The  system  of  accounts 
was  found  to  be  accurate  and  reliable,  showing  in  full  every  money  trana- 
action,  as  well  as  giving  a  complete  history  of  the  cost  of  the  different 
■  branches  of  the  work.  The  records  of  applications,  distribution  of  fry,  and 
all  details  relating  to  plants  are  clearly  and  admirably  kept,  and  a  fall  and 
complete  history  of  all  businees  of  the  board  is  recorded  with  fidelity  and 
care. 

Tour  committee  next  visited  the  Detroit  hatchery,  which  wae  found  in 
perfect  coodition,  and  in  it  was  exhibited  what  your  committee  was 
informed  and  believes  was  the  largest  number  of  whitefish  e^is  ever  col- 
lected under  one  roof.  The  house  is  in  fair  condition,  but  owing  to  the 
meagrenese  of  the  appropriation  made  by  the  last  Legislature,  has  been  left 
without  certain  repairs  which  should  have  been  made  to  preserve  the 
building  and  fixtures,  such  as  painting  inside  and  out,  repairs  to  large 
storage  tanks  and  other  considerable  repairing,  which  must  be  provided 
for  in  the  appropriation  to  be  made  at  the  present  session.  It  is  not 
economy  to  allow  state  property  to  run  down  and  deteriorate  for  want  of 
money  to  make  necessary  repairs. 

The  carp  hatchery  at  Glenwood,  Cass  county,  was  the  next  station  vis- 
ited. Here  was  found  very  fine  ponds  for  the  breeding  of  German  carp 
and  gold  fish.  The  expense  of  running  this  station  is  $575  per  year, 
which  includes  the  rent  of  the  plant,  consisting  of  a  fine  stream,  and  the 
several  ponds  required  for  breeding,  and  the  services  of  Mr.  Worden 
Wells,  who  is  the  owner  of  the  property,  and  a  gentleman  well  versed  in 
the  cultivation  and  breeding  of  these  fish.  The  carp  is  a  first-class  fish 
for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  intended,  viz.,  to  furnish  fish  food  to  the 
poorer  classes,  and  to  those  who  have  waters  not  salted  to  the  finer 
varieties  of  fish.  A  carp  dinner  was  served  at  this  place,  and  your  com- 
mittee cheerfully  testify  that  the  carp  is  fine,  edible,  food.  Some  slight 
repairs  are  needed  at  this  station,  for  which  the  board  ask  about  tlOO, 
which  yonr  committee  recommends. 

From  Olenwood  the  committee  went  to  Paris  station,  in  Mecosta  county. 
Tour  committee  was  surprised  and  gratified  at  the  appearance  of  this 
station.  It  is  large,  neat  and  well  kept  in  every  particular.  The  outpnt 
from  this  station  of  the  different  varieties  of  trout,  will  be  this  year  over 
three  millions.  As  at  Detroit  station,  certain  needed  repairs  have  not 
been  made  for  want  of  means,  and  the  amount  asked  for  by  the  board  for 
improvements  and  repairs  at  this  station  should  be  granted.  The  amount 
is  not  large  and  the  proper  preservation  and  extension  of  this  valuable 
plant  should  be  provided  for. 

The  nest  station  visited  was  Sault  Ste.  Marie.  At  this  station  the  board 
have  built  a  hatchery,  which  is  the  beet  hatching  house  in  the  State. 
It  was  built  at  a  very  moderate  cost,  and  when  properly  equipped  will 
adequately  supply  the  upper  peninsula  with  whitefish,  salmon,  trout  and 
brook  trout  fry.  The  interest  shown  by  the  people  of  the  upper  peninsula, 
especially  of  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  indicates  the  necessity  for  a  hatchery  to 
supply  their  needs,  and  we  fully  endorse  the  course  of  the  board  in  build- 
ing this  hatchery,  and  recommend  the  allowance  of  the  sum  asked  to  com- 
pletely equip  the  station  and  run  it  to  its  full  capacity  during  the  next 
two  years. 

Charlevoix  was  visited  next  This  is  a  relief  station  for  the  Detroit 
hatchery,  that   is,  eyed  whitefish  eggs  allotted  to  the  waters  of  Lake 
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Miohigan,  are  shipped  from  Detroit  Btaidon  to  Charlevoix  aboab  four 
weeks  before  they  will  batch.  The  hatching  is  completed  at  this  station, 
and  the  fry  distributed  at  different  points  on  this  lake.  This  has  proved 
to  be  a  very  economical  way  of  attending  to  the  waters  of  Ijake  Michigan 
and  the  Straits  of  Mackinaw,  and  is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  relief  of 
the  Detroit  bonse.  We  approve  of  the  allowance  of  the  sum  asked  to  com- 
plete, eqnip  and  mn  this  station. 

From  Charlevoix  yonr  committee  went  to  Grand  Bapids  and  visited  the 
black  bass  station  at  Cascade  Springs.  The  efforts  already  made  to  hatch 
this  valnabte  game  fish,  both  by  natural  and  artificial  methods,  have  proven 
the  work  to  be  entirely  feasible.  The  board  advise  the  purchase  of  five  or 
eix  acres  of  land  and  the  installation  of  sufGcient  ponds  to  carry  the  neces- 
eary  number  of  parent  fish  and  fry;  also  that  a  small  honse  be  built  in 
which  to  carry  on  the  operations  and  store  the  tools  and  apparatus  used, 
For  this  purpose  the  board  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  So,00O  for  perman- 
ent improvements  and  the  necessary  amount  to  pay  the  current  running 
expenses  of  maintaiuing  the  station.  Your  committee  approve  this  and 
recommend  the  allowance  of-  the  sums  asked  for  these  pnrposes. 

Your  committee  made  some  inquiries  in  regard  to  the  work  done  by  tbe 
fish  commissioners  of  other  states,  and  are  well  satisfied  that  tbe  Michigan 
fish  commission  batch  double  the  number  of  fish  at  one- half  the  cost  of 
those  put  out  by  any  other  state,  and  are  satisfied  that  their  work  si 
conducted  with  the  most  rigid  economy. 

Finally,  after  a  careful  investigation  and  study  of  the  work  of  tbe 
State  Board  of  Fish  Commissioners  and  s  thorough  inquiry  into  the 
necessity  for  and  results  of  the  work  already  done  by  this  board,  your  com- 
mittee uubesitatingly  recommend  that  the  full  amount  asked  for  by  this 
board,  both  for  special  permanent  improvements  and  current  running 
expenses  be  grant^.

To  the  Honorable  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Michigan: 

We,  the  untlersigned  citizens  of  this  State,  now  petition  yon  not  to 
amend  the  laws  as  to  prohibit  the  shooting  of  migratory  dnck  in  the 
spring,  viz.:  Bed-head,  bine-bill,  canras-back,  widgeon,  pin-tail,  whistler, 
batter-ball,  and  other  migratory  duck,  for  the  following  reasons: 

The  law  against  spring  ehootiDg  was  rigidly  enforced  dnring  the  sprines 
of  1887  and  1888,  and  has  afforded  little  or  no  shooting  during  the  sncceed- 
ing  falls,  and  produced  no  good  resolta 

The  Migratory  do  not  (like  other  breeds,  mallard,  teal,  etc.,  that  breed 
with  us)  hunt  breeding  grounds  at  intermediate  points  and  remaio,  but 
quickly  reenme  their  jonmey  north. 

The  migratory  duck  do  not  necessarily  take  this  course  of  waters  in  the 
fall,  in  their  fiight  south,  but  the  Mieaiseippi  or  coast  routes. 

Ducks  are  shot  in  all  the  Atlantic  states  in  their  journey  north  in  the 
spring;  also  all  the  way  up  the  Mississippi  froifl  the  gulf  and  in  the 
8tat«e  north  and  west  of  here,  and  no  discrimination  is  made.  We  protect 
the  mallard-wood  duck  and  teal,  which  breeds  with  us. 

Most  of  the  shares  in  the  private  reserves  are  owned  by  non-residents 
of  the  State,  who  hare  no  other  interests  within  onr  borders,.who  do  not 
care_  about  shooting  migratory  duck;  the  Mallard  is  his  ^ame;  therefore 
they  do  not  care  to  shoot  in  the  spring,  and  have  no  consideration  for  a 
large  number  of  your  citizens,  who  are  not  able  to  enjoT  such  privileges. 

Ducks  are  not  becoming  scarce.  Flocks  of  ducks  mUes  in  length,  can 
be  seen  any  day,  in  proper  season,  on  Lakes  Hnron,  St.  Olair  and  Erie. 
ThOT  are  siForoed  more  natural  protection  than  quail,  partridge  and  other 
land  game. 

The  migratory  dnck  affords  sport  to  a  large  number  of  your  citizens, 
Bioaa  our  river  courses. 

We  therefore  pray  your  honorable  body,  to  give  due  consideration  to 
these  facts  and  not  to  repeal  the  law,  that  sportsmen  within  our  borders 
may  enjoy  these  sports  in  common  with  other  states.

Copies  of  the  statements  of  expenses  of  the  individual  members  of  the 
commission  are  attached  to  the  report.  No  provision  has  been  made  by 
the  Legislature  authorizing  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  members 
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of  this  oommieaoD,  and  I  would  again  reoommend  that  the  act  be  passed 
with  this  end  in  view.

Hon.  John  T.  Rich,  Qovemor: 

Sib — ^We  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  oommieeion  appointed  by 
yon  to  locate  the  positions  of  the  Michigan  regiments  at  the  battle  of 
Antietam,  Md.,  agreed  upon  Monday,  September  17th  last  (the  anniver- 
sary of  the  battle),  as  the  time  for  performing  the  duty  imposed  upon 
them. 

Upon  the  morning  of  that  day.  Gen.  W.  H'.  Withington  and  Will  H. 
Breoriey,  representii^  the  Seventeenth  Kegiment  Michigan  Volunteer 
Infantry,  and  Major  B.  W.  Jacklin,  representing  the  Sixteenth  Michigan 
Volunteer  Infantry,  met  in  Washington.  Col.  J.  D.  Sumner,  Eighth 
Michigan  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  Lieui  A.  T.  Navarre,  Seventh  Michi- 
gan Volunteer  Infantry,  were  not  present. 

The  commission  proceeded  to  Sbarpsburgh,  Md.,  in  company  with  Gen. 
H.  Heth,  of  the  United  States  Antietam  Board.  During  the  afternoon  of 
the  17th  and  the  morning  of  the  18th  of  September,  they  went  thoroughly 
over  the  field  of  the  Antietam  battle  and  located,  as  they  believed,  accur- 
ately, the  positions  occupied  by  the  Sixteenth  and  Seventeenth  Begi- 
ments,  and  also  the  positions  of  the  following  commands  of  Michigan- 
troops,  as  near  as  may  be : 

One  company  First  Michigan  Cavalry  on  escort  duty  at  Twelfth  Army 
Corps  headquarters. 

One  company  Michigan  Sharpshooters,  attached  as  Company  "B," 
Second  "Berdans"  United  States  Sharpshooters. 

One  company  Michigan  Sharpshooters  attached  as  company  ''Brady" 
Sharpshooters  to  the  Sixteenth  Michigan  Volunteer  Infantry. 

The  First,  Fourth,  Seventh  and  Eighth  Michigan  volunteer  regiments. 

The  First  and  Fourth  being  in  the  same  division  with  the  Sixteenth, 
and  the  division  being  the  First  of  the  Fifth  Army  Corps,  and  in  reserve- 
daring  the  day  of  the  battle.  All  these  positions  were  duly  noted  by  Gen. 
Heth  of  the  United  States  Antietam  Board  and  it  is  expected  they  will 
take  their  place  accordingly  on  the  maps  of  this  great  battlefield  and  in 
the  markings  which  are  to  be  placed  on  the  field  itself. 

In  the  absence  of  the  representatives  of  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  regi- 
ments, the  commisaion  were  unable  to  determine  accurately  the  positions 
of  those  regiments.  This  is  unfortunate.  Both  of  these  regiments  had 
important  parts  in  the  battle.  The  hope  was  expressed  by  the  United 
Slates  boam  that  your  Excellency  would  yet  designate  some  member  or 
members  of  these  regiments  who  would  visit  the  field  and  locate  the 
^ound  they  covered  and  occupied.  Gen.  Heth  kindly  expressed  his  will- 
ingness to  go  again  to  Sharpsbui^h  with  such  representatives. 

Michigan  had  but  three  regiments  engaged  in  this  battle,  and  when 
B()curaoy  of  position  is  being  bo  carefuly  sought  by  the  United  States  eov- 
emment,  onr  State  should  not  be  in  default  as  to  the  ground  ooverea  or 
gained  by  any  of  its  troops. 
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We  feel  sure  that  membera  of  both  the  Seveoth  and  Eighth  raiments 
«Bii  be  found  who  will  take  pride  in  seeing  that  their  regiments  have  their 
rightf  al  place  on  the  Antietam  field  designated. 

The  G-oTemor  of  Fenneylvania  has  appointed  a  oommission  of  nea^ 
one  hundred  men  to  locate  the  position  of  Pennaylvania  regiments.  He 
designatea  several  from  each  regiment 

We  attach  statement  of  the  expenaes  of  each  member  of  the  oommiesion. 

The  time  for  the  work  bad  to  be  taken  from  other  jessing  demands  and 
it  seeme  but  jnst  that  their  actual  outle;e  for  ezxwnaee  should  be 
reimbursed.

Joint  legislative  reBolution  relative  to  the  centennial  of  the  conquest  of 
the  Indian  nations. 

WhEBEAB,  The  year  1895  marks  the  centennial  epoch  of  the  oonquest  of 
the  Indian  nations  and  the  establishment  of  peace  in  the  territory  now 
comprised  in  the  State  of  Ohio  and  adjaoent  country  northwest  of  the 
Ohio  river;  and 

Whbreas,  Said  conquest  was  made  by  the  anny  under  command  of 
Qen.  Anthony  Wayne,  a  gallant  and  meritorious  soldier  in  the  war  of  the 
revolution  and  the  Indian  wars,the  battle  of  Fallen  Timbers  on  the  Maumee 
river  August  20,  1794,  completing  the  chain  of  victories,  and  subduing  the 
Indian  tnbes;  and 

Whebbas,  The  treaty  of  peace,  made  on  the  3d  day  of  August,  1795,  at 
Fort  Greenville  (built  on  the  site  of  Greenville,  Ohio),  by  Gen.  Wayne, 
on  behalf  of  the  United  8tates,>and  various  Indian  nations,  occupying  the- 
territoTT  northwest  of  the  Ohio  river,  was  of  national  importance,  and 
establiuied  peace  and  permitted  the  extension  of  American  settlements 
therein;  therefore 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  General  Aaaembly  of  the  Sinie  of  Ohio,  That  steps 
be  taken  to  properly  observe  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  this 
important  event  in  the  history  of  our  western  country ; 

That  the  United  States  government  should  erect  a  suitable  memorial 
structure  on  the  site  of  Fort  Greenville,  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  Gen- 
eral Anthony  Wayne  and  his  gallant  army,  and  that  our  Senators  and 
Representatives  in  Congress  be  requested,  through  the  Governor,  to  seoare 
such  a  memorial;  that  to  accomplish  the  intent  of  this  resolution,  the 
Ohio  Archseolcwical  and  Historical  Society  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed'to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  secure  a  suitable  centennial  celebra- 
tion at  Greenville,  Ohio,  on  August  3,  1895,  and  to  obtain,  if  possible, 
through  Congress,  such  a  memorial  as  will  fittingly  and  appropriately  per- 
petuate the  centennial  of  this  important  event  and  those  coosplououe  in  its 
history.

Whebeab,  We  understand  that  an  effort  has  been  made  to  destroy  the 
□setulnees  of  Senate  bill  No.  20  (file  5),  by  cutting  down  the  appropriation 
of  factory  inspection  from  $9,000  to  $6,000:  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  representatives  of  the  Central  Trades  and  Labor 
Assembly  of  Muskegon  do  protest  against  the  cutting  down  of  said  appro* 
priatioii  as  by  so  doing  it  will  have  the  effect  of  making  the  Factory 
inspection  law  a  law  in  name  only  as  factory  inspection  then  would  be 
only  a  farce. 

We  consider  it  highly  necessary  that  factories  in  our  state  should  be 
inspected  thoroughly  and  that  a  deputy  should  be  appointed  for  the  upper 
petiinsula.  As  we  have  in  the  aggregate  about  11  or  12  thousand  factories 
in  the  state  it  will  be  easily  seen  that  with  the  inspectors  we  now  have, 
that  the  work  can  only  be  done  in  part.  We  therefore  indorse  your  action 
in  retaining  the  usefulness  of  the  bill  and  earnestly  hope  that  Uie  bill  will 
get  the  support  which  it  deserves,  that  it  will  become  a  law  that  the  factories 
can  be  inspected  for  the  betterment  of  the  condition  of  the  working  classes.

Your  committee  have  visit«d  this  prison  personally  and  can  truthfully 
say  that  its  condition  is  in  every  way  fully  up  to  the  standard  of  prisoo 
reqnirements.    It  is  well  bailt,  commodious,  clean  and  well  officer^  and 
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orgaoized  in  all  its  departments.  The  only  objection  which  can  be  nrged 
against  it  is  as  to  the  per  capita  cost  of  acstaining  it.  To  remedy  this  is 
clearly  within  the  power  and  duty  of  the  iLegislatnre. 

There  is  now  being  prepared  a  case  to  test  the  power  of  the  Governor  to 
transfer  a  convict^om  one  prison  to  another,  with  the  intention  that  if 
anch  power  eziste  of  transferring  from  Jackson  to  Mnrqnette,  some  of 
those  confined  at  Jackson  may  be  removed  in  order  to  relieve  the  crowded 
condition  there. 

If  these  proceedings  ahoald  fail,  it  will  at  least  point  oat  the  proper 
conrse  to  be  pnrsned  to  accomplish  the  desirable  purpose  of  equalizing  the 
distribation  of  criminals  among  onr  prisons  and  of  reducing  the  cost  of 
maintaining  them  to  a  minimum  in  all  these  institutions. 

As  to  the  necessity  for  this  special  appropriation,  we  would  say  that  at 
a  meeting  of  the  joint  prison  board  held  at  Marquette,  August  3,  1894,  in 
view  of  the  crowded  condition  of  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson,  the  Gover- 
nor was  asked  to  request  circuit  judges  in  the  northern  circuits  of  the  lower 
peninsula  to  sentence  all  criminals  convicted  in  their  courts  and  punish- 
able hy  conviction  in  State  Prison,  to  this  institution.  If  this  request  shall 
be  complied  with,  or  the  method  of  transfer  above  alluded  to  should  seem 
feasible,  and  be  adopted,  the  jirison  will  soon  be  filled  to  ita  full  capacity; 
and  it  is  necessary  that  a  part,  at  least,  of  the  guards  and  keepers  should 
reside  near  the  prison.  At  present  some  of  the  members  of  this  force 
reside  three  miles  from  the  prison,  it  being  impossible  to  obtain  houses  for 
them  nearer  by.  The  houses  we  propose  to  build,  it  the  necessary  appro- 
priation is  made,  would  readily  rent  for  from  $180.00  to  $200.00  per  annum, 
and  would  be  a  good  investment,  and  at  the  same  time  supply  an  impera- 
tive demand. 

The  cells  in  the  east  cell  house,  156  in  number,  have  never  been  fur- 
niehed,  and  the  necessity  for  this  item  from  the  amount  asked  for  is  obvi- 
ons,  as  is  also  that  of  the  laying  of  a  cement  floor  therein.  The  walks  in 
and  about  the  prison  grounds  are  of  planks,  and  rapidly  decaying- 

Copper  should  be  substituted  tor  tile  ridge  used  in  the  construction  of 
the  buildings,  as  tile  will  not  withstand  the  severity  of  this  climate.  As 
this  is  supposed  to  be  a  permanent  institution,  we  think  it  to  be  in  the 
interest  of  trne  economy  that  all  improvements  be  made  of  ss  permanent  a 
character  as  possible. 

This  prison  has  not  been  furnished  with  a  call  and  alarm  system.  We 
consider  this  to  be  of  the  first  importance,  and  urge  the  appropaiation 
asked  for  it. 

The  machines  for  the  knitting  shop  would  increase  the  present  output 
»t  least  twenty  per  cent,  and  the  small  outlay  be  at  once  a  larj^ely  increased 
source  of  revenue  to  defray  the  expense  of  maintenance.

What  has  he 
amounted  to,  or  what  has  he  done  tor  the  public  health  except  draw  hia 
salary?  He  has  no  personal  knowledge  or  the  scientific  knowledge  of 
mixtures  or  compounde,  and  not  one  person  in  one  hundred  in  the  State 
knows  that  there  is  such  an  official.  Mr.  Rich's  hill  to  abolish  the  office 
entirely  is  a  good  one,  and  let  the  State  Board  of  Health  employ  a  first- 
class  chemist,  by  authority  from  the  State,  who  can  analyze  any  nompoand 
or  mixture,  and  if  the  State  board  find  any  product  sold  that  is  injurious 
to  our  health,  they  can  iesne  an  edict  against  the  same.

Mesolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repreaeniatwea  of  the  State  of 
Michigan,  That  the  following  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  this  State 
be  ana  the  same  is  hereby  proposed,  that  is  to  say,  that  section  6  of  article 
6  of  said  constitution  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  6.  The  State  shall  be  divided  into  judicial  circuits,  in  each  of 
which  the  electors  thereof  shall  elect  one  circnit  judge,  who  shall  bold  his 
office  for  the  term  of  six  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  quali- 
fied. The  Legislature  may  provide  for  the  election  of  more  than  one- 
oircnit  judge  in  the  judicial  circnit  in  which  the  city  of  Detroit"  is  or  maj^ 
be  situated  and  in  the  judicial  circnit  in  which  the  county  of  Sa^naw  is  or 
may  be  situated,  and  in  the  judicial  circnit  in  which  the  county  of  Kent  is 
or  may  be  situated,  and  in  the  judicial  circuit  in  which  the  county  of 
Ingham  is  or  ma^  be  situated.  And  the  circnit  judge  or  judges  of  said 
circuits,  in  addition  to  the  salary  provided  by  this  constitution,  shall 
receive  from  their  respective  counties  such  additional  salary  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  fixed  and  determined  by  the  boards  of  sopervisors  of  said 
counties.  And  the  board  of  supervisors  of  each  county  in  the  upper 
peninsula  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  give  and  pay  to  the 
circuit  judge  of  the  judicial  circuit  to  which  such  county  is  attached  such 
additional  salary  or  compensation  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  and 
determined  by  such  board  of  supervisors.  This  section  as  amended  shall 
take  effect  from  the  time  of  its  adoption. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  That  said  amendment  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
people  of  this  State  at  the  spring  election  to  be  held  on  the  first  Monday

The  petition  was  read  at  length  and  spread  at  lai^e  on  the  Journal,  as 
follows: 
To  the  Honorable  the  Sertaie  and  House  of  Bepreaentatives  of  the  State 

of  Mickigan  in  Legislature  OBsembled: 

We,  the  undersigned  citizens  and  taxpayers  of  the  town  of  Q-rant 
township,  county  of  St  Clair,  Michigan,  most  rmpectfnlly  petition  your 
honorable  body  to  abolish  every  form  of  sectarianism  from  our  pnblic 
institutions. 

We  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  support  that  has  for 
the  past  twenty  years  been  given  to  a  sectarian  college  of  medicine  in  our 
State  University,  and  ask  that  it  be  discontinued.  The  public  expenses 
for  this  collie  amount  to  about  $16,000  yearly.  And,  according  to  a 
report  recently  made  to  the  regents  of  the  University  by  the  dean  of  the 
bomceopathio  college,  every  homceopathic  gradnate  has'  been  a  net  loss  of 
$600  to  the  State.  We  believe  this  is  not  only  unjust  to  the  taxpayers, 
bttt  establishes  a  dangerous  precedent,  tending  to  subvert  the  fundamental 
principles  of  our  public  school  system,  which  refuses  to  rec^^nize  sec- 
tarianism in  any  form  or  allow  of  any  division  of  .the  school  funds  to 
eatisfy  its  demanda  Such  appropriations  are  not  only  wrong  in  prin- 
ciple, bat  become  a  growing  evil,  as  is  well  illustrated  by  the  demand 
of  homceopathy  for  recognition  in  our  University.  At  first  its  representa- 
tives asked  for  the  appointment  of  only  one  teacher  of  their  peculiar 
sectarian  views,  and  having  a  title  indicative  of  his  sectarian  work.  In 
time  their  demands  increased  to  a  request  for  two  such  teachers.  At 
nearly  every  session  of  the  Iiegislatnre  this  demand  increased,  until  by 
act  of  the  Lefnslatnre  of  1889  the  number  of  such  teachers  was  increased 
to  five  fall  professors,  besides  their  assistants.  The  instruction  in  all  the 
fnndamental  branches  of  medicine  is  still  furnished  to  the  homceopathic 
students  by  the  teachers  in  the  department  of  medicine  and  surgery,  and 
requires  a  share  of  the  time  of  eight  full  professors  in  this  department, 
beeides  that  of  several  of  the  assistants. 
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Frevioiifi  to  1875  the  stadents  of  homceopathio  medicine  were  edncated 
in  the  department  of  medicine  and  Surgery  on  equality  with  other  gin* 
dents,  and  with  no  extra  expense  to  the  State.  Those  that  completed  the 
course  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  This  degree  is  non- 
sectaqan,  and  leaves  its  posseasor  tree  to  adopt  any  system  of  practice  he 
may  deem  most  appropnate  for  the  care  of  any  case  he  may  have  nnder 
his  care. 

We  believe  that  any  medical  school,  supported  by,  or  nnder  the  anspices 
of  the  State,  should  be  broad  and  liberal,  that  no  teachers  of  exclusive  sye- 
tema,  or  with  sectarian  titles,  should  be  sapported  therein,  but  that  the 
claims  of  all  systems  ehonld  be  fairly  presented  to  the  students  by  non- 
partisan teachers.  If  otherwise,  then  faith  core,  hydropathy,  botanical 
medicine,  and  every  other  sect  in  medicine  should  have  the  same  recog- 
nition and  support  by  the  State  that  has  been  accorded  to  the  followers  of 
Hahnemann.  And  in  the  department  of  literature,  science  and  arts,  there 
should  be  two  schools  of  political  economy,  in  one  of  which  students 
should  hear  only  the  doctrine  of  free  trade,  while  in  the  other  protection 
only  should  be  expounded.  Spiritualists  and  every  other  sect  should  have 
a  separate  school  of  philosophy,  while  in  literature  and  history  every  sect 
should  have  its  own  special  teachers  to  give  such  instruction  in  these 
branches  as  may  still  further  bias  their  stadents  in  the  direction  they  may 
wish.  Such  a  state  of  affairs  would  soon  destroy  our  common  school  sys- 
tem, and  to  remove  all  precedent  having  such  a  tendency,  and  to  relieve 
the  taxpayers  of  the  State  from  unnecessan  and  ever  increasing  burdens, 
we  petition  your  honorable  body  to  abolish  sectarianism ,  from  our  State 
University  and  other  public  institutions.

A  bill  to  prohibit  the  manufacture,  sale,  keeping  for  sale,  giving  away 
or  furnishing  of  vinous,  malt,  brewed,  fermented,  spirituous  or  intoxicating 
liquors  or  any  mixed  liqaor  or  beverage  any  part  of  which  is  intoxicating, 
and  to  prohibit  the  keeping  of  any  saloon  or  other  place  for  the  manufact- 
nre,  sale,  storing  for  sale,  givii^  away  or  furnishing  of  such  liquors  or

The  Senate  concurred  in  the  amendments  made  to  the  bill  b^  the 
committee. 

The  bill  was  then  referred  to  the  committee  on  Finance  oud  Appro- 
piations. 

By  the  committee  on  Mining  School  and  Mining  Interests: 

Tlie  committee  on  Mining  School  and  Mining  Interests  submitted  the 
following  report : 

The  committee  on  Mining  School  and  Mining  Interests,  of  the  Senate, 
and  the  committee  on  School  of  Mines  of  the  House,  respectfully  submit 
to  the  Legislature  the  following  joint  report: 

The  committee  visited  and  inspected  the  Mining  School  at  Houghton, 
in  the  upper  peninsula,  on  the  23d  day  of  Januarv,  1895. 

ThetbnildJDgs  of  the  school  were  found  in  excellent  condition,  well  oon- 
stmcted  and  in  good  repair.  The  main  building,  known  as  "Science 
Hall,"  is  well  equipped  with  furniture,  and  the  apparatus  required  for  the 
teohnical,  scientific  and  practical  education  which  the  school  is  designed 
to  furnish ;  and  the  character  of  the  building  and  the  nature  of  the  equip- 
ment show  that  the  money  previously  furnished  by  the  State  has  been 
wisely  expended  in  fnrtheranoe  of  the  ends  sought  to  be  attained  by  the 
act  establishing  the  institution, 
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The  ohangea  contemplated  and  made  necessary  in  the  main  building  by 
the  erection  of  the  new  engineering  building,  known  as  "Meohanicat 
Hal], "  and  the  removal  thereto  of  the  meohanioal  and  engineering  labora- 
toiies  and  equipment  will  render  it  better  adapted  to  the  work  of  the 
eohool  and  capable  of  aooommodating  an  increaeed  number  of  students. 
The  estimated  cost  of  these  changes,  including  some  needed  improvements 
in  the  ventilation  of  the  building,  ia  inoloded  in  the  estimates  submitted 
to  UB  by  the  board  of  control,  and  the  oommitt^es  feel  that  the  proposed 
expenditures  are  wise  and  should  be  provided  for. 

By  section  2  of  act  41,  1893,  the  Legislature  of  that  year  provided  for 
an  additional  building  for  the  school.  This  building  the  committees 
found  completed.     It  is  well  arranged  and  splendidly  adapted  for  its  ends. 

Iq  the  basement  are  the  machine  shops  and  electrical  laboratory.  On 
the  main  floor  are  the  wood  working  shops  and  laboratories,  oEBces  and 
supply  rooms,  and  on  the  aeoond  floor  are  the  drawing  room,  a  large,  well 
lighted  apartment,  the  leoture  rooms  and  the  office  and  apparatus  of  the 
department  of  mining  and  engineering,  while  the  whole  building  is  well 
supplied  with  tool  cases,  toilet  facilities,  storage  rooms,  etc.  In  the 
annex  to  this  building  are  the  boilers  from  which  is  furnished  the  power 
for  the  machinery  of  the  shops  and  stamp  mill,  and  from  which  the  entire 
institution  is  heated,  and  also  storage  space  for  fuel. 

Interesting  among  the  machines  and  apparatus  in  this  building  are  a 
steam  engine,  several  lathes,  hangers  and  other  apparatus  made  by  the 
students  themselves,  as  part  of  the  practical  work  ^ioh  tbey  are  taught 
to  do  while  at  the  school. 

Into  this  new  building  will  be  moved  all  the  machinery,  tools  and  appli- 
ances of  the  shops  and  of  the  departments  of  mechanical,  civil  and  mining 
engineering,  and  for  the  fitting  up  of  the  shops  and  for  additions  to  the 
equipment  further  funds  are  needed  and  are  recommended. 

Electricity  is  daily  becoming  of  more  importance  in  all  branches  of 
industry,  and  this  is  particnIarTy  true  of  mining.  Electrical  power  is  now 
used  in  pumping,  drilling,  hoisting,  tramming,  smelting,  welding,  trans- 
porting, and  many  other  oranches  of  mining  work,  and  this  use  is  con- 
stantly and  rapidly  inoreasing.  And  the  education  of  a  mining  engineer 
is  no  longer  complete  without  a  thorough  knowledge  of  eleo&oity  and 
electrioal  appliances.  A  room  for  an  electrical  laboratory  is  provided  in 
"Meobanical  Hall,"  and  the  school  is  already  in  possession  of  some  of  the 
apparatus  necessary  for  its  equipment,  but  to  make  it  complete  and  prac- 
tical much  more  is  needed,  and  the  importance  of  this  branch  of  the  work 
of  the  school,  not  only  to  our  mines  and  mining  interests,  but  to  all  the 
many  and  varied  industries  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  calls  for  liberality 
on  the  part  of  this  Legislature  in  this  respect,  and  we  therefor  recommend 
the  allowance  of  the  items  covering  this  subject  in  the  estimates  submitted 
to  us. 

The  present  assay  laboratory  of  the  school  is  situated  in  a  room  in  the 
basement  of  the  main  building.  The  quarters  are  cramped,  and  the  heat 
from  the  furnaces  when  in  operation  is  intense.  The  board  of  control  ask 
for  sufficient  funds  for  the  construction  of  a  separate  building  for  this  pur- 
pose only.  This  can  be  provided  with  adequate  ventilation,  which  is 
impossible  in  a  room  of  the  main  building,  and  will  remove  from  the 
latter  and  its  valuable  contents  the  great  danger  from  fire  whioh  is  attendant 
upon  the  use  of  the  furnaces  in  their  present  situation.  For  this  building 
the  sum  of  $3,200  is  asked,  and  for  the  refitting  and  equipment  of  th& 
72 
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same  as  a  complete  assay  IaboratoT7,  the  further  enm  of  $1,600  is  required, 
both  of  whioh  we  approve  and  reoommend. 

VarionB  Bnms  shown  in  the  estimates  hereto  appeaded  are  also  asked  for 
by  the  board  of  control  in  addition  to  those  above  noted  for  additional 
equi[Hiient  and  apparatus  needed  by  the  school  for  the  furtherance  uf  the 
praotloat  work  sought  to  be  done  in  the  way  of  education.  The  moneys 
heretofore  famished  by  the  State  for  this  purpose  have  been  wisely  and 
judiciously  expended  in  an  equipment  whioh  has  placed  the  school  in  the 
front  rank  of  institutions  of  its  class,  and  which  makes  the  knowledge 
imparted  to  its  students  of  that  practical  nature  which  is  most  usefal  and 
valuable  in  fitting  our  young  men  for  the  chosen  work  of  their  lives. 
Further  appliances  are  needed,  and  our  disoueeion  of  the  matter  with  the 
board  and  the  instractors  at  the  school  has  shown  us  the  value  of  the  pro- 
posed additions  to  the  equipment,  and  the  committees  unite  in  reoom- 
mending  an  appropriation  covering  the  items  mentioned  under  the  head- 
ing of  "Estimates,  refitting  and  equipping," 

For  the  current  expenses  of  the  school,  the  estimates  show  what  is 
required  and  they  appear  to  the  committees  to  be  in  accord  with  the  neoea- 
Bities  and  requirements  of  the  school  and  with  the  proper  carrying  into 
efEect  of  the  practical  training  given  to  its  students.  A  technical  and 
practical  education  in  any  branch  is  necessarily  expensive  when  compared 
with  the  instruction  afforded  in  our  common  schools,  or  with  the  literary 
or  classical  education  conferred  by  our  university.  The  students  are 
taught  not  only  the  book  learning  covenng  the  theoretical  part  of  their 
work,  but  they  obtain  an  insight  into  the  actual  workings  of  the  various 
duties  devolving  upon  a  mining  engineer.  They  perform  the  analysis  of 
materiel  in  the  ohemical  laboratories.  In  the  physical  laboratory  they 
illustrate  the  phenomena  of  that  branch  of  science  with  the  proper  appa- 
ratus and  appliances  for  that  purpose.  In  engineering,  they  go  into  Uie 
field  and  make  actual  surveys,  lay  out  rallroaQs,  estimate  their  cost,  and 
as  far  as  the  time  permits,  perform  all  the  work  that  they  may  expect  to 
meet  with  when  taking  their  part  in  the  actual  labor  of  later  tue.  l!n  the 
mines,  to  which  frequent  excursions  are  made,  they  do  mine  surveying, 
run  drills  and  study  methods  of  mining  and  timbering  as  they  are  exem- 
plified in  the  work  of  the  best  authorities  of  the  day  in  the  world.  In  the 
shops  of  the  school  they  do  pracitcal  work,  from  that  of  the  coal  heaver  at 
the  boiler  to  the  building  and  use  of  steam  engines. 

For  the  ourreiit  expenses  of  189.^  and  1894,  the  sum  of  $76,000  was 
appropriated  by  the  Legislature  of  1893.  A  detailed  statement  of  the 
expenditure  of  this  sum  has  been  submitted  to  us,  and  is  appended  hereto. 
The  estimates  for  1895  and  1896  follow  closely  the  expenditures  for  the 
past  two  years,  with  some  increase  made  neoeesary  by  the  recent  and  wise 
adoption  by  the  board  of  a  four  instead  of  a  three  year  course,  and  by 
the  extra  amount  required  for  heating,  lighting  and  maintaining  the  new 
building. 

We  recommend  and  approve  the  estimates  as  submitted,  and  believe 
that  the  amount  asked  for  by  the  bill  now  pending  before  this  Legislature 
is  no  more  than  is  needed  by  the  school  for  the  carrying  on  of  its  valuable 
work. 

The  great  depression  of  the  past  two  years  has  been  felt  l^  this  institu- 
tion as  t>y  all  others  of  a  similar  nature.  And  vet  it  is  gratifying,  that  in 
■pite  of  its  youth,  the  Michigan  Mining  School  is  at  the  head  in  reputa- 
tion, attendanoe  and  number  of  grodoateB,  of  all  the  sohoola  of  its  kind  in 
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the  United  States,  aad  has  received  and  edaoated  stadents  from  foreign 
ooantriee,  from  England,  Mexioo,  Cuba  and  Japan,  who  bave  oboseo  tbe 
Mining  Sohool  of  the  State  of  Michigan  in  preference  to  the  long  estab- 
lished schoolH  of  Europe.  When  we  can  so  soon  compete  with  freiberg 
and  the  Swedish  School  of  Mines,  whose  reputations  are  world  wide,  it  is 
evidence  of  tbe  most  satisfying  nature  that  Michigan  in  this  branch  as  in 
all  others  is  maintaining  her  proud  position  as  a  leader  among  the  leaders 
in  the  ednoation  and  preparation  for  active^useful  lives  of  her  citizens. 

Tbe  gradnates  of  this  school  are  already  taking  an  active  and  important 
part  in  the  development  of  the  reaourcee  of  this  State  and  of  the  country. 
They  have  been  found  well  equipped  for  the  work  waiting  for  them,  and 
there  is  a  demand  for  them  that  will  soon  work  towards  an  enviable  repu- 
tation for  the  school  in  respect  to  the  thoroughnesB  and  completeness  of 
its  course  of  study,  which  will  soon  become  apparent  through  an  increased 
application  for  the  benefits  it  can  confer. 

'^It  is  a  duty  devolving  upon  the  State  to  see  that  the  work  so  well  begun 
is  maintained  at  its  present  high  standard,  and  to  avoid  the  mistakes  of 
other  states  which  have  established  similar  institutions,  which  have 
already  passed  out  of  existence  or  are  admitted  failures,  owing  to  the  neg- 
lect to  properly  provide  for  them. 

Amended  hereto  will  be  found  a  detailed  statement  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  at  tbe  school  for  tbe  past  two  years,  and  also  the  estimates 
Hubmitted  to  us  by  the  board  of  control,  covering  the  sums  needed  for  the 
new  assaying  building  and  for  the  additional  equipment  of  the  new 
engineering  building  and  the  other  departments  of  the  school,  as  well  as 
for  the  running  expenses  of  the  school,  all  of  which  the  committees  leoom- 
mend  in  the  firm  belief,  based  upon  an  investigation  of  the  sohool  Eind  of 
the  work  being  done  by  it,  and  upon  the  vast  interests  of  this  State  largely 
dependent  upon  this  institution  for  future  maintenance  and  development 
that  the  appropriations  asked  for  will  be  wisely  granted.

To  the  Honorable,  the  Senate: 

Gbktlbhen — At  a  regular  meeting:  of  the  connoil  of  trades  and  labor 
anions  of  this  city  the  following  resolutions  were  unanimoudy  ad(q>ted  as 
a  protest  against  the  bill  pending  in  tbe  Legislature  for  the  closing  of 
theaters  on  Snnday.     The  following  is  a  oorreot  oopy : 

Whereas,  Through  the  efforts,  desires  and  wishes  of  a  minority  of  oiti- 
zens,  known  aa  the  civic  federation,  whose  Uadable  purpose,  by  their  own 
admissions,  is  tbe  redemption  of  a  wicked  and  naughty  world;  and 

Whereas,  This  local  combination  of  mutual  acuniration  individuals  is 
formed  for  the  express  purpose  of  introdnoing  and  enacting  obnoxioos 
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laws,  and  enforoiog  of  obsolete  and  innoouoaa  bias  lawe  of  a  pre-oivilized, 
pnritaiiical  and  pnmeval  period ;  and 

Whereas;  The  above  named  "oivio  federation"  has  introdnoed  a  biU 
now  before  the  Legislature  of  Michigan  in  session  at  Lansing,  asking  for 
a  law  to  olose  the  performanoea  at  theaters  on  Sundays  and  as  an  inerita- 
ble  result  of  this  measore  Sanda;  theatrical  performances  will  no  longjN 
be  poeeible,  and  the  next  step  the  managers  of  theaters  will  no  doubt  take 
will  be  the  cnrtailing  of  expenses,  in  order  to-oover  the  financial  defi- 
oienoy  oansed  by  the  loss  of  tnese  perf onnanoes ;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  obrious  and  aelf-erident  that  managers  will  demand 
eitber  a  redaction  of  salaries  paid  to  mnsiciana  for  less  performances 
played  or  reduce  the  already  too  small  nnmber  of  masioians  employed  in 
their  orobeetras  still  farther,  which  to  many  of  oar  members  lesseod  their 
ohanoes  to  gain  a  livelihood  and  means  a  preoarions  "hand-to-month" 
existence;  and 

Whereas,  This  baainess-rQining  policy  parsned  by  an  over-ssealoas 
combination  of  ministers  and  their  equally  over-zealoas  following  against 
their  equally  good  and  more  numeroas  Christian  brethren,  must  inevitably 
tend  to  increase  the  vast  army  of  unemployed  who  must  either  starve  or 
beoome  burdens  on  the  community.  Manhood  revolts  against  taking 
alma  when  able  and  willing  to  earn  the  means  of  sustenance  in  his  partio- 
ular  field  of  labor,  trade  or  profession ;  genius  talent  and  art  will  only 
thrive  and  prosper  under  liberal  institutions,  and  as  the  constitution  of 
the  United  States,  irrespective  of  any  particular  creed  or  religion,  grants 
the  paranit  of  his  own  happiness  to  every  free  bom  citizen,  and  oon- 
vinoed  that,  under  the  provisions  of  article  II  of  our  constitution,  it 
becomes  our  duty  that  the  Detroit  musicians*  protective  and  benevolent 
association,  No.  7,  should  stand  upon  the  broad  platform  of  oosmopolitan 
human  liberty,  exemplified  by  tbe  Father  of  our  country,'  rather  than 
that-of  an  intolerant,  oigoted  horde  of  assnmptive  zealots  and  their  narrow 
minded  disciples; 

Therefore  be  it  resolved, 

1.  That  we  most  emphatically  protest  against  the  enacting  and^enforce- 
ment  of  any  law  which  injures  the  prospects  of  all  classes  and  hedges  us 
in  with  narrow-minded  ideas  of  innocnous  reformers. 

2.  That  we  declare  against  the  stigma  which  a  few  hypocritioal  proto- 
types, by  their  insidious  actions,  oast  upon  the  moral  standard  of  those 
who  differ  with  them  in  opinion. 

3.  That  we  will  act  unitedly,  co-operate  together  with  all  [other  trades, 
labor  or  professional  associations  against  the  passing  of  laws  inimical  to 
our  individual  or  collective  bodies. 

4.  That  we  will  stand  firmly  with  the  action  of  the  theatrical  managers 
in  their  decisioibto  oppose  legislation  that  tends  to  closing  our  theaters 
and  other  enlightened  and  popular  places  of  amusement  on  Sunday.

The  petition  was  read  at  length  and  spread  at  large'  on  the  Jonmal  as 
follows: 

To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Bepreaentativee  of  the 

State  of  Michigan  in  Legislature  aaaembled: 

We,  the  andereigned  citizens  and  taxpayers  of  the  town  of  Detroit, 
county  of  Wayne  most  respectfully  petition  roar  honorable  body  to  abol- 
ish every  form  of  sectarianism  from  our  public  inBtitutioos. 

We  would  respectfully  call  yonr  attention  to  the  support  that  has  for  the 
past  twenty  years  been  given  to  a  sectarian  college  of  medicine  in  our 
State  University,  and  ask  that  it  be  discontinned.  The  public  expenses  for 
this  college  amount  to  about  $15,000  yearly.  And,  according  to  a  report 
recently  made  to  the  Begents  of  the  University  by  the  dean  of  the  hom- 
oeopathic colle^,  evei^  bomceopathic  graduate  has  been  a  net  loss  of  $500 
to  the  State.  We  believe  this  is  not  only  unjust  to  the  taxpayers,  but 
establishes  a  dangerous  precedent,  tending  to  subvert  the  fundamental 
principles  of  our  public  school  system,  which  refuses  to  recognize  secta- 
rianism in  any  form  or  allow  of  any  division  of  the  school  fands  to  satisfy 
its  demands.  Such  appropriatioos  are  not  only  wrong  in  principle,  bnt 
become  a  growing  evil,  as  is  well  illustrated  by  the  demand  of  homoeo- 
pathy for  recognition  in  our  University.  At  first  its  representatives  asked 
for  the  appointment  of  only  one  teacher  of  their  peculiar  sectarian 
views,  «nd  having  a  title  indicative  of  his  sectarian  wonL  In  time  their 
demands  increased  to  a  request  for  two  such  teachers.  At  nearly  every 
session  of  the  Legislature  this  demand  increased,  until  by  act  of  the  I^eg- 
islature  of  lw9  the  number  of  such  teachers  was  increased  to  five  full 
professors,  besides  their  assistants.  The  instruction  in  all  the  fundamen- 
tal branches  of  medicine  is  still  furnished  to  the  homoeopathic  students  by 
the  teachers  in  the  department  of  medicine  and  surgery,  and  requiree  a 
share  of  the  time  of  eight  full  professors  in  this  department,  besides  that 
of  several  of  the  assistants. 

Previoos  to  1876  the  students  of  homosopatic  medicine  were  educated 
in  the  department  of  medicine  and  surgery  on  eqnaliW  with  other 
students,  and  with  no  extra  expense  to  the  State.  Those  that  completed 
the  course  received  the  d^ree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  This  d^ree 
is  non-sectarian,  aud  leaves  its  possessor  free  to  adopt  any  system  of  prac- 
tice he  may  deem  most  appropriate  for  the  cure  of  any  case  he  may  nave 
under  his  care. 

We  believe  that  any  medical  school,  supported  by,  or  under  the  aus- 
pices  of,  the  State,  should  be  broad  and  liberal,  that  no  teachers  of  ex- 
clusive systems,  or  with  sectarian  titles,  should  be  supported  therein,  but 
that  the  claims  of  all  systems  should  be  fairly  presented  to  the  students  by 
non-partisan  teachers.  If  otherwise,  then  faith  cure,  hydropathy,  botan- 
ical medicine,  and  every  other  sect  in  medicine  should  have  the  same 
recognition  and  support  by  the  State  that  has  been  accorded  to  the  fol- 
lowers of  Hahnemann.  And  in  the  Department  of  Literature,  Science 
and  Arts,  there  should  be  two  schools  of  Political  Economy,  in  one  of 
which  students  should  hear  only  the  doctrine  of  Free  Trade,  while  in  the 
other  Protection  only  should  be  expounded.  Spiritualists  and  every  other 
sect  should  have  a  separate  achool  of  philosophy,  while  in  literature  and 
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history  every  sect  should  have  its  own  special  teachers  to  give  such  instnic- 
tion  in  these  branches  as  may  stilt  fnrther  bias  their  stadente  in  the 
direction  they  may  wiah.  Snch  a  state  of  affairs  would  soon  destroy  onr 
common  school  system,  and  to  remove  all  precedents  having  snch  a  ten- 
dency, and  to  relieve  the  taxpayers  of  the  State  from  mmecessarr  and 
ever  increasing  bnrdens,  we  petition  your  Honorable  Body  to  abolish  sec- 
tarianism from  our  State  University  and  other  public  institutions.

There  seems  to  be  a  general  effort  to  increase  the  property  limit  hereto- 
fore fixed  in  our  State  laws  which  benevolent  and  charitable  corporations 
may  acqnire  and  hold  from  $100,000  to  the  greater  enin  of  $600,000  each. 
This  meaiiH,  nnder  our  present  laws,  a  vast  exemption  of  property  from 
taxation.  Our  present  tax  laws  have  exempted  the  property  ot  all  these 
corporations  from  taxation,  founded  npon  the  long  existing  basis  of  a 
property  holding  limited  to  the  sum  of  $100,000  to  each  such  oorporat.i(ni 
Xonr  committee  are  not  able  to  state  the  total  number  of  corporations  of 
this  olase  in  this  State,  bat  the  total  is  very  lai^e.  To  increase  the  prop- 
er^  exemptions  to  each  oorporetion  now  existing  from  $100,000  to  $500,* 
000  will  aggregate  an  immense  sum,  snd  have  a  serioas  effect  apon  the 
eqailibriam  of  our  system  of  State  and  local  taxation.  Your  committee 
deem  this  view  of  the  case  most  important,  and  in  order  to  test  this  qnes- 
tion  carefally  and  intelligently  in  this  Legislature,  we  propose  the  follow- 
iiw  amendment  to  this  bill : 

To  add  at  the  end  of  the  section  changing  the  property  limit  the 
following : 

"  Provided  further.  That  all  the  property  of  each  corporation  in  exoes» 
of  the  value  of  $100,000  shall  be  subject  to  taxation  for  all  purposes,  as 
other  property,  real  or  personal,  is  assessed  and  taxed  under  the  laws  of 
this  State."

The  bills  now  urged  would,  if  adopted,  blot  this  exemption  from  our 
law  and  subject  every  church  organization  to  taxation. 

Under  the  present  law  during  the  whole  lifetime  of  the  State  our 
ohnrahes  have  lived  and  flourished.  It  is  anffioiently  diBcriminating  and 
if  honestly  enforced  is  adequate  to  meet  all  reasonable  demands  and  answer 
all  onrrent  objections, 

The  adoption  of  any  bill  removing  this  exemption  would  be  profoundly 
and  to  all  interests  prejudicial. 

It  would  be  unjust  to  the  donors  of  churches,  parsonages  and  land  occu- 
pied for  religious  purposes,  as  such  properties  were  originally  set  apart 
with  no  such  contingency  in  view. 

It  would  be  unjust  to  those  now  contributing  to  the  maintenance  of 
these  churches. 

It  would  be  detrimental  not  only  to  the  oni^anizBtions  of  religion  and 
benevolence  therein  included,  but  as  well  to  the  general  public  tor  whose 
benefit  they  are  so  largely  roaintatned. 

It  would  be  injurious  to  the  State,  as  it  would  cripple,  be  disastrous, 
and  in  many  instances  fatal,  to  institutions  whiob  have  proven  themselves 
efficient  and  trustworthy  co-workers  and  supporters  in  the  good  citizen- 
ship and  beneficent  schemes  and  purposes  of  our  State  government. 

We  further  believe  that  the  churches  make  an  indirect  financial  return, 
many  times  over,  to  the  State,  for  this  exemption,  in  promoting  law,  order 
and  good  morale,  and  in  saving  the  State  lai^e  expense  by  lessening  crime 
and  misdemeanors  and  tbeir  attendant  cost  to  the  State.

NATIONAL  PABK— ISLAND  OP  MAOKINAa 

fiesoloed.  That  so  much  of  the  Island  of  Maokinao,  lying  in  the  Straits 
-of  Maokinao,  within  the  oonnty  ot  Maokinao,  in  the  State  of  Miohigan,  as  is 
is  now  held  by  the  United  States  under  military  reservation  or  otherwise 
(excepting  the  Fort  Maokinao  and  so  much  of  the  present  reservation  thereoe 
«0  bonnds  it  to  the  sonth  of  the  village  of  Maokinao,  and  to  the  west,  northf 
and  east,  respectively,  by  lines  drawn  north  and  aouth,  east  and  west,  at  a 
-distanoe  from  the  present  fort  Qagstaff  of  four  hundred  yards),  hereby  is 
reaerved  and  withdrawn  from  Bettiement,  oocupsnoy  or  eale  under  the  laws

Joint  resolution  directing  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  to  settle  and 
adjust  the  claim  made  by  Joseph  Schefnecker  against  tiie  State  of  Michi- 
gan for  services  and  money  expended  by  him  in  recruiting  volunteets  for 
tha  war,  and  in  organizing  the  14th  regiment  of  Michigan  infantry. 

While  the  basis  of  this  claim  originated  more  than  a  third  of  a  century 
ago  (the  claim  having  been  presented  several  times  before),  it  has  never 
passed  both  honaes  of  the  L^islatnre  bnt  once,  and  was  then  vetoed  by 
Governor  Winans  in  1891. 

The  only  law  under  which  it  is  possible  to  pass  such  a  claim  will  be 
found  in  act  No.  6,  special  session  of  the  Legislature  of  1861.  The  last 
clause  of  section  No.  3  reads  as  follows: 

"Under  this  act  the  Ch>vemor  may  allow,  on  proper  vouchers  of  com- 
mandants of  companies,  approved  and  certified  by  the  military  board,  sach 
necessary  and  proper  expenses  as  have  been  in  good  faith  made  since 
April  16,  1861,  under  the  direction  of  the  Governor  and  Adjutant  General, 
for  the  organization  and  subsistence  of  such  companies  as  have  been  or 
may  be  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  State,  under  any  law  of  this  State. 

"  Section  4.  All  claims  and  accounts  accruing  f^inat  the  State  for 
Axpens^  and  diebnraements  authorized  by  this  act,  aim  which  have  already 
accrued,  shall  be  presented  within  three  months  from  the  passage  of  this 
act;  and  all  other  claims  shall  be  presented  within  three  months  of  thfr 
accruing  of  the  same,  or  the  same  shall  be  considered  as  donated  to  tiie 
State,  and  shall  not  thereafter  be  allowed,  under  any  pretence  whatevsr.'*' 

Now,  from  the  beet  information  obtainable,  the  Governor  and  Adjutant 
General  never  exercised  the  power  granted  by  this  section,  but  the  GK>t- 
emor  always  told  applicants  for  commissions  that,  if  they  raised  a  sufficient 
nnmber  of  men  and  got  into  an  organization,  they  would  probably  receive- 
a  commission,  but  they  most  spend  their  own  time  and  pay  their  own 
expenses;  that  the  commission  should  be  their  pay. 

This  claim  then,  has  no  Ic^^  standing;  it  has  no  equitable  standing 
unless  its  provisions  are  enlarged  so  as  to  take  in  the  several  hundred  other 
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zmen  equally  ealdtled  to  compenBation.    It  woold  eeein  to  be  too  late  to 
equalize  the  hardens  of  the  war. 

The  Legislature  has  repeatedly  declined  to  attempt  to  equalize  soldier's 
bonnties,  on  account  of  the  impossibility  of  doing  justice,  and  the  ereat 
expense  vhich  it  would  incur  to  the  State.  That  claim  would  be  certainly  as 
meritorious  as  this  one,  or  any  claims  of  this  class. 

It  may  be  stated  that  the  resolution  only  authorizes  the  Board  of  Audi- 
tois  to  act,  providing  they  find  the  claim  due,  but  a  more  careful  perusal 
of  the  joint  resolution  will  convince  any  disinterested  person  that  this  is 
hardly  true. 

The  preamble  of  the  joint  resolation  that  "  Mr.  Schefnecker  incurred 
expense  and  spent  time  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $738.00,"  the  resolation 
provides  for,  among  other  things,  as  follows:  "If,  on  examination,  the 
facts  herein  stated  are  found  to  be  true  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  is 
aathorized  and  empowered  to  draw  their  warrant  in  payment  of  said 
claim."  It  seems  to  me  that  any  board  would  consider  Uus  resolution 
mandatory,  providing  they  become  satisfied  beyond  reasonable  doubt  that 
the  statements  in  the  preamble  of  the  resolation  are  true. 

Believing  that  this  resolation  should  not  pass  in  this  form,  owning,  by 
precedent,  the  treasury  to  a  very  lai^e  number  of  claims,  involving  a  vast 
amount  of  money  (nobody  knows  how  much)  and  become  a  law,  without 
its  fall  parport  ia  understood,  I  respectfully  return  it,  withoot  approval, 
for  your  farther  coosiderstioD.

The  memorial  was  read  at  length  and  spread  at  lai^  on  the  Joornal,  as 
folfows: 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  Hotise  of  Repreaentativet  of  the  State  of 
Michigan: 

The  vomen  of  Michigan  who  ask  favorable  oonsideration  of  Senate  bill 
No.  150,  file  67,  wbicb  aims  to  raise  the  age  of  consent  to  eighteen  years, 
and  provide  a  more  adequate  punishment  for  the  crime  of  rape,  now  feel 
confident  that  in  the  four  years  which  have  passed  sinoe  a  previons  effort 
WHS  made  by  over  five  hundred  representative  women  to  seonre  legifilation 
providing  such  penalty  for  the  crime  of  rape  as  would  have  some  deterrent 
foroe,  a  marked  advance  has  been  made  in  two  directions: 

First,  We  believe  that  the  impulse  towards  political  reform  which  is  in 
the  air  has  secured  in  our  own  btate  legislators  of  such  character  that  in 
this  grave  matter  they  will  not  be  appealed  to  in  vain. 

Secondly,  One  of  the  best  results  of  the  steady  agitation  in  behalf  of 
social  purit^  is  the  targe  increase  in  the  number  of  men  who  not  only 
believe  theoretically  in  the  jnstioe  of  one  standard  for  men  and  women, 
bnt  also  now  regard  the  enforcement  of  this  standard  as  a  not  altogether 
hopeless  battle. 

With  the  conviction  that  these  changes  have  altered  the  situation  out  of 
which  came  the  failureB  of  the  past,  the  women  of  Michigan  now  respect- 
fully and  hopefully  ask  that  the  law  regulating  the  age  of  consent  be 
considered  as  a  part  of  other  legislation  relative  to  girls  where  age  is  a  fac- 
tor. Only  in  this  way  oan  a  general  principle  be  found  and  a  logical  result 
reached.  It  is  evident  that  the  age  limit  in  the  matter  of  the  control  of 
property  and  the  making  of  a  con^ct  of  marriage  was  intended  to  guard 
young  women  against  the  ignorance  and  mistakes  incident  to  raental  and 
moral  immaturity.  If  a  girl  may  not  be  entrusted  with  the  control  of  her 
property  until  she  is  twenty-one,  surely  here  is  a  starting  point  for  deter- 
mining the  limit  for  the  protection  of  her  chastity  so  far  as  legal  enact- 
ment may  promote  this  end.  The  law[ which  provides  that  a  girl  may  bar- 
ter away  her  one  possession  of  supreme  and  unrealized  valne  at  fonrteen, 
is  of  course  in  the  interest  solely  of  that  olass  of  men  from  whom  she  needs 
to  be  protected.  Therefore  we  believe  that  the  law  fixing  the  age  of  con- 
sent should  be  brought  into  harmony  with  other  legislation  affecting 
young  girls  to  which  reference  is  herein  made. 

As  the  safety  of  the  State  rests  upon  the  integrity  of  the  family,  we 
believe  that  this. appeal  to  men,  a  large  majority  of  whom  are  husbands 
and  fathers,  to  wipe  from  our  statute  books  the  unintelligent,  illogical  leg- 
islation which  discriminates  against  the  safety  of  our  daughters,  will 
receive  their  thoughtful  consideration. 

I  greatly  regret  now  that  only  a  few  months  ago  I  destroyed  the  evi- 
denoe  I  had  collected  from  newspaper  reports  through  a  whole  year  that 
the  discretion  left  with  the  judge  as  to  length  of  sentence  in  convictions 
for  the  crime  of  rape  resulted  uniformly  in  such  short  terms  that  that 
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offense  goea  practioall;  nnpanished.     The  only  exceptions  where  were  the 
poor  viotim  was  murdered  or  died  very  short!;.

The  memorial  was  read  at  length  and  spread  at  large  on  the  Journal,  as 
follows: 
To  the  Honorable  Members  of  the  Michigan  State  Legislature,  Lansing, 

Michigan: 

The  andersigned,  yonr  memorialists,  respectfnlly  represent  that  thOT  are 
the  officers  of  the  second  annual  conference  of  Michigan  Health  Officers, 
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held  at  Ann  Arbor,  Jane  15  and  16, 1894)  tbat  said  conference  nzunimonslj 
passed  resolntioos  directing  its  officers  to  memorialize  the  State  Legiala- 
tare,  and  that  said  resolntions  are  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  judgment  of  this  conference  of  health  officers 
and  other  del^ates  of  Michigan  boards  of  health,  that  consamption  (and 
other  diseases  due  to  the  Badllua  tuberculosia)  should  be  included  in  th» 
list  of  "Diseases  dangerous  to  the  pablic  health,"  referred  to  in  sections 
1675  and  1676,  Howell's  statutes,  requiring  notice  b;  honseholdera  and 
physicians  to  the  local  health  officer,  as  soon  as  such  a  disease  is  recog- 
nised. 

Resolved,  That  we  recc^nize  the  following  facta: 

1.  That  tdbercaloeis  is  the  most  fn^ave  and  fatal  diseaae  now  affecting 
the  health  and  lives  of  the  people  of  this  State,  destroying  about  3,000 
lives  per  year. 

2.  That  this  disease  originates  principally  by  transmission  from  man  to 
man  or  from  man  to  animau  and  again  to  man. 

3.  That  the  spread  of  this  disease  can  be  best  arrested  by  the  disinfect 
tton  of  the  spata  and  other  dischai^ces,  by  special  supervision  of  those 
infected,  and  by  the  care  of  such  persons  nnijer  conditions  which  will  pre- 
vent the  transmlBsion  of  the  disease  to  others. 

i.  That  Buch  disinfection  and  supervision  canoot  be  carried  ont  in  tiie 
crowded  houses  of  the  |>oorer  classesj  and 

5.  That,  under  conditions  which  will  prevent  reinfection,  many  consnmp- 
tivee  may  be  permanently  cured  and  returned  to  their  homes  and  work, 
educated  in  the  methods  of  restricting  the  disease.  In  view  of  these  facts, 

Resolved,  That  this  conference,  by  its  officers,  respectfully  memorial^ 
the  next  Le^lature  for  an  appropriation  sufficient  for  the  purpose  of 
building,  equipping  and  maintaining  a  State  hospital  for  consumptives. 

Resolved,  That  the  planning,  construction  and  eqmpping  of  the  State 
hospital  for  consumptives  may  well  be  entrusted  to  the  State  Board  of 
Health. 

Resolved,  That  the  location  of  the  hospital  shonld  be  sach  that  it  mav 
be  accessible  by  railroad  to  the  thickly-settled  parts  of  the  State,  and  sach 
as  to  permit  of  out-door  exercise  and  light  oat-dooi  labor  whenever  the 
weather  will  permit 

Resolved,  That  although  consumption  is  the  most  dangerous  oommooi- 
cable  disease,  a  hospitsl  can  be  so  planned,  equipped  and  managed  as  that 
it  shall  not  seriously  endanger  the  neighboring  inhabitants;  and  as  it  is 
desirable  that  it  shall  contribute  the  largest  amount  of  sanitary  education 
to  the  teachers  and  to  the  people  of  the  State;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  judgment  of  this  conference  that  the  proposed 
State  Hospital  for  Consumptives  should  be  located  at  the  seat  of  the 
State  University  at  Ann  Arbor,  in  order  that  it  may  afford  the  best  oppor- 
tmiities  for  the  observation  and  study  of  this  most  important  disease,  in 
conjunction  with  the  investigations  now  being  so  satisfactorily  pursued  in 
bacteriolf^iy  and  other  departments  of  sanitary  scienoe,  at  the  State 
Laboratory  of  Hygiene. 

Resolved,  That  this  conference  hereby  re^>ectfally  memorializes  the 
Legislatare  of  Michigan  at  its  next  session  to  take  such  action  as  will 
result  in  a  knowlec^e  of  the  extent  to  which  the  dairy  cattle  and  other 
animals  supplying  milk,  meat  or  other  food  products  to  the  people  oi 
Michigan  are  infected  with  tuberculosis.     Also  that  it  take  such  actum  as 
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will  tend  to  stop  the  spieading  of  tabercnloeis  among  animals,  and  from 
animals  to  man. 

Resolved,  That  the  Legislatnre  of  this  State  be  asked  to  pass  a  lav 
which  shall  prohibit  the  selling  of  milk  without  a  license  from  the  State 
Xiire  Stock  Commisaion,  said  hcense  to  be  granted  after  an  examination 
oi  the  milch  cows  by  the  State  Teterinarian,  or  a  competent  veterinarian 
aUall  have  shown  tbem  to  be  free  from  tnbercnloais,  the  tnberciilin  test 
'  being  applied  in  case  of  doubt.

On  demand  of  Mr.  Merriman, 

The  petition  was  read  at  length,  and  spread  at  laige  on  the  Journal,  as 
follows: 
To  the  Senate  and  House  of  B^ireseniatives  of  the  State  of  Michigan: 

The  Miohigau  State  Board  of  Agriculture  respectfully  repveeents  that 
by  a  special  act  of  the  Legislature,  passed  Feb.  7,  1887,  there  was  created 
en  organization  to  be  known  as  the  Michigan  Weather  Service  and  an 
appropriation  of  $5,400  per  year  for  the  two  ensuing  years  was  granted  (or 
the  carrying  on  of  the  work  of  the  servioe.  The  Legislature  of  1889  again 
eranted  an  appropriation,  but  the  Legislature  of  1891  refused  to  do  any< 
uiim  whatever  for  its  support  and  maintenance.  Since  1891  the  service 
lias  barely  been  kept  alive  by  slight  donations  from  this  board,  out  of  its 
own  appropriations,  and  such  help  as  it  was  in  the  power  of  the  National 
Bureau  to  lend.  It  is  now  manifest,  however,  that  some  State  recognition 
must  be  given  if  its  valuable  work  is  to  be  continued. 

Ezperienoe  has  proved  that  the  practical  benefits  derived  from  the  daily 
forecasts,  warnings,  etc.,  are  greatly  restricted,  especially  in  the  agrionl- 
tural  districts,  by  the  want  of  sufficient  facilities  (or  disseminating  the 
offidal  information  promptly.  Farmeis,  who  are  especially  interested  in 
such  foreoaata,  are  usually  located  so  that  the  rep(»tB  do  not  reach  them  in 
time  to  be  available  as  predictions. 

By  the  aid  of  State  weather  services  it  is  found  that  the  weather  fore- 
oasts  may  be  much  more  widely  and  rapidly  disseminated  than  has  here- 
tofore  beenpraotioahle,  and  these  services  have  afforded  a  valuable  aid  to 
the  U.  S.  Weather  Bureau  in  its  efforts  to  extend  the  usefulness  of  snoh 
foreoaata. 

The  stations  of  the  National  Burean  are  mere  outposts  for  general  work, 
BO  far  apart  that  numberlesa  meteorological  phenomena  ooour,  which, 
being  unrecorded,  are  lost  for  comparison  and  study.  The  value  of 
ayetematio  and  oontinuons  records  of  atmospheric  changes  cannot  be  over- 
estimated. There  is  not  an  indostry  in  the  country  that  could  not  be  bene- 
fited by  them. 

The  scope  of  the  contemplated  servioe  and  the  advant^es  accruing  from 
its  operation  to  the  citizens  o(  this  State  have  been  briecfy  summarized  by 
leading  meteorological  experts,  of  national  reputation,  as  follows : 
88 
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1.  It  will  be  the  meanH  of  soon  Beouring  better  prediotioiiB  of  weather 
obansee  and  atorms. 

2.  It  will  be  tbe  meana  of  brlDging  tbe  dail;  foTeoaats,  frost  aod  oold 
ware  waroiDgs,  into  nearly  every  poatoffice  of  the  State,  thereby  enabling 
every  induatiy,  which  is  in  any  way  affected  by  weather  ohangeB,  to  make 
their  neareat  poatoffice  a  source  of  reliable  iDiormation  relative  to  snob 
obangea 

3.  It  will  give  to  every  county  the  government  atandarde  for  tempera- 
ture and  rainfall  which  are  sources  of  useful  publio  information. 

4.  It  will  pat  within  the  reach  of  the  looa!  agricultural  sooietiea  means 
of  accurate  oraervations,  which,  in  the  course  of  time,  must  be  valuable  to 
any  locality  in  the  study  and  adaptation  of  oereala. 

o.  It  will  bring  the  science  of  the  Weather  Bureau  within  the  reach  of 
tbe  high  schools  and  farmers'  institutes  of  the  State,  offering  teachers  and 
pupils  alike,  excellent  opportunity  to  study  a  wide  range  of  the  application 
of  the  science  to  foster  and  protect  agricultural  indu^ry  and  commercial 
pursuits. 

6.  It  will  lead  to  the  collection  of  rainfall  statistics  to  enable  engineeni 
to  better  estimate  the  sudden  downpours  to  guard  against  in  the  laying 
out  of  sewers  in  cities;  also  to  a  correct  knowledge  of  rainfall  over  differ- 
ent water  sheds  of  tbe  State  for  the  purpose  of  giving  data  for  supplying 
water  works  of  cities,  towns  and  villages. 

7.  It  will  lead  to  the  better  practice  of  medicine,  when  physicians 
throughout  the  State  can  study  diseases  with  reliable  and  accurate  meteor- 
ological facts  by  their  side,  and  for  sanitary  purposes  correct  meteorolog- 
ical statistics  are  invaluable  to  the  practitioner  in  applying  preventive 
remedies  for  the  public  good. 

8.  It  will  lead  to  tbe  forming  of  reliable  meteorological  records  for 
use  in  legal  oases. 

9.  By  its  weekly  weather-crop  bulletin  it  places  the  producer  and  the 
dealer  upon  an  equal  footing.  There  is  no  feature  of  the  State  Weather 
Service  work  which  has  met  with  such  universal  favor  and  been  so  highly 
commended  as  thia  weekly  bulletin.  It  is  regularly  telegraphed  as  an 
item  of  news  by  the  press  associations  and  is  published  by  the  principal 
journals.  In  conjunction  with  the  weekly  bulletins  of  other  state  weather 
services  it  forms  tbe  baais  of  a  National  Weather  Crop  Bulletin  which  is 
telegraphed  not  only  to  all  parts  of  this  countiy  but  is  also  cabled  to 
Europe  to  parties  interested  in  tbe  staple  crops  of  this  oountry.  It  places 
before  the  people,  at  weekly  intervals,  a  reliable  statement  as  to  the  con- 
dition of  the  weather  and  the  effect  of  the  same  upon  the  crops.  To  obtain 
just  this  kind  of  intelligence  far  in  advance  of  the  farmer  the  sharp  specu- 
lator pays  a  high  price,  and  too  often  heretofore  the  farmer  has  accepted 
a  price  for  certain  products  far  below  their  actual  value,  It  is  known  that 
the  farmer  gets  little  enou^^h  for  his  produce  while  theoonsumer  is  made 
to  pay  a  bign  price.  This  bulletin  should  be  widely  disseminated  through- 
out tbe  State  for  the  benefit  of  the  agricultural  and  commercial  claseea 

Your  memorialists,  therefore,  pray  that  in  order  to  defray  the  neoessaiy 
ezpenses  of  continuing  the  -Michigan  Weather  Service  and  putting  it 
upon  an  effective  footing,  that  favorable  action  be  taken  on  Senate  bill  No. 
163  and  House  bill  No.  627.  The  estimates  in  these  bills  (which  are  dup- 
licates) have  been  very  carefully  prepared  with  a  view  to  the  utmost  ecoD- 
omy  compatible  with  an  effective  service  and  to  which  we  invite  your  fav- 
orable consideration  and  early  action. 
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For  more  Bpeoifio  icfonnatiou  sb  to  the  praotioal  work  and  benefits 
of  the  Bervioe,  and  data  as  to  wbst  otber  Btates  are  doing,  the  members  are 
n^ed  to  TiBit  the  headqnarterB  of  the  State  Weather  Serrioe,  in  the  post- 
offioe  {>Di]diiig,  where  they  are  aBsnred  of  oonrteonB  attention  &om  Director 
Schneider.

Dear  Sir — We  observe  that  a  bill  is  now  pending  (House  bill  No.  362), 
«DtdtIed  "  A  bill  to  provide  for  the  collection,  compilation  and  reprinting 
of  the  general  laws  "  of  this  State,  by  which  it  is  proposed  to  aubstitnte  a 
plain,  nnannotated  edition  of  the  compiled  laws  for  the  old  anthorissd 
annotated  compilation  by  Jndge  A.  Howell,  published  in  1883. 

Howell's  annotation  has  stood  the  test  of  twelve  years,  and  has  proven 
entirely  Batisfaotory  to  us;  in  tact,  it  has  become  indispensable  to  the  bar 
of  this  State,  and  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  nothing  should  be  allowed  to 
stand  in  the  way  of  a  new  edition  by  Jodge  Howell  at  as  early  a  date  as 
1897.  We  are  not  in  need  of  a  simple  compilation  so  long  as  the  anno- 
tated statntes  are  in  print,  and  cai^  be  hod  at  the  very  reasonable  price  at 
which  the  State  and  its  citizens  Lave  been  supplied  with  them  in  tne  past. 
Other  States  have  abandoned  the  old  fashioned  compiled  laws,  and  have 
generally  adopted  the  form  of  the  Michlgau  annotated  compilation.  The 
passage  of  this  bill  would  send  Michigan  back  to  the  old  system  of  a 
simple  compilation,  without  notes  or  annotations,  and  would  cause  great 
inconvenience  and  annoyance  to  the  bench  and  bar,  as  also  to  the  officers 
and  citizens  of  the  State  generally. 

We  trnst  yon  will  interest  yourself  in  the  defeat  of  the  bill.  Its  pro- 
visions would  be  nnreasonable,  nnnecessary  and  nnsatisfactoiy  to  the 
bench,  the  bar  and  the  people  of  this  State.

Oalhoan,  Branch,  Eaton  and  Hillsdale  conntiea.     Filed  March  25, 1895. 

LONG,  J.  The  relator  was  nominated  on  Febmatr  26,  1896,  aa  a  oan- 
didate  for  representatiTe  in  Congresa  b;  the  prohibition  part;  for  the 
tbird  congressional  district  of  Michigan,  and  on  March  7,  he  was  nomi- 
nated for  the  same  office  by  the  Free  Silver  party.  On  Febmary  27  the 
People's  party  nominated  oneltobert  MoDongall  for  the  aame  office.  On 
March  8,  Robert  MoDougall  withdrew  as  a  candidate  upon  the  People's 
party  ticket,  and  the  relator  was  subatitiited  in  his  stead  by  the  oongrea- 
sional  committee  of  the  People's  party,  snob  committee  certifying  that 
they  were  authorized  by  the  convention  to  fill  any  vacancy  upon  snoh 
ticket.  Certificates  were  filed  with  the  election  commissioners  Maroh  7, 
8  and  9.  The  relator  claims  that  he  has  the  right  under  act  No.  190  of 
the  pttbUo  acts  of  1891  to  have  his  name  printed  upon  each  of  these  three 
tiokets. 

On  March  14,  1895,  an  amendatory  act  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  to 
the  election  law  and  given  immediate  eCFect,  and  respondents  claim  that 
under  the  terms  of  this  amendatory  act  the  relator  is  not  entitled  to  have 
his  name  appear  upon  the  official  ballot  more  than  onoe. 

This  amendatory  act  provides  that  "it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  said  board 
of  election  commissioners  to  cause  to  be  printed  in  more  than  one  column 
on  the  ballot  the  name  of  any  candidate  who  shall  have  received  the  nom- 
ination by  two  or  more  parties  or  political  organizations  for  the  same 
office." 

The  act  oontaina  further  provisiona  relating  to  the  manner  in  which  a 
ofaoice  is  to  be  made  by  the  candidate  as  to  the  place  which  his  name 
shall  have  on  the  ballot  as  follows: 

"Any  person  so  receiving  the  nomination  for  the  same  office  by  two  or 
more  parties  or  political  organizations  shall,  within  five  days  after  his  name 
has  beeuoertified  to  said  efeotion  oommiaaion  as  having  been  nominated 
by  two  or  more  political  parties  for  the  same  office,  give  notice  to  the 
board  of  election  commissioners  of  each  county  in  the  State,  if  said  nom- 
ination be  for  a  State  office,  and  to  the  board  of  election  commissioners  of 
eaoh  county  in  the  district,  if  said  nomination  be  for  a  oongressional, 
jodicJal  or  leeialative  o£Soe  and  to  the  board  of  eleotion  commissioners  of 
the  ooanty,  if  snoh  nomination  be  tor  a  county  offioe^  specifying  in  snoh 
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notioe  tbe  oolaam  of  wbioh  part;  or  political  orgaaixation  on  the  ballot 
he  wiBhes  his  name  to  be  printed,  and  eaid  board  of  election  oommiBsion- 
eiB  ehall  print  the  name  of  such  candidate  in  each  oolamn  on  the  ballot  so 
specified  by  him,  and  in  no  other  column.  Such  notioe  shall  be  given  to 
said  election  oommisaionerB  b;  delivering  the  same  either  in  person  or  bp 
depositing  the  same  in  tbe  postoffioe,  in  a  sealed  envelope,  with  postage 
prepaid,  directed  to  the  chairman  of  such  board  of  election  commiseionera 
at  the  oount;  seats  of  the  respective  counties :  Provided  further.  That  in 
case  any  stioh  candidate  so  nominated  by  two  or  more  parties  or  politioal 
organizations  for  the  same  office,  and  whose  namea  shall  have  been  certi- 
fied by  the  ofaaimian  and  secretary  of  the  committees  of  anofa  parties  or 
politioal  organizations  to  said  board  of  election  commissioners, 
within  tbe  time  and  as  above  provided  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  give 
notice  to  said  board  of  election  commissioners  as  above  provided, 
and  within  the  time  above  named,  specifying  in  which  oolutnn 
on  the  ballot  he  wishes  his  name  to  be  printed,  ^then  in  such  case  said 
board  of  election  commissioners  shall  cause  his  name  to  be  printed  in  tbe 
oolumn  of  the  party  or  politioal  organization,  from  the  chairman  and  sec- 
retary of  whose  committee  said  board  of  election  commissioners  shall  have 
first  received  notice  of  snch  person's  nomination  for  said  office,  and  said 
board  of  election  commissioners  shall  not  cause  the  name  of  such  parson 
to  be  printed  on  the  ballot  as  a  candidate  for  the  same  office  in  any  othn 
oolumn." 
Tbe  relator  contends, 

1.  That  this  amended  law  is  wholly  nnconstitutional  for  the  reason 
that  it  discriminstes  between  political  parties  and  imposes  a  political  test 
88  a  condition  to  one  becoming  a  candidate  for  office. 

2.  That  if  the  statute  be  upheld  as  constitutional  aa  applied  to  fntaie 
elections  in  which  the  opportunity  is  given  to  parties  and  oandidatee  to 
act  under  tbe  law,  it  cannot  be  so  far  given  re^oaotive  effect  as  to  make 
it  applicable  to  a  case  like  tbe  present,  where  the  nominations  of  the  par-  , 
ties  had  been  made  and  the  time  within  which,  under  the  terms  of  the  act, 
the  candidate  is  required  to  make  his  election  as  to  the  place  upon  which  his 
name  is  to  have  on  the  ballot,  has  expired  before  the  act  took  effect 

1.  The  constitntional  question  is  one  of  unusual  importance,  and  as 
the  exigencies  of  the  present  case  demand  a  prompt  decision  in  order  that 
the  rights  of  the  relator  may  be  protected,  and  as  we  have  reached  the  ooo- 
olosion  that  the  act  is  valid  and  within  the  power  of  the  L^slatore  act- 
ing under  the  provisions  of  Art.  YII,  Sec  6,  of  the  oonstitation,  whioh 
provides  that,  "Laws  may  be  passed  to  preserve  tbe  purity  of  electionB, 
and  guard  against  abuses  of  the  elective  mncfaise, ' '  and  as  the  relator  in 
the  present  case  is  entitled  to  his  remedy  without  delay,  we  have  thoogfat 
it  beet  to  direct  the  entry  of  the  order,  and  withhold  a  written  opinion 
upon^the  main  point  until  we  shall  have  the  opportunity  to  formulate  onr 
views  upon  that  question,  and  an  opinion  upon  tbe  full  case  covering  that 
question  will  be  handed  down  later. 

2.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  amendatory  act  of  March  14  oaniiot 
be  held  applicable  to  the  present  case. 

The  time  within  which  the  candidate  is  authorized  by  law  to  exercise 
bis  choice  of  tickets  had  in  the  present  case  expired  before  tbe  law  took 
effect  He,  therefore,  under  tbe  law,  had  no  opportunity  to  exercise  the 
right  conferred.  If  it  be  attempted  to  apply  the  terms  at  tbia  act  to  tbe 
present  case  the  election  commissioners  would  be  bonnd   noder  the  other 
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proviaioiis  of  the  aot  to  print  the  name  of  the  oandidate  on  the  tiobet  first 
certified,  tbns  excluding  wholly  the  right  of  ohoioe  plainly  intended  to  be 
oonterred  bv  the  statute.  The  general  rule  is  well  Settled  in  this  State  and 
elBewhere  that  all  statutes  are  prospective  in  their  operation  except  when 
a  contrary  intent  is  olearly  evidenoed  by  the  context.  Heinemaa  t, 
SohlosB,  83  Mioh.,lo3;  Stitt  v.  CasterUne,  89  Mich.,  239;  Smith  t.  Pinoh 
80  Mioh.,  332;  Finn  v.  Haynee,  37  Mich.,  63;  Maxwell  v.  Bay  City 
Bridge  company,  46  Mioh.,  278;  Danville  Stove  Oo.  v.  Circuit  Judge,  88 
Mich..  244. 

The  role  to  be  derived  from  a  comparison  of  a  vast  number  of  judicial 
nttersncee  upon  this  subject  seems  to  be  that  even  in  the  al»eiioe  of  oon- 
Btitntional  obstacles  to  retroaction,  a  ooostruction  giving  to  a  etatute  a 
prospective  operation  is  always  to  be  preferred  uuleBS  a  purpose  to  give  it 
a  retrospective  force  is  expressed  by  a  clear  and  positive  command,  or  to 
be  inferred  by  necessary,  nnequivooal  and  unavoidable  implication  from 
the  words  of  the  statute  taken  by  themselves  and  in  connection  with  the 
■abject  matter,  and  the  occasion  of  the  enactment,  admitting  of  no  reason* 
able  doubt,  but  precluding  all  questoin  as  to  such  intention.  Endlioh  on 
the  Interpretation  of  Statutes,  section  271. 

Judee  Cooley  in  his  work  on  Constitutional  Limitations,  p.  370,  2d 
ed.,  referring  to  this  subject,  says:  "Legislation  of  this  character  is 
exceedingly  liable  to  abuse;  and  it  is  a  sound  rule  of  constraotion  that  a 
statute  eboald  have  a  prospective  operation  only,  unless  its  terms  show 
olearly  a  legislative  intention  that  it  should  act  retrospectively.  And  some 
of  the  states  have  deemed  it  just  and  wise  to  forbid  suoh  laws  altogether 
by  their  constitutions." 

As  is  said  in  Potter's  Dwarris  on  statutes  and  constitutions,  in  a  note  on 
page  163,  "Although  the  words  of  the  statute  are  broad  enoagh  in  their 
literal  extent  to  comprehend  existing  oases,  they  must  yet  be  constmed  as 
applicable  only  to  oases  that  may  thereafter  arise,  unless  a  contrary  inten- 
tion is  unequivocally  expressed  therein." 

The  act  grants  the  right  of  choice  of  tickets,  but  oompels  the  ohoioe 
within  a  time  which  had  already  expired  in  the  present  case  when  the  aot 
took  effect,  and  then  in  express  terms  provides  that  if  the  choice  is  not 
made  by  the  candidate  within  that  time  the  election  commissioner  shall 
print  his  name  in  the  ticket  first  certified.  There  is  no  other  alternative 
ander  the  act  but  that  if  the  choice  ia  not  made  by  the  candidate  within 
the  time,  his  name  must  be  printed  upon  the  ticket  first  certified,  and  if 
he  hold  that  the  relator  may  have  further  time  beyond  the  time  fixed  by 
the  aot  we  must  interpolate  something  into  the  statute.  If  this  be  done, 
what  time  shall  be  fixed  when  the  relator  must  make  his  choice?  What  is 
to  guide  us  in  fixing  that  time?  Certainly  not  the  aot  itself,  bat  an  arbi- 
trary rule  which  we  must  adopt  and  which  is  not  contained  in  the  aot  It 
cannot  be  presumed  from  the  language  of  the  statute  that  the  legislature 
intended  such  a  result  as  that  one  who  could  not  conform  to  the  provisions 
of  the  aot  for  the  reason  that  the  prooeedings  in  his  case  had  so  far  pro- 
gressed as  to  render  compliance  by  him  of  the  terms  of  the  aot  impossible 
should  be  held  within  the  act. 

The  right  must  issue  to  the  election  boards  of  the  counties  named  ijireot- 
ing  suoh  boards  to  print  the  relator's  name  upon  all  three  tickets  men- 
tioned. MoGrath,  C.  J.,  did  not  sit.  Grant  and  Hooker,  JJ.,  oonourred 
with  Long,  J.

At  the  r^n^Iar  meeting  of  the  G-rand  Lodge  of  the  Ship  Masters'  Asso- 
■oiation  of  the  United  States  of  America,  which  was  held  at  Detroit,  Mich- 
igan, on  JanuEtry  15,  16  and  17,  1895,  st  which  meeting  there  were  repre- 
sentatives of  the  varions  lodges  of  the  different  ports  on  the  lakes,  with  a 
total  membership  of  about  seven  hundred  steamboat  masters,  employed  on 
thegreat  lakes,  the  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted : 

Whgsbas,  We  are  informed  that  during  the  time  that  the  St,  Mary's 
Falls  ship  canal  was  the  property  of,  and  was  maintained  by  the  State  of 
Michigan,  the  said  State  did  impose  and  oolleot  from  vessels  passing 
through  said  canal,  certain  tolls,  with  the  sole  idea  of  providing  sufficient 
funds  for  the  operating  and  oare  of  said  canal ;  and 

Whbbeas,  From  said  tolls  so  coUeoted,  it  was  not  intended  to  take  from 
the  shipping  used  in  seid  canal,  any  greater  amount  than  waa  actually 
necessary  for  operating  the  oanal  in  the  intereeta  of  the  shipping  paying 
the  tolls;  but 

BWhebbab,  The  amount  of  tolls  collected  from  said  vessels  using  the 
said  canal  did  exceed  the  amount  necessary  for  the  purposes  for  which 
they  were  collected ;  and. 

Whbbeas,  When  the  State  transferred  the  said  oanal  to  the  United 
States  government,  there  remained  in  the  treasury  of  the  State  of  Michi- 
gan, on  aooount  of  the  tolls  so  collected,  a  loi^e  amount  of  money  known 
as  the  St.  Marys  Falls  ship  oanal  fund ;  and 

Whebbas,  The  L^ialature  of  the  State  of  Miohigan,  reoognizing  the 
right  of  the  shipping*  interests  to  obtain  the  benefit  of  said   money,  soi 
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«zaoted  and  oolleoted,  flndeavored  to  apply  the  Bame  in  enofa  manoM  as 
wonid  reault  beneficially  to  tbe  sbipping  interests  from  wbenoe  it  was  ool- 
leoted,  and,  at  tbe  time  of  transferring  said  ship  oenal  to  the  United  States 
transferred  said  money  to  tbe  United  States,  upon  condition  that  tbe 
United  States  wo^  Id  aooept  it  for  tbe  oongtmotion  of  a  dry  dook  to  be 
built  and  operated  at  Sault  Ste.

Whbbeas,  The  United  States  government  has  refused  to  aooept  said 
fund  for  tbe  purposes  therein  provided ;  and 

Whebbas,  The  United  States  govemiaeat  is  fully  oommitted  in  its 
position  that  it  will  not  establish  dry  docks,  or  other  enterprise,  to  com- 
pete with  private  capital,  but  has  established  and  is  maintaining  oeriain 
institutions  on  tbe  waterways  of  tbe  great  lakes  for  sick  and  dieafaled  sea- 
men; and  while  those  institutions  afford  invaluable  accommodations  for 
that  purpose,  yet,  owing  to  the  vast  and  still  increasing  commerce  on  the 
lakes,  they  are  too  few  and  far  apart,  as  we  find  from  eotaal  experience,  to 
properly  care  and  provide  for  tbe  large  number  of  sick  end  disabled  sea- 
men, who  have  to  leave  our  boats  during  tbe  season  of  navigation ;  and 

Whebeas,  On  account  of  the  great  demands  made  upon  the  United 
States  government  to  provide  for  th^e  various  institutions,  it  is  impos-

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Lake  Carriere'  AsBooiation,  held  at 
Detroit,  Michigan,  January  8  and  9,  1893,  the  following  resolutions  were 
adopted  i 

Whebbas,  Prior  to  the  transfer  of  the  Saint  Maiy's  Falls  ship  canal  to 
the  United  States,  and  during  its  operation  by  the  State  of  Michigan,  the 
State  Board  of  Control  of  said  canal,  acting  for  the  State,  was  authorized 
to  impose  and  oolleot  from  vessels  passing  through  said  canal  sufficient 
tolls  necessary  to  keep  said  canal  in  repair  and  to  operate  the  same;  and 

Whereas,  By  the  act  which  conferred  on  said  board  the  power  and 
authority  to  impose  and  collect  said  tolls,  the  L^islature  manifestly 
intended  that  the  amount  of  tolls  so  collected  and  exacted,  should  not 
exceed  an  amount  actually  necesfary  to  defray  the  expense  of  repairing' 
and  operating  said  canal ;  and  that  unnecessary  and  excessive  tolls  beyond 
that  amount  should  not  be  imposed  or  exacted;  and 

WhebEAS,  The  amount  of  tolls  collected  by  said  board  of  control,  from 
the  owners  of  vessels  passing  through  said  canal,  during  its  operation  by 
the  State  was  greatly  in  excess  of  the  amount  necessary  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid.  And  at  the  time  the  State  transferred  to  the  United  States  the 
said  ship  oanal,  the  excessive  and  unwarranted  collections,  from  vessel 
owners,  had  accumulated  in  the  State  treasury  in  the  canal  fund  to  a  con-

Whebeas,  The  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  recognizing  the 
rights  of  the  vessel  owners  to  the  benefit  of  said  money,  so  exacted  and  col* 
lected.  endeavored  to  apply  the  same  in  such  manner  as  would  result  ben- 
eficially to  the  vessel  owners  from  whence  it  was  collected.

KEDICAL  LEOIBLATION. 

'  ^From  time  to  time  bills  are  introduced  into  the  Legislatures  of  the  sev- 
eral states  to  restrict  the  practice  of  medicine  to  a  certain  favored  set. 
The  pretext  always  is,  that  said  law  is  "to  protect  the  people  from  quack- 
ery. "  In  Michigan  such  a  law  was  enacted  some  years  ago.  But  it  failed 
to  turn  out  a  suffioient  number  of  the  old  practitioners  and  leave  the  mon- 
opoly of  the  business  in  the  bands  of  the  "diploma  mills,"  and  their  fio- 
i^ed  product.  So  more  "protection  ia  demanded  for  the  people,"  and 
several  bills  have  been  iDtroduced  during  the  present  session,  all  looking 
to  the  further  restriction  of  the  practice  of  medicine.  But  where  does 
this  demand  for  protection  come  from?  From  the  people?  Oh,  no;  from 
the  doctors. 
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If  the  people  were  allowed  to  vote  upon  tbe  qnestion,  they  woald  nijeot 
any  attempt  to  interfere  with  their  personal  liberty  to  choose  theii  own 
m^ioal  adviser,  and  tbe  Legislature  woald,  no  doubt,  understand  the 
language.  No;  this  demand  comes  from  a  certain  class  of  doctors. 
When  any  one  class  of  men  profess  such  great  anxiety  to  protect  others, 
and  when  such  portectlon  involves  the  throwing  into  their  own  hands  all 
the  honors  and  all  tbe  cash,  and  tbe  giving  them  the  sole  control  of  any 
business  or  profession,  their  pretentions  are  a  subject  for  very  grave 
doubts. 

Especially  is  this  true  when  tbe  people  whom  they  desire  to  protect  do 
not  ask  for  any  such  protection  or  feel  the  need  of  it,  bat  would  consider 
it  an  unnecessary  abridgment  of  their  personal  rights.  Mo;  it  is  not  tbe 
"dear  people"  whom  these  would-be  dictators  wish  to  protect;  but  the 
"dear  doctors. " 

Its  sole  aim  is  to  create  a  medical  trust;  a  sort  of  oligarchy,  in  which 
a  board  appointed  through  the  same  influence  which  would  foroe  this  bill 
through  toe  Lemslatuie,  will  determine  who  may  and  who  may  not  prac- 
tice medicine.  Can  any  board  find  out  who  is  and  who  is  not  fitted  to  prac- 
tice? Certainly  not.  The  callow  youth  just  from  college,  but  witbont 
experience,  could  answer  any  list  of  questions  better  than  the  man  of 
twenty  or  thirty  years'  practice;  and  a  board  oan  judge  only  by  the 
auswera.  Not  so  the  people.  They  will  judge  the  doctor  by  the  success, 
or  otherwise,  of  his  praotioe.  And  this  is  the  only  true  test.  Does  tbe 
physician  relieve  and  cure  his  patients?  If  so  the  people  will  employ 
him.  If  he  is  not  sucoessfnl  they  will  not  do  so.  And  in  the  neigboor- 
hood  where  he  does  business,  the  po^e  know  more  of  these  things  than 
any  examining  board  oan  find  out  The  suooesaful  man  can  get  patronage 
and  make  a  living.  The  unsuccessful  man  cannot,  and  must  do  some- 
tbing  else.  Therefore  we  need  no  law  upon  this  subject,  except  the  eter- 
nal uw  of  nature,  "Tbe  survival  of  tbe  fittest. " 

•  But  we  are  told  that  this  measare  is  to  prevent  quackery.  Then  let  it 
compel  graduates  as  well  as  non-graduates  to  prove  their  present  qualifi- 
oatione.  But  if  such  a  bill  were  introduced  we  should  bear  of  no  more  of 
these  meetings  of  the  doctors  to  protect  the  people. 

But  what  constitutes  tbe  requisite  qualifications  to  praotioe  tbe  healing 
art?  Medicine  is  not  yet  a  science  but  a  progressive  art.  The  best  knowl- 
edgfl  of  forty  years  ago  would  be  considereid  quackery  today,  and  the 
"science"  of  which  we  are  apt  to  be  so  proud  today,  may  be  but  the 
quackery  of  a  few  deaades  hence. 

I  have  in  my  library  a  few  old  works  written  by  profeesMS  in  tbe  best 
medical  colleges  of  the  old  and  the  new  world,  in  which  the  learned  doc- 
tor, after  giving  bis  view  of  the  pathology,  diagnosis,  prognosis,  etc.,  of 
any  disease,  adds  in  almost  every  case:  "Treatment — Bleed  tbe  patient 
until  he  faints;  Then  give  calomel  until  the  gums  are  touched;  apply  a 
blister  to  the  affected  part, "  etc.,  etc.  Suffice  is  to  say  that  the  prog- 
nosis was  "unfavorable"  in  most  oases  which  tbe  "quacks"  now  cure  very 
easily.  And  these  men  not  only  had  diplomas,  but  were  nanting  them, 
too,  after  teaching  tbe  "great  Boientino  facts"  embodied- in  tbe  above 
treatment  to  their  pupils. 

And  why  was  this  oarbarous  praotioe  finally  giren  up?

-were  found  a  Thompsoii,  b  Beaoh,  a  HanDemanii  and  a  number  of  otherB, 
who  soon  demoDBtrated  to  tbe  people  (the  profeBsion  was  not  fenced  in 
then)  that  these  heroic  measureB  were  cruel  and  worse  than  nnnecesBary, 
and  the  people  refused  to  submit  to  them  longer.  Let  any  man  who 
doubts  these  facta  but  look  over  the  medical  journals  of  the  last  half  cen- 
tnry.  To  men  much  past  middle  life,  tbe  case  will  be  but  a  amtter  of 
memory. 

Tbe  r^ular  medical  man  of  that  time  was  fairly  crowded  onto  a  higher 
plain  by  the  men  of  independent,  inquiring  minds,  who  did  not  think 
^at  oollegea  or  college  professoiB  had  reached  perfection  and  were  not  to 
be  questioned  in  matters  connected  with  tbe  healing  of  the  sick.  And 
now  the  inquiring  minds  are  still  questioning  and  crowding  so  hard  that 
the  law-making  power  of  the  states  is  invoked  to  build  a  fence  Etroond 
the  M.  D. 's  to  keep  them  from  being  crowded  any  further  ahead.  Hav- 
ing paid  his  money  and  stayed  at  college  tbe  required  time,  he  thinks  his 
diploma  should  protect  bim  from  being  orowded  by  the  man  who,  perhaps 
had  not  the  money  to  pay  bis  way  through  college,  but  had  brains  and 
perseverance  enough  to  study  long  and  patiently  by  himself  until  he  is 
able  to  overmatch  nis  collegian  competitor.  Then  I  think  no  one  can 
mistake  the  object  of  this  proposed  medical  legislation.  We  hear  of  no 
pablio  meetings  among  the  people  to  further  such  an  object.  It  is  the 
doctors  who  meet  to  formulate  plans  to  persuade  or  coerce  l^islatnres  into 
keeping  out  all  who  will  not  believe  that  colleges  have  all  the  medical 
knowlrage  necessary  or  desirable.  They  now  want  a  stereotyped  edition 
of  the  art.     Want  it  fossilized  and  placed  in  their  hands  for  safe  keeping. 

If  any  patient  student  of  nature  discovers  any  new  fact  in  the  way  of 
healing  the  sick,  he  must  not  be  allowed  to  give  the  world  the  benefit  of 
it,  unless  he  has  paid  his  fees  to  a  recognized  college. 

The  demand  for  this  legislation,  by  the  class  who  went  it  so  badly, 
means,  when  stripped  of  its  specious  arguments  about  protecting  the  peo- 
ple, that  tbe  colleges  and  their  graduates  cannot  show  to  tbe  people  thaW 
their  products  are  more  successful  than  many  who  have  obbiiaed  their 
knowledge  outside  these  institutions.  And  now  they  want  a  law  to  take 
away  the  competition.  They  appeal  to  force  because  truth  is  against 
them.  This  is  tbe  resort  of  the  usurper,  always.  I  would  not  for  a 
moment  disparage  the  advantages  of  a  college  education.  There  is  no  way 
in  which  a  person  can  prepare  for  the  study  of  practical  medicine  so 
quickly  as  at  some  medical  college. 

I  say  prepare,  because  when  a  student  graduates,  although  his  diploma 
says  he  is  a  doctor  of  medicine,  he  will  learn  in  a  few  years,  if  he  be  a 
careful  observer  and  a  close  student,  that  the  title  was  but  a  sad  burlesque 
upon  the  fact.  And  be  will  find  men  of  less  theory,  but  with  years  <^ 
experience,  who  are  very  far  bis  superiors  as  praot;tioner&  He  may  ihem 
begin  to  work  for  a  law  to  protect  tbe  people  from  his  competitor. 

I  was  made  an  M.  D:  in  tbe  regular  way,  but  if  any  man  or  woman  who 
has  had  less  advantages  can,  by  dint  of  greater  effort  or  more  ability, 
drive  me  to  a  back  seat,  let  him  do  so.  I  will  not  ask  to  have  a  fence  pot 
around  me  to  keep  him  out,  and  I  say  shame  upon  the  physioian  who 
would,  and  espceially  one  who  would  sneak  in  his  begging  claim  under 
the  pretence  of  protecting  the  people.

To  the  Honorable,  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives,  of  the  State 
of  Michigan: 

Whbbeab,  Certain  bills  have  been  introduced  seriously  affecting  dmg- 
gista,  if  passed,  one  being  "A  bill  to  reflate  the  aale  of  patent  and  pro- 
prietary medicines  in  the  State  of  Michigan,"  and  another, "  A  bill  to 
{>revent  the  adulteration  of  drugs,  food,  and  spirituous,  fermented  or  malt 
iquors  in  the  State  of  Michigan,"  and  others  of  like  import  we  under- 
stand; and 

Whebeab,  Providing  the  provisions  pertaining  to  druggists  should 
become  a  law,  it  will  practically  confiscate  all  the  proprieta^  and  patent 
medicines  we  have  in  stock  at  the  time  the  law  goes  into  effect,  for  after 
such  date  we  could  neither  sell  nor  give  them  away  without  subjecting  our- 
selves to  a  fine  of  $50.00  for  each  atticle  disposed  of; 

Second,  It  would  gieatly  curtail  our  business  and  profits  by  depriving 
us  of  the  sale  of  all  such  articles  in  the  future,  and  reduce  our  traffic  in 
medicines,  to  ordinary  drugs  and  prescriptions; 

Third,  It  would  deprive  the  people  of  various  remedies  which.'by  reason 
of  years  of  use  they  know  better  than  any  physician  or  board  of  henltb 
can  tell  them,  they  can  rely  upon  for  relief  from  most  of  the  ills  in  their 
families;  subject  them  to  suffering  and  danger  from  want  of  proper  reme- 
dies at  hand  when  needed,  and  a  permanently  greatly  increased  expense  in 
payment  for  repeated  visits  of  a  physician.  Moreover  this  bill,  regardlesa 
of  natural  rights,  lodges  in  the  board  of  health  the  absolute  power  to  say 
just  what  medicines,  and  no  other,  save  simple  drugs,  the  people  of  Michi- 
gan may  sell,  give  away,  or  produce.     Ought  such  arbitrary  power,  such

BBPOBTS  OF  SELBOT  OOKHITTBBS. 

Mr.  McLaughlin  sent  to  the  Secretary's  desk,  and  had  read  a  report  of  the 

Select  Joint  Committee  appointed  to  inveBtigate  the  publishiug  of  doca- 

ments  by  the   State   and  to   report  such   amendments  to  existing  laws 

f>¥emiiig  such  pubiicationB  as  their  investigations  show  are  necessary, 
he  report  was  accepted  and  laid  on  the  table. 

By  the  select  committee  on  State  FublioationB : 

The  select  joint  committee  appointed  "To  inTestigate  the  publishiiu;  oi 
dooameute  by  the  State  and  to  report  such  amendments  to  existing  laws 
goTeming  SDob  pubiicationB  as  their  investigations  show  are  necessary," 
respectfully  report  that  we  have  made  a  careful  investigation  of  the  sub- 
ject and  find  great  need  of  improvement  and  change  in  the  method  of  dis- 
tribution, method  of  publioatioh,  quality  of  material  used,  promptness  of 
issue,  and  in  some  cases  quality  end  volaminoasneee  of  the  subject  matter. 

Referring  now  to  the  matter  of  distribution  of  State  publications,  your 
oommittee  have  become  oonvinoed  that  on  general  principles  the  mission 
of  the  StBte  is  fulfilled  when  it  prepares  and  publishes  the  varioQB  publi- 
cations and  then  sends  them  (excepting  to  officers  and  where  official  duty 
requires  them  to  be  sent)  to  those  only  who  ask  for  them  either  personally 
or  by  mail.  The  policy  heretofore  employed  in  many  cases  seems  to  have 
been  to  publish  large  amounts  of  matter  and  then  crowd  them  off  through 
the  agenoy  of  the  county  clerks'  office,  and  in  other  ways,  upon  those  who 
oould  be  induced  to  take  them.  As  an  illoetration  of  the  workings  of  this 
plan,  we  quote  from  a  few  replies  to  a  circular  letter  sent  to  all  county 
clerks  by  the  Secretary  of  State  at  our  request,  "for  a  statement  of  the 
nnmber  of  public  documents  remaining  on  hand  in  the  offices  of  the 
oounty  clerks  of  Michigan,  and  names  of  offioere  for  whom  they  were 
intended."  > 

Emmet  county.—"!  find  no  record  here  in  my  office  of  who  received  the 
books  or  who  is  entitled  to  them.  I  think  there  is  a  wagon  load  of  them 
of  older  dates  aronnd  the  court  house." 

Newaygo  county. — "I  have  these  books  on  hand  beoanse  they  are  not 
called  for.  Our  record  showB  bat  a  very  few  called  for,  but  I  positively 
cannot  tell  to  whom  they  are  to  go. " 

Oakland  county. — "We  find  the  number  of  books  remaining  in  this  offio» 
to  be  as  mentioned,  but  as  to  whom  they  belong  are  unable  to  state. " 
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Manistee  county, — "I  send  the  Dumber  of  TolnmeB  of  the  different  ieaaes 
named  on  hand,  beflidee  nearly  1,000  oopies  of  different  Tolnmee  and  these 
that  are  juat  in  the  way.     No  one  seema  to  oare  to  ase  them." 

Crawford  county.—"!  oan  only  say  that  the  State  has  always  sent  aboat 
fotir  timee  as  many  books  as  have  been  called  for  or  reqaired,  and  the 
balance  are  filed  away  and  remain  a  nniBanoe  nntil  they  are  destroyed  to- 
get  them  oat  of  the  way.  I  have  alwaya  given  the  books  to  any  one  who 
would  oarry  them  away  and  still  have  too  many  lefi  I  think  a  very  few 
will  do  in  this  oounty. " 

Kalkaska  county.— ''l&va  satisfied  that  the  six  volnmes  of  Howell'» 
No.  3  belong  to  some  of  the  townshipB,  They  huve  never  been  called  for." 

Benzie  county. — "I  am  nnable  to  report  for  whom  they  were  sent.  Oar 
office  room  and  facilities  for  filing  are  so  inconvenient  It  is  all  but  impos- 
sible to  keep  traok  of  saoh  matters  properly." 

Kent  county. — "If  the  Secretary  of  State  would  provide  us  with  a  list  of 
those  entitled  to  books,  at  the  time  of  shipment  of  the  same,  we  oonld 
verv  easily  distribute  books  properly." 

The  clerk  of  this  county  overlooks  the  fact  that  when  publio  documents 
are  shipped  from  the  Secretary  of  State's  office  to  him,  an  invoice  of  the 
same  is  forwarded  by  mail,  giving  the  number  of  volumes  shipped  and  th» 
names  of  officers  (not  individuals)  to  whom  they  are  to  go.  So  far  as  possi- 
ble, pofltal  cards  are  forwarded  to  each  of  these  parties,  notifying  them  to- 
call  upon  the  county  clerk  and  receive  the  books  sent.  It  would  be 
impossible  to  give  the  address  of  all  persons  entitled  to  public  documents 
as  all  are  not  on  file  in  the  Secretary  of  State's  office. — CJhief  Clerk. 

Dickinaon  county. — "I  send  yon  on  the  enclosed  blank  number  of  bookfr 
on  hand  in  this  office,  uncalled  for.  The  most  of  them  belong  to  the  Nor* 
way  and  Iron  Mountain  public  schools,  to  the  Tribune,  newspaper.  Iron 
Mountain,  and  to  the  Journal,  newspaper.  Iron  Mountain  (now  defunct). 
All  county  clerks  are  anxious  to  be  rid  of  these  incumbrances,  but  it  is  & 
difficult  matter  to  induce  the  newsfiaper  fraternity  to  accept  them  as  the 
books  occupy  too  much  space  for  the  readable  matter  they  contain." 

The  following  are  extracts  from  comments  made  on  the  face  of  the- 
blanks  returned  to  the  Secretary  of  State's  office  in  reply  to  the  reqneat 
as  above  stated  in  this  report. 

Calhoun  countg. — "I  am  not  able  to  determine  absolutely,  but  believe 
the  large  number  of  these  uncalled  for  books  are  for  township  officers  and 
newspaper  publishers.  The  agricultural,  the  borticnltnru  and  a  few 
reports  of  the  Board  of  Health  are  in  demand.  Joint  Documents,  Senate 
and  Honse  Joamals,  are  a  drug." 

Cass  county. — "I  have  no  idea  to  whom  those  remaining  belong." 

Calhoun  county. — "None  called  for." 

These  words  are  the  only  ones  appearing  upon  entire  blank. — Chief 
Clerk. 

Oratiot  county.  — "The  books  seem  to  be  little  cared  for  and  the  general 
complaint  of  township  officers  is  that  their  office  is  now  lumbered  up  with 
more  such  books  than  they  know  what  to  do  with.  The  newspaper  men 
here,  perhaps,  care  as  much  as  any  one  for  them  for  they  can  tear  off  the 
covers  and  use  the  paper  for  wrappers.  Think  the  publication  of  Joint 
Documents  especially  useless  for  general  distribution." 

Hillsdale  county. — "Howell's  statutes  and  the  public  sots  are  the  anly 
books  mentioned  which  are  regarded  of  value  to  whom  they  are  ooasigned. 
Not  one  in  ten  of  the  parties  for  whom  they  are  intended  oail  for  tho 
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others,  and  moet  of  those  do  not  take  the  books  from  my  office  when  they 
diaooT«r  what  they  are.  They  remain  piled  op  in  my  office  nntil  I  am  so 
much  in  need  of  the  Tocm  that  I  have  them  carried  npstairs,  and  then 
they  are  generally  used  in  bnilding  fires  or  until  small  boys  carry  them 
off.'" 

Houghton  county. — "All  of  Howell's  statutes,  pablio  and  local  acts  hard 
been  distributed,  end  aboat  ten  copies  each  of  the  rest^on  the  list.  The 
balance  of  the  copies  of  Senate  and  House  Jonmals,  joint  dooaments, 
agricDltnral  reports,  hortionlturBl,  vital  statistios  and  Board  of  Health 
reports  have  never  been  called  for,  and  oonld  not  be  given  away.  We 
have  stored  away  in  the  garret  perhaps  five  thousand  books  of  this  kind 
that  were  never  called  for  and  never  will  be,  and  they  are  a  nniBance." 

Josco  county. — "I  herewith  return  blank  list,  being  unable  to  give  yon 
any  information  as  there  has  been  no  record  of  the  books  coming  into  this 
office  or  the  distribqtion  of  the  aame,  as  the  ex-clerk  is  not  here,  therefore 
I  have  no  knowledge  of  how  and  to  whom  they  were  distributed." 

Kalamazoo  coumy. — "As  near  as  I  can  determine,  the  above  named 
books  belong  to  the  several  libraries  and  newspaper  publishers." 

Lapeer  County. — "Senate  and  House  Journals,  joint  documents,  on 
hand  about  aJl  that  were  shipped.  Vital  statistics,  should  say  there  were 
one  hundred." 

Lenawee  county. — "I  have  no  means  of  knowioK  who  have  failed  to 
take  their  copies  from  older  and  more  experienced  clerks.  Would  recom- 
mend the  shutting  off  of  so  many  Senate  and  House  Journals,  also  joint 
documents,  and  thus  save  the  ase  of  drays  to  oart  away  our  supply. " 

Tuscola  county. — "None  have  been  called  for." 

These  words  appear  in  every  column  of  the  blank. — Chief  Clerk. 

Washtenav}  county. — The  clerk  of  this  county  shows  a  disposition  to  be 
facetious  and  fills  various  columns  with  suoh  words  as  tnese;  "One 
oord,"  "two  cords,"  "two  cords,"  "twooords,"  etc.,  etc.  As  may  be 
seen  by  the  tabalated  statument,  prepared  from  the  compilation  of  the 
various  blanks,  figures  appear  in  the  line  devoted  to  Washtenaw  oonnty. 
These  figures  are  obtained  by  taking  the  number  of  books  shipped,  as  per 
the  invoice  sent  at  the  time,  and  then  using  the  words  quoted  above  as 
given  by  the  clerk,  which  gives  a  result  of  none  having  been  called  for, 
presumably.— Chief  Clerk. 

Anirim  county. — "All  books  required  by  law  to  be  distributed  were 
receved  at  this  office.  None  were  claimed  and  no  parties  entitled  to  theiH 
oonld  be  induced  to  receive  them  (except  sesson  laws),  without  a  "scrap. " 
This  office  will  consider  it  a  kindness  if  the  State  will  never  forward 
another  book  with  the  exception  of  the  statutes  and  session  or  local  acts 

Montcalm  county. — "In  addition  to  the  enclosed  report  there  are  in  this 
office  between  1,600  and  2,000  volumes  of  documents,  reports,  etc.,  sent 
from  your  office,  which  have  accumulated  within  the  last  five  years.  Host 
of  these  books  are  absolutely  worthless,  except  for  waste  papers,  and  are 
hardly  worth  even  that." 

From  the  returns  of  69  counties  we  find  the  percentage  of  the  books 
taken  to  be  Board  of  Health  60,  Board  of  Agriculture  14,  vital  statistics  22, 
House  Journals  34,  Senate  Journals  33,  local  acts  76,  public  acts  96,  joint 
doonmens  38,  and  while  in  the  case  of  the  latter  our  data  shows  about  one- 
third  of  the  volumes  delivered,  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  quite  a  pro- 
portion of  these  were  used  in  newpaper  wrappers  and  kindling.  We 
recommend  that  their  publication  be  stopped.     It  is  a  i^oblem  not  easy 
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of  solution  bow  best  to  provide  for  plaoing  the  matter  ocmtained  in  these 
varioDs  publiostione  in  easy  reach  of  the  people,  and  at  the  same  time 
avoid  uBelesB  waste.  After  careful  ooneideratian  of  various  plane,  how- 
ever, we  have  decided  that  if  a  oopy  of  each  State  pnblioation  were  in  the 
varioas  publio  libraries  throughout  the  State,  that  once  the  people  under- 
stood that  they  oonld  examine  any  or  all  of  them  at  their  pleasure  by  call- 
ing at  their  library,  it  would  in  most  oases  be  all  that  would  be  necessary 
and  would  save  the  State  expense  and  then  the  trouble  of  being  bothered 
with  the  care  of  a  volume  whioh  in  most  cases  tbey  oare  for  only  for  the 
one  examination,  if,  however,  r>ny  citizen  is  sufficiently  interested  in  any 
publication  to  desire  its  possesBion  and  is  sufficiently  earnest  to  send  a 
request  that  it  be  sent  him,  we  are  of  the  opinion  tlmt  in  ordinary  oaseH 
be  should  have  it.  It  is  public  policy  that  all  reports  be  somtinised  by 
interested  people;  it  is  one  means  of  correcting  eviu  that  the  doings  of  aU 
who  hold  positions  of  trust  be  an  open  book  as  far  as  possible  to  the 
people,  and  we  believe  the  State  can  afford  to  send  by  mail  or  express  to 
the  addresses  of  those  people  the  publications  they  seek. 

There  are  vast  numbers  of  copies  now  sent  ont,  however,  every  year,  by 
mail  or  express  to  those  who  do  not  apply  for  them,  and  in  almost  every 

oaee  they  contain  a  slip  "with  the  oomplimentB  of ."     The  real 

reason  of  sending  the  book  is  not  that  the  person  to  whom  it  ia  sent  really 
wants  it,  or  wUl  even  examine  it,  but  that  the  slip  it  oontains  will 
canse  a  kind  remembrance  of  the  sender.  We  are  dear  that  this  item 
alone  costs  the  State  thousands  of  dollars  and  is  only  for  the  benefit  of 
officers  and  others  who  are  already  well  paid  by  the  State  and  have  no 
moral  right  to  mail  at  the  State's  expense  their  individual  compliments  in 
BO  heavy  an  envelope  as  is  diost  of  the  books  published  by  the  State. 

Another  matter  that  it  seems  important  should  be  remedied  is  the  abso- 
lute lack  of  ability  at  present  on  the  part  of  the  State  to  check  in  any  way 
the  most  extravagant  use  of  outs  or  engravings  in  these  pnblioations ;  these 
are  expensive  bo^  for  the  plates  and  the  printing  from  these  platee,  and 
good  reasons  should  be  required  for  their  use. 

A  pardonable  pride  esists  in  the  make  up  of  these  reports,  and  each 
officer  is  liable  to  use  these  expensive  means  to  embellish  bis  efforts,  that 
they  may  eqnal,  if  not  exceed,  bis  predeoessor,  this  being  done  at  the 
expense  of  the  State  offers  no  inducement  to  check  these  outlays,  and  it 
seems  likely  to  increase  from  year  to  year  from  the  natural  causes 
*  mentioned. 

The  voluminonsnesB  of  some  of  the  reports  in  statistics,  essaya  and 
papers,  should  also  be  the  proper  aubjeot  of  scrutiny ;  statistical  tables  are 
expensive  to  print,  costing  double  for  composition,  and  a  close  examination 
reveals  the  fact  that  in  many  oases  the  really  important  matter  oonld  be 
preserved  and  a  large  decrease  of  expense  seoared,  beside  rendering  the 
volume  less  complex  and  bulky, 

Again  the  promptness  with  whioh  the  State  publications  are  put  out  is 
important  Reports  published  one  and  even  two  years  after  the  period  for 
which  they  are  written  are  in  most  oases  of  but  little  use  to  the  average 
nineteenth  century  citizen, 

Again  the  quality  of  material  and  workmanship  used  io  the  State  pnb- 
lioation is,  in  some  cases,  of  a  quality  so  poor  that  it  would  not  be  allowed 
to  issne  from  a  reputable  publishing  house  and  is  degrading  to  the  fair 
name  and  dignity  of  our  State.  By  referring  to  the  bill  which  we  report, 
it  will  be  seen  that  provision  is  made  for  a  more  liberal  distribation  of  the 
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Manual  than  has  heretofore  obtained.  We  regard  thie  aa  the  moat  vala- 
able  poblioatioii  from  a  popalar  standpoint  that  is  iesned;  it  is  a  politioal 
diotionar;  of  Michigan,  we  believe,  and  the  bill  is  drawn  in  oontormity, 
that  thia  book  sfaoTild  be  in  flvery  public  school  in  the  State;  it  is  true 
that  this  will  require  a  larger  edition  than  has  heretofore  been  issued,  but 
we  have  so  arranged  for  its  publication  that  one  edition  only  will  be  iasiied 
each  session  instead  of  two  editions  as  heretofore,  thus  saving  the  expense 
of  one  entire  composition  or  type  setting  of  the  work,  and  still  have  the 
edition  ready  for  issue  early  in  Februe^  of  the  year  the  Legislature  is  in 
session,  while  all  that  ia  lost  of  material  value  will  be  the  result  of  the 
April  election  of  that  year  and  a  few  of  the  late  ExeoutiTe  appointmenta : 
inaamuoh,  however,  aa  these  items  are  well  known  through  the  medium  of 
the  press,  and  we  have  made  provision  for  their  publioation  in  pamphlet 
form,  which  will  be  inolnded  in  the  suooeeding  manual,  we  believe  that 
the  value  of  the  work  will  not  be  materially  disturbed  and  the  result  will 
inaare  the  large  and  more  generous  distribution  of  thia  valuable  work  at 
no  greater  oost  than  the  two  amaller  editions  now  pablisbed,  while  the 
season  of  the  year  when  this  large  edition  will  be  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  people,  being  the  winter  time,  when  many  have  more  time  to  peruse 
it  than  in  the  later  spring,   will  add  to  its  value. 

The  remedies  which  we  offer  for  the  betterment  of  the  service  are 
embodied  in  the  bill  which  we  herewith  respectfully  submit  for  yonr  oon- 
aideration,  and  while  the  departures  from  the  present  system  are  neces- 
sarily radical  in  some  cases,  still  we  believe  if  adopted  will  result  in  very 
materially  improving  the  service  and  at  the  aame  time  greatly  rednoe  the 
oost
